(Cricklcwood).  For  the  Summer  Vacation  we  announce  a 
series  of  articles  entitled  "A  Scheme  of  Home  Study,"  by 
Mr.  D.  J.  Williams  (pp.  966-7). 

Although  stocktaking  operations  are  in  progress  in  the- 
wholesale,  there  is  a  steady  undercurrent  of  business  in  certain 
quarters.  Cascara  sagrada,  belladonna  root,  Japanese  pepper- 
mint oil,  soy,  and  shellac  are  dearer.  Acetic  acid  and  prussiate 
of  potash  are  firmer.  Ammonia  chloride,  ammonia  sulphate, 
and  antimony  are  lower  (p.  994). 

It  is  not,  according  to  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  an  offence  under  the  Finance  Act,  1901,  and  tho 
Revenue  Act,  1905.  to  take  without  permission  of  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  duty-paid  "330"  saccharin  and 
by  purification  make  it  "550,"  this  not  being  manufac- 
turing in  the  sense  of  the  Acts.

Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  30  contained 
ninety-five  parts  by  weight  of  dried  sodium  carbonate, 
three  parts  of  disodium  hydrogen  phosphate  (common 
sodium  phosphate),  and  two  parts  of  potassium  metarsenite. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is—

A  very  slight  trace  of  chloride  was  the  only  noteworthy 
impurity  present  in  the  powder. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-seven 
students,  and  seventeen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. All  of  our  correspondents  detected  the  presence  of 
sodium  and  of  the  carbonic  radical,  but  only  three  recognised 
the  presence  of  the  small  quantity  of  potassium.  The 
failures  in  the  detection  of  the  phosphoric  and  the  arsenious 
radicals  were  two  and  three  respectively. 

This  month's  exercise  was  of  a  somewhat  different  type 
•from  most  of  those  recently  set,  inasmuch  as  it  was  com- 
posed mainly  of  one  easily  recognisable  constituent,  each  of 
the  other  constituents  being  present  in  small  quantity  only. 
It  was  scarcely  possible  that  any  student  should  fail  to  find 
sodium  and  the  carbonic  radical,  and  any  difficulty  that  the 
analysis  presented,  of  course,  had  to  do  with  the  detection 
of  the  arsenious  and  phosphoric  radicals  and  of  potassium. 
The  last-mentioned  proved  to  be  the  most  elusive,  escaping, 
as  it  did,  the  vigilance  of  over  80  per  cent,  of  our  corre- 
spondents. The  quantity  of  potassium  present  was  rela- 
tively very  small,  but  nevertheless  a  distinct  potassium  re- 
action was  obtainable  when  the  chloroplatinic-acid  test,  or 
Carnot's  test,  was  properly  applied.  It  may  be  noted, 
parenthetically,  that  few  had  any  difficulty  in  recognising 
the  arsenious  radical  with  which  the  small  quantity  of 
potassium  was  in  combination  in  the  powder.  Those  of  our 
■correspondents  who  failed  to  detect  the  potassium  could 
obtain  a  profitable  lesson  in  the  delicacies  of  qualitative 
analysis,  by  preparing  for  themselves  a  mixture  of,  say, 
99  parts  of  dried  sodium  carbonate  and  1  part  of  potassium 
chloride,  and  then  examining  it  for  potassium  by  carefully 
applying  the  two  tests  referred  to  above.  Notes  of  the  ap- 
pearances observed  would  be  exceedingly  useful  for  future 
comparisons. 

The  detection  of  the  arsenious  and  phosphoric  radicals 
was,  for  the  most  part,  satisfactorily  carried  out,  only  one 
or  two  students  falling  into  the  error  of  boiling  the  original 
substance  (in  the  known  presence  of  an  arsenite)  with  con- 
centrated nitric  acid  and  then  testing  for  phosphate  (in 
presence  of  the  arsenate  so  formed)  by  means  of  ammonium 
molybdate.  This  is  one  of  the  places  where  a  few  moments' 
reflection — in  the  present  case  as  to  why  the  instructions  for 
the  systematic  analysis  of  an  unknown  substance  direct,  at  a 
particular  juncture,  that  the  test  for  the  phosphoric  radical 
should  be  made  then — should  prevent  the  student  from 
making  a  mistake  of  the  kind  just  referred  to. 


Many  students  of  chemistry  appear  to  regard  qualitative 
analysis  solely  as  an  instrument  by  whose  aid  the  con- 
stituents of  substances  can  be  ascertained  with  the  minimum 
expenditure  of  time,  labour,  and  thought,  whilst  they  lose 
sight  of,  or  never  have  been  taught  to  appreciate,  the  fact 
that  it  may  serve  as  an  excellent  mental  discipline  by  pro- 
viding material  for  the  intelligent  employment  of  the 
reasoning  powers.  For  example,  in  dealing  with  this 
month's  exercise,  a  number  of  students  observed  that  the 
powder  dissolved  completely  in  water,  with  the  formation 
of  a  strongly  alkaline  solution,  and,  subsequently,  in  the 
course  of  their  analyses  they  found  the  phosphoric  radical 
present.  Notwithstanding  that  they  were,  doubtless,  all 
aware  that  the  phosphates  of  iron,  aluminium,  the  barium- 
group  metals,  and  magnesium  are  insoluble  in  alkaline 
liquids  generally,  a  considerable  proportion  of  these  students 
reported  iron,  aluminium,  calcium,  or  magnesium  as  con- 
stituents of  the  powder,  not  recollecting  that,  had  any  one 
of  these  metals  been  present,  the  original  substance  would 
not  have  dissolved  entirely  in  water.  (One  student,  it  is 
true,  reported  that  the  powder  did  not  dissolve  completely 
in  water,  arid  that  a  clear  solution  was  only  obtained  on 
adding  excess  of  hydrochloric  acid— a  result  due,  most 
likely,  to  the  use  of  tap-water  containing  an  unusually  large 
proportion  of  calcium  salts,  since  it  was  not  noted  when 
distilled  water  was  used.) 

A  surprisingly  large  number  of  students  carried  out,  quite 
unnecessarily,  a  special  phosphate  separation,  being  un- 
aware, apparently,  that  such  a  separation  is  only  requisite 
when  phosphates  of  the  iron,  barium,  or  magnesium  groups 
are  present.

To  Correspondents. 
A.  D.  Norton.— You  would  have  done  well  to  obtain  other 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  potassium  besides  noting  the  flame 
coloration. 

R.  G.  Locke  and  W.  T.  C—  To  boil  the  powder  with  sodium 
i  carbonate  in  order  to  obtain  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid 
radicals  was  unnecessary  in  the  known  absence  of  all  metallic 
radicals  except  the  alkali-metals:  to  filter  the  solution  so 
obtained  was  also  unnecessary,  since  no  precipitate  was  pro- 
duced. It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  hydrogen  sulphide 
would  remove,  as  sulphide,  the  arsenium  from  such  a  solution 
without  your  having  previously  neutralised  the  sodium  car- 
bonate present. 
T.  P.  Noble.— Your  mode  of  testing  for  the  phosphoric 
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radical  was  not  satisfactory.  Warming  the  powder  with  con- 
centrated nitric  acid  would  convert  the  arsenite  present  into 
arsenate  ;  and  the  latter  would  yield  a  yellow  precipitat-e  on 
treatment  with  ammonium  molybdate  in  much  the  same  way 
as  a  phosphate  would.  Arsenium  must  be  removed  com- 
pletely before  applying  the  molybdate  test  for  phosphate. 

Santal  and  The  Owl. — The  powder  would  not  have  dis- 
solved completely  in  water,  yielding  a  solution  with  an  alka- 
line reaction,  if  aluminium  and  the  phosphoric  radical  had 
both  been  present. 

Pop. — The  powder  did  not  yield  malleable  globules  when 
heated  on  charcoal  with  sodium  carbonate.  The  traces  of 
calcium  you  found  probably  came  from  tap-water.  You  havo 
■either  omitted  to  read  or  failed  to  note  the  printed  instructions 
regarding  the  "  Corner  "  analytical  exercises  if  you  think  that 
"  as  the  salt  only  contains  three  acids,  no  further  acid  tests 
need  be  applied."  Read  the  reply  immediately  preceding. 
You  havo  omitted  to  send  your  address. 
Rob  Roy. — See  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Pop." 
E.  Welton. — Cyanides  do  not  yield  cyanogen  on  being 
heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid.  Silver  arsenite 
being  soluble  in  nitric  acid,  could  not  be  produced  in  a  solu- 
tion containing  free  nitric  acid :  it  is  likewise  soluble  in 
ammonia,  not  insoluble  as  you  indicate. 

Ardath. — Your  failure  to  detect  the  presence  of  arsenium 
was  probably  due  to  your  not  having  added  hydrochloric  acid 
in  excess  to  the  original  solution  prior  to  passing  hydrogen 
sulphide  :  you  say  the  acid  was  added  "  in  small  quantity," 
but  do  not  say  if  it  was  added  until  the  solution,  after 
thorough  mixing,  was  acid  to  test-paper. 

D.  R.  O. — Mercuric  chloride  does  not  give  any  precipitate 
with  a  pure  solution  of  a  bicarbonate.  The  insufficiency  of 
the  tests  you  employed  in  searching  for  carbonate  and"  bi- 
carbonate respectively,  is  shown  by  your  concluding  that  the 
latter  was  present  and  the  former  absent,  or  just  the  reverse 
of  the  actual  state  of  matters. 

Uncertain.— Magnesium  sulphate  is  almost  useless  as  a  test 
for  bicarbonates :  remember  the  insoluble  sulphates  and  the 
numerous  insoluble  magnesium  salts  to  which  its  addition  to  a 
complex  solution  may  give  rise. 

Uppingham.— Read  the  third  sentence  of  the  reply  to 
Pop."  1  J 

H.  Wetton.—  You  appear  to  be  in  some  confusion  respecting 
the  reactions  of  arsemtes  and  arsenates.  The  behaviour  you 
note  is  characteristic  of  arsemtes,  but  you  concluded  that  an 
arsenate  was  present.

Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  High 
Street,  Gravesend,  has  resigned  the  office  of  dispenser  at 
the  Gravesend  Hospital,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  a 
resident  lady  dispenser. 

Whilst  cleaning  a  third-storey  window  at  the  house  of  her 
employer,  Mr.  Henry  Chapman,  chemist  and  druggist,  New- 
borough,  Scarborough,  Eleanor  Broadhead,  a  domestic 
servant,  fell  to  the  ground  and  was  killed. 

At  the  sitting  of  the  London  County  Council  on  June  26, 
the  Improvements  Committee  reported  having  settled  the 
leasehold  and  trade  claim  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Palmer,  chemist  and 
druggist,  in  the  forecourt  of  61  High  Road,  Lee,  for  30/., 
as  against  85/.  claimed. 

The  shop-front  at  the  establishment  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Hicks, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Duke  Street,  Cardiff,  narrowly 
escaped  being  wrecked  on  June  20.  A  new  motor  fire- 
engine  while  out  for  practice  mounted  the  pavement  facing 
the  pharmacy,  but  its  progress  was  fortunately  stopped  by 
the  cellar -flap,  in  which  it  became  wedged. 

A  Blackpool  apothecary,  named  George  Hunston,  was 
recently  fined  10$.  and  costs  for  selling  an  unstamped  bottle 
of  blood-mixture  and  not  having  a  licence.  Costs  were 
ordered  to  be  paid  in  three  other  cases.  Defendant  pleaded 
that  as  an  apothecary  he  was  entitled  to  sell  medicine  for 
his  patients  without  stamping  it,  but  prosecuting  counsel 
said  there  is  no  such  exemption. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  England  a  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Robinson, 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
and  it  was  determined  to  request  the  President  and  Vice- 
Presidents  to  communicate  with  the  Privy  Council  and  to 
express  the  opinion  of  the  Council  of  the  College  as  to  the 
undesirability  of  the  proposed  legislation. 

The  Governors  of  the  Royal  Veterinary  College,  London, 
are  appealing  for  funds  to  enable  them  to  train  their 
students  up  to  the  standard  created  by  the  institution  of 
the  London  University  degree  in  veterinary  science.  A 
capital  outlay  of  10,000/.  on  buildings  and  equipment  is 
estimated  to  be  necessary  as  well  as  an  increase  of  income 
to  provide  for  extension  of  the  teaching  staff.  It  is  said 
that  over  75,000  animals  have  been  treated  by  the  College 
free  of  cost  as  out-patients  in  the  last  twenty  years. 

Sunday  Closing. 
At  the  meeting,  on  June  21,  of  Lord  Avebury's  Joint  Par- 
liamentary Committee  on  Sunday  Trading,  Mr.  Wall,  Mayor 
of  Birkenhead,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  large  increase  of 
Sunday  trading  in  that  town  of  recent  years.  As  a  result  of  a 
census  taken  a  few  months  ago.  683  shops,  or  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  number,  were  found  to  be  open  on  Sun- 
day. A  poll  was  taken  by  circular  of  the  shopkeepers, 
when  there  voted  1,750  in  favour  of  Sunday  closing  and  498 
against. 

Lord  Avebury  :  Have  you  any  evidence  with  respect  to 
the  feeling  of  chemists  in  your  town  upon  the  question? 

Witness  :  The  chemists  appear  to  be  in  favour  of  Sunday 
closing,  except  as  regards  necessary  medicines.  One  chemist 
suggested  to  me  that  the  side  door  might  be  kept  open  on 
Sunday  for  the  sale  of  medicine.  In  his  opinion  that  would 
be  quite  sufficient. 

Lord  Avebury  :  I  believe  that  is  the  general  opinion  of 
chemists  throughout  the  country.  Can  you  tell  me  the 
figures  with  regard  to  this  trade  on  your  poll  ? 

Witness  :  Thirty-nine  chemists  voted  for  Sunday  closing, 
and  only  two  against. 

Testing  Dispensing. 
The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Westminster  City 
Council  reported  on  June  26  that  analysis  had  been  made 
of  five  prescriptions,  with  the  result  tliat  deficiencies  were

M.A.B.  Lab. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  on 
June  23,  two  committees  submitted  reports  bearing  on  a 
proposal  to  erect  a  new  central  laboratory  for  the  Board  at 
Peckham  Rye.  The  Finance  Committee's  report  recom- 
mended that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  authority  to  incur  an  expenditure 
not  exceeding  9.090/.  in  the  erection  and  fitting-up  of  the 
new  laboratory.  The  estimates  submitted  by  the  Works 
Committee  showed  that  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  boun- 
dary walls,  etc.,  would  cost  some  7,090/.  Of  the  remaining 
2.000/.  a  sum  of  950/.  would  be  spent  on  the  fittings,  while 
the  architect's  commission  would  be  400/. 

Postal  [Reforms. 

The  reductions  in  charges  announced  by  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  in  his  Budget  speech,  and  by  the  Post- 
master-General in  the  House  of  Commons,  have  now  been 
issued  from  the  General  Post-office.    They  are  as  follows  : 
On  and  from  July  2,  1906.  the  poundage  charged  on  money 
orders  issued  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  payment  abroad 
for  sums  not  exceeding  1/.  will  be  reduced  from  4r7.  to  3c/. 

On  and  from  the  same  date  the  poundage  chargeable  on 
certain  values  of  postal  orders  will  be  reduced  to  i<7.  for 
orders  for  2s.  and  2s.  6</.,  and  for  orders  from  Us.  to  15*. 
to  Id. 

The  rates  of  postage  for  inland  parcels  exceeding  4  lb.  in 
weight  will  be  reduced  on  July  2,  when  the  following  scale 
of  charges  will  come  into  operation  :  Exceeding  5  lb.  and  not 
exceeding  7  lb.,  Id.  ;  exceeding  7  lb.  and  not  exceeding  8  lb., 
8r7.  ;  exceeding  8  lb.  and  not  exceeding  9  lb.,  9r?. ;  exceeding 
9  lb.  and  not  exceeding  10  lb.,  IOcZ.  ;  exceeding  10  lb.  and  not 
exceeding  11  lb.,  lid. 

Pairchild  Scholarships  Examination. 
This  annual  competition  among  students  of  pharmacy  in 
the  United  Kingdom  for  a  50/.  scholarship  and  four  prizes 
of  51.  each,  presented  by  Messrs.  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster, 
took  place  on  Wednesday,  June  27,  at  five  centres — viz., 
Cardiff,  Dublin.  Edinburgh.  Manchester,  and  London. 
Fifty-one  candidates  had  entered,  and  the  examination  was 
in  writing.    We  hope  to  print  the  questions  in  an  early  issue.

Birmingham  chemists  and  grocers  are  among  the  shop- 
keepers who.  being  asked,  have  refused  to  close  their  shops 
on  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain's  birthday.

Students  of  botany  in  the  Potteries  and  elsewhere  will 
be  interested  to  learn  that  at  the  gardens  at  Keele  Hall,  the 
residence  of  the  Grand  Duke  Michael  of  Russia,  there  is  a 
fig-tree  which  is  reputed  to  be  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
Kingdom.  It  bears  seven  different  kinds  of  figs,  the  result 
of  various  graftings.

In  taking  precau- 
tions to  avoid  damage  to  other  stock  Mr.  Mouseley  remained 
in  the  store-room  some  time,  and  has  in  consequence  sus- 
tained serious  injury  through  inhalation  of  the  fumes.  Mr.

Circulation  of  Advertisements. — To  consider  a  suggestion 
that  advertisers,  when  purchasing  space  in  publications,  are 
entitled  to  ask  for  a  guarantee  of  circulation  from  each 
paper,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  justness  of  the  prices 
charged.  That  circulation,  so  far  as  value  to  the  advertiser 
is  concerned,  is  the  average  number  of  copies  that  have  been 
sold  (after  deducting  returns)  during  a  fixed  period  just 
passed  ;  and  to  take  any  action  deemed  advisable. 

Sheffield  Notes. 
The  City  Council  have  petitioned  against  the  Bill  relating 
to  the  tenure  of  office  of  medical  officers  of  health  and 
inspectors. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Oswald,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has  for 
some  time  acted  as  the  manager  of  Mr.  George  Squire's 
branch  business  in  Shonow  Lane,  has  acquired  the  business 
lately  carried  on  by  Mr.  Bertram  Simpson  at  19  Chesterfield 
Road.  Both  of  Mr.  Simpson's  pharmacies  are  therefore 
now  in  the  hands  of  local  pharmacists. 

Manchester  Notes. 

The  Court  of  the  Victoria  University  on  June  21  decided 
to  confer  the  honorary  degree  of  D.Sc.  upon  Professor 
Emil  Fischer,  of  Berlin,  and  Professor  Adolf  von  Baeyer, 
Munich;  also  M.Sc.  upon  Mr.  James  Grier,  lecturer_  on 
pharmacognosis,  and  M.Sc.  Tech.  on  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein. 

Among  the  two  dozen  or  so  local  institutions  which  have 
benefited  under  the  late  Mr.  John  Harling's  will  occurs  the 
name  of  the  Victoria  Dental  Hospital,  1,000/.  It  seems  a 
pity  that  pharmacy  has  no  local  educational  institute,  with 
free  dispensary  combined,  to  which  people  could  leave  an 
occasional  thousand. 

Mr.  Harry  Kemp  writes  to  the  "  City  News"  to  protest 
against  the  perpetuation  of  the  stupid  fallacy  revived  by 
"  The  Field"  that  cows  will  not  eat  buttercups.  While  in 
the  country  recently  he  saw  the  thing  actually  taking  place, 
and  expresses  wonder  why  a  question  so  easy  of  settlement 
should  be  perennially  discussed  with  all  the  seriousness  of  a 
scientific  fact. 

Dispensing  by  doctors  has  been  discussed  in  the  local 
papers  lately.    Dr.  J.  Dulberg  says  "that  the  public  does 
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not  run  the  risk  of  substitution  at  the  hands  of  the  dis- 
pensing-doctor, who  naturally  prescribes  that  which  he  can 
dispense."  This  seems  rather  good,  and  one  might  add, 
and  which  he  happens  to  have,  as  the  doctor  admits  that 
the  dispensing-doctor  does  not  keep  as  large  an  assortment 
of  drugs  as  the  chemist. 

Guardians  and  Drugs. 

The  Brackley  Board  of  Guardians  have  decided  to  provide 
quinine  and  other  expensive  drugs  for  the  medical  officers. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  drawn  the  attention  of 
the  Lutterworth  Board  of  Guardians  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
desirable  that  the  Guardians  should  provide  expensive  medi-  j 
cines  for  the  sick  poor  instead  of  the  medical  officers  doing 
so.  When  the  matter  came  before  the  Guardians  on  June  21 
it  transpired  that  one  of  the  medical  officers  was  only  paid 
101.  a  year,  and  a  member  said  it  was  preposterous  to  ex- 
pect him  to  supply  such  drugs  as  quinine  and  cod-liver  oil 
out  of  such  a  small  salary.  The  Board  decided  to  supply 
quinine  and  cod-liver  oil.

West  Ham  Inquiry. 

At  the  adjourned  Local  Government  Board  inquiry  into 
the  West  Ham  Workhouse  contract  scandals,  on  June  20. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Maguire  gave  evidence  respecting  his  contract 
for  surgical  appliances.  He  said  that  before  becoming  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  he  applied  to  be  allowed 
to  supply  surgical  appliances,  because  a  neighbouring  trades- 
man had  supplied  these  articles  for  years.  Mr.  Dolby,  the 
auditor,  objected  to  his  charges,  but  after  the  question  had 
been  gone  into  it  was  found  that  he  had  charged  from  10  to 
15  per  cent,  lower  than  anyone  else.  The  inspector  pointed 
out  that  the  total  amount  was  67/.,  and  that  this  was  reduced 
to  35/.  Goods  charged  at  7s.  6d.  could  have  been  had  for 
Is.  8(Z.  or  3.?.  Qd.  The  auditor  surcharged  the  Board,  but  it 
was  remitted. 

Defective  Drugs. 
The  annual  report  of  the  inspector  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  to  the  Halifax  Corporation  states  that  154 
samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  209  during  the  previous  year.  The 
adulterated  ai-ticles  included  three  samples  of  sweet  nitre 
and  one  of  paregoric. 

Fires. 

Mr.  Humphrey  Davy,  of  Rotherham.  whose  premises  in 
Bridgegate  were  burnt  out  last  week  (C.  &•  D.,  June  23), 
announces  that  business  will  be  carried  on  at  30  High 
Street.    The  damage  is  now  estimated  at  2,400/. 

The  fire-brigade  was  called  out  on  June  25  to  put  out  a 
fire  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Sykes,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, 75  High  Street,  Plumstead.    Damage  to  the  extent 


of  5/.  was  done.  The  fire  was  caused  by  window-curtains 
being  blown  on  to  a  gas-jet,  and  but  for  the  promptness  of 
the  fire-brigade  much  greater  damage  would  have  ensued. 

Motor-bus  Racing. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Paddington  on  the  death  of  a, 
painter  who  was  killed  by  falling  from  a  motor-bus,  during 
which  evidence  showed  that  the  racing  of  rival  'buses  prob- 
ably caused  deceased  to  fall,  as  he  was  riding  on  the  rail. 
One  of  the  jurymen,  Mr.  Councillor  Knight,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Edgware  Road,  protested  against  the  "  villainous 
manner "  in  which  competing  'buses  race  along  Edgware 
Road,  "smashing  lamp  posts  and  other  property."  "If," 
he  added  to  Coroner  Danford  Thomas,  "you  had  a  jury 
of  Edgware  Road  tradesmen,  nothing  short  of  a  verdict  of 
manslaughter  against  the  directors  of  the  companies  would 
suffice." 

A  Cheque  Transaction. 

At  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  June  23.  before  Mr. 
Bros,  Cecil  Spencer  (26),  a  traveller,  was  charged  with 
stealing  and  receiving  a  cheque  and  obtaining  perfumery, 
soap,  etc.,  value  1/.  6.s.  2d.,  by  forging  and  uttering  the 
cheque  for  that  amount.  The  prosecutor,  a  chemist,  said  the 
prisoner,  a  customer,  tendered  the  cheque  to  him  on  June  9 
in  payment  for  purchases.  Witness  gave  Spencer  his  change 
and  duly  paid  the  cheque  into  his  own  bankers,  by  whom  it 
was  promptly  returned.    The  prisoner  was  remanded. 

A  Shellac  Deal. 

A  warehouseman,  named  Sanderson,  was  charged  at 
Lambeth  Police  Court  on  June  27  with  being  concerned 
with  another  man  not  in  custody  in  stealing  eleven  bags  of 
shellac,  valued  at  90/.,  from  a  warehouse  in  Camberwell. 
Henry  Turner  was  also  charged  as  a  receiver.  The  shellac 
is  the  property  of  Mr.  Sidney  Alfred  Thew,  of  Mincing 
Lane.  Sanderson  stated  that  he  was  asked  by  a  man  whom 
be  knew  by  sight  to  find  a  purchaser  for  the  shellac,  and 
through  the  intervention  of  another  man  got  Turner  to  buy 
the  shellac  for  42/.  10s.  Prisoners  were  committed  to  the 
Sessions  and  released  on  bail. 

Gas-poisoning. 

Edward  Montague  Williams,  a  traveller  in  the  employ  of 
Messrs.  Idris,  Ltd.,  mineral- w.aier  manufacturers,  and 
living  at  Uxbridge,  who  recently  wrote  a  letter  to  the  firm 
stating  that  he  had  murdered  his  wife  and  two  children 
and  should  soon  be  dead  himself,  died  on  June  22  at  the 
Uxbridge  Infirmary.  Mrs.  Williams  and  the  two  children 
succumbed,  it  is  stated,  from  the  effects  of  chloroform,  while 
the  man  was  found  in  the  same  room  suffering  from  gas- 
poisoning.  Williams  bore  an  excellent  character  with  the 
company,  with  which  he  had  been  connected  a  little  over 
two  years. 

Saccharin  Smuggling. 

Three  men  named  Aarons,  Spillberg,  and  Sabrian  were 
charged  at  the  Thames  Court  on  June  23  with  harbouring 
2  cwt.  of  saccharin  with  intent  to  defraud  the  Revenue. 
The  prosecution  allege  that  the  saccharin  has  been  imported 
inside  wooden  discs,  which  passed  the  Customs  as  "table- 
tops."  Each  disc  held  about  6  lb.  of  saccharin,  which  was 
removed  through  an  opening  in  the  rim.  A  large  number 
of  the  table-tops  were  found  on  the  premises  in  Nelson 
Street,  Stepney,  some  still  containing  saccharin.  The  penal- 
ties recoverable  amount  to  1,500/.  The  prisoners  were 
remanded,  bail  being  refused. 

The  case  again  came  up  on  June  28.  in  order  that  proceed- 
ings may  be  taken  in  the  High  Court,  and  Mr.  Dickinson 
discharged  the  accused,  who  were  immediately  re-arrested  on 
a  warrant  of  Capias  issued  by  Mr.  Justice  Darling. 

Cricket  Contest. 
Potter  &  Clarke's  C.C.  v.  Winn's  C.C.— Played  at 
Wanstead.  P.  &  C.  batted  first,  and  were  all  dismissed 
for  26.  Winn's,  however,  fared  even  worse  against  some 
fine  bowling  by  V.  Warrington  and  W.  Hooker,  being  all 
dismissed  for  12  runs.  Warring  took  six  wickets  for  4, 
and  Hooker  four  for  8. 

Could  not  Open  the  Safe. 
The  branch  stores  of  Bells,  Ltd.,  in  Northgate.  Halifax, 
were  entered  by  burglars  last  Sunday  night.    They  had 
evidently  spent  several  hours  in  the  place,  and  had  made 
desperate  efforts  to  get  at  the  safe,  which  was  in  the  cellar 
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and  contained  the  loose  cash.  It  withstood  all  the  thieves' 
efforts  to  open  it.  They  made  a  fairly  good  haul  of  provi- 
sions, however,  and  got  clear  away. 

Changes  at  the  Government  Laboratory. 
Mr.  C.  H.  Burge,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  who  succeeded  Mr. 
Helm  as  Deputy  Principal  of  the  Government  Chemical 
Laboratories,  Clement's  Inn  Passage,  London,  E.C.,  about 
three  years  ago,  has  retired  on  pension,  and  is  succeeded  as 
Deputy  Principal  by  Mr.  H.  Wilson  Davis,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
the  senior  superintending  analyst.  Mr.  Davis,  after  a  short 
service  as  assistant,  was  appointed  to  the  permanent  staff  in 
1874.  As  superintending  analyst  Mr.  Davis  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  work  connected  with  beer  brewing,  distilling, 
and  the  manufacture  of  glucose,  etc.  The  vacancy  created 
by  Mr.  Davis's  promotion  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  C.  Procter,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  to  be  superintending 
analyst  along  with  Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S. 
Mr.  Procter  entered  the  Government  Laboratory  in  1878. 
and  became  analyst  on  the  staff  in  1884.  During  recent 
years  he  has,  we  understand,  been  mainly  employed  under 
Professor  Thorpe's  immediate  directions  in  dealing  with  the 
methylating  regulations  and  questions  connected  with  the 
use  of  duty-free  alcohol  for  manufacturing  and  scientific 
purposes.  He  has  an  intimate  knowledge  of  pharmaceutical 
processes.  Mr.  D.  A.  Gracey  has  been  promoted  to  the 
senior  class  of  analysts;  and  Mr.  J.  Carmichael,  now 
an  assistant  analyst,  has  been  promoted  to  be  an  analyst  on 
the  staff.

Th:  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  who  went  to  London  last 
week  as  a  deputation  with  reference  to  this  Bill,  returned 
to  Dublin  on  June  22.  In  the  course  of  the  three  days  that 
they  spent  at  St.  Stephen's,  Westminster,  they  interviewed 
thirty  members  of  the  Nationalist  party,  seven  Irish 
Unionists,  and  three  English  members,  and  in  nearly  every 
case  they  succeeded  in  convincing  the  members  of  the 
justice  of  their  claim,  that  Clause  7  should  be  deleted  from 
the  Bill,  and  Ireland  legislated  for  separately  if  there  is 
need  for  it.  Mr.  William  Jamison,  President  of  the  Che- 
mists' and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland,  and  Mr.  Samuel 
Gibson,  the  Secretary,  left  Belfast  on  Tuesday,  June  19, 
and  were  in  the  Lobby  of  the  House  of  Commons  daily 
until  June  22.  They  supplemented  the  work  of  the  Dublin 
pharmacists  to  such  an  extent  that  before  they  returned  to 
Belfast  all  the  members  of  the  Nationalist  party,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  were  solid  for  cutting  the  Irish  clause  out 
of  the  Bill,  and  the  Unionists  also  are  generally  of  the  same 
opinion.  Mr.  Patrick  A.  Meehan,  M.P.,  who  blocked  the 
Bill  at  the  sitting  on  June  19,  is  Nationalist  member  for 
Queen's  County,  and  is  closely  identified  with  farming 
interests.  Mr.  Jeremiah  MacVeagh,  M.P.  for  South  Down, 
also  gave  notice  on  June  22  of  a  blocking  motion,  and  three 
other  Irish  members  have  since  taken  steps  to  block  the  Bill. 
Altogether,  therefore,  the  visits  of  Dublin  and  Belfast  trade 
representatives  have  placed  the  Irish  position  in  a  favour- 
able light,  and  Mr.  Bryce  cannot  continue  in  his  persistence 
to  legislate  for  Ireland  in  the  same  Bill  as  for  Great 
Britain  without  opposition  from  the  great  majority  of  Irish 
representatives  of  all  political  shades. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland)  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  (ex-President)  on 
June  25  went  as  a  deputation  to  the  Council  of  the  Dublin 
Industrial  Development  Association  to  ask  for  support  in 
opposing  the  inclusion  of  Ireland  in  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Commons.  Dr.  Walsh 
first  addressed  the  Council,  pointing  out  that  the  inclusion 
of  Ireland  in  the  Bill  was  the  result  of  the  action  of  an 
English  firm  of  sheep-dip  manufacturers,  and  that  arsenical 
dips  are  not  necessary  when  effective  non-poisonous  dips 
are  readily  available.  Dr.  Walsh  pointed  out  that  there 
already  existed  ample  facilities  for  obtaining  poisonous 
dips  owing  to  the  difference  in  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Acts, 
which  made  provision  for  a  grade  of  druggists  for  selling 


poisons.  Mr.  Wells  then  addressed  the  Council,  pointing 
out  the  very  poisonous  character  of  arsenic  and  the  danger 
to  the  community  in  allowing  it  to  be  sold  by  unqualified 
persons.  Mr.  L.  G.  Sherlock,  Secretary  of  the  Irish  Cattle- 
traders'  and  Stock-owners'  Association,  who  was  present, 
attacked  the  views  put  forward  by  Dr.  Walsh  and  Mr. 
Wells.  He  maintained  that  County  Councils,  elected  on  a 
broader  basis  than  even  Parliament,  were  the  proper  autho- 
rities to  be  entrusted  with  licensing  powers.  Non-poisonous 
dips  are,  he  said,  "not  worth  a  straw."  Mr.  Sherlock 
announced  his  intention  of  proceeding  at  once  to  London  to 
press  his  views  on  members  of  Parliament  and  undoing 
the  effect  of  the  interviews  that  Dr.  Walsh  and  Mr.  Wells 
had  had  in  the  past  week  with  members  of  Parliament. 
The  outcome  of  the  meeting  was  an  agreement  to  hear 
further  evidence  from  both  sides  before  coming  to  a  con- 
clusion. 

Apothecaries'  Honoris  Causa. 

The  freedom  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Apothecaries, 
Dublin,  and  the  degree  of  L.A.H.  honoris  causa,  will  be 
conferred  on  Sir  Christopher  Nixon,  M.D.,  and  on  Pro- 
fessor D.  J.  Coffey,  M.D.,  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the 
Catholic  University,  at  the  Examination-room  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin,  on  June  29.  The  Governor, 
Colonel  Adye  Curran,  M.D.,  J. P.,  F.R.C.S.,  will  preside. 
Camphor  in  the  Cup. 

A  married  woman,  named  Sarah  McNicholl,  is  in  a  Dublin 
gaol  on  the  charge  of  attempting  to  poison  her  father,  Henry 
Buchanan.  The  man  was  a  patient  in  the  South  Dublin 
Union  Hospital,  and  when  the  daughter  visited  him  she 
gave  him  a  draught  out  of  a  bottle  which  she  told  him  was 
wine,  but  which  Mr.  Richard  J.  Moss,  analyst  (Registrar  of 
the  Royal  Dublin  Society),  found  to  contain  camphor  as  the- 
active  ingredient.  The  man  was  unconscious  for  forty-eight 
hours  after  taking  the  draught. 

School  Board  want  Recoupment. 

To  the  Irish  School  Board  the  Local  Government  Board 
have  written  that,  in  the  absence  of  a  contract  for  medicines 
for  the  school,  recoupment  could  not  be  allowed  on  drugs- 
obtained  for  the  use  of  the  school.  Orders  might  be  given 
to  the  medicine-contractors  of  the  Irish  Union,  but  unless  & 
contract  was  entered  into  (after  advertising)  the  entire  cost 
of  the  drugs  must  fall  on  the  ratepayers.  The  Chairman) 
said  it  did  not  matter  much,  as  the  entire  cost  of  medicines- 
for  the  year  was  only  about  21. 

Dispensary  Committees. 

An  agitation  is  on  foot  in  the  North  of  Ireland  to  have  the 
old  Dispe.isary  Committees  appointed  again.  Resolutions- 
on  the  subject  have  been  adopted  by  various  Poor-law 
boards,  and  the  following  motion,  passed  by  Limavady 
Guardians  on  June  25,  is  typical  : 

That  we  deem  it  absolutely  necessary,  for  the  proper 

working  of  the  districts  over  which  guardians  have  control,. 

that  the  system  of  appointing  Dispensary  Committees  be- 
again  resorted  to. 

The  old  committees  were  abolished  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Act  of  1897.

a  quantity  of  chloroform,  ether,  and  essential  oils— and  the 
fire  was  literally  smothered.  The  lad  was  slightly  burned 
about  the  hands  and  arms,  but  otherwise  the  damage  was 
trifling.  Owing  to  the  strong  fumes  it  was  necessary  for  the 
firemen  to  use  the  smoke  helmet  when  the  room  was  first 
entered  after  the  fire  had  been  extinguished.

pigs  with  virulent  human  tuberculosis  bacilli.  Subse- 
quently he  treated  fifty  of  them  with  the  serum,  and  only 
half  of  this  number  succumbed,  while  of  the  fifty  not 
similarly  treated  90  per  cent.  died.  Professor  Lannelongue 
has  also  experimented  on  human  beings,  with  results  which 
he  considers  are  most  encouraging. 

The  French  Colonial  Congress.— This  Congress,  which 
has  now  become  an  annual  affair,  was  held  in  Paris  last  week 
under  the  presidency  of  M.  Francis  Delonde,  Deputy  for 
Cochin  China.  Various  questions  of  colonial  interest  were 
discussed,  those  treating  of  medicine  and  hygiene  occupying 
a  prominent  place. 

An  Explosion.— On  Friday,  June  22,  the  works  of  the 
Continental  Sparklets  Co.,  Ltd.,  131  rue  de  Vaugirard, 
Paris,  were  the  scene  of  a  serious  explosion.  It  is  stated 
that  a  case  containing  upwards  of  4. COO  of  the  well-known 
small  metallic  capsules  containing  carbonic  acid,  but  from 
which  the  gas  had  partially  escaped,  had  been  sent  back  to 
the  works  to  be  recharged.  As  the  foreman  who  took 
delivery  of  the  case  was  lifting  it  the  explosion  occurred. 
The  metallic  tubes,  in  bursting,  seem  to  have  gone  off  like 
a  Gatling  gun,  scattering  small  fragments  of  steel  in  all 
directions.  The  foreman  has  lost  his  right  eye,  and  two 
workmen  are  also  severely  injured  and  in  treatment  at  a 
hospital.

The  First  French  Doctoress  in  Pharmacy  is  Mile. 
Talon,  daughter  of  a  pharmacist,  who  took  the  University 
degree  last  week  with  a  thesis  on  saccharin  substances. 

The  Pasteur  Medal,  which  is  to  be  struck  in  bronze  and 
silver  and  offered  to  the  family  and  friends  of  the  illus- 
trious chemist,  has  just  been  modelled  by  M.  Victor  Peter. 
The  obverse  shows  a  lifelike  portrait  of  Pasteur,  and  the 
reverse  represents  the  serpent  and  cup,  emblematical  of  the 
healing  art ;  behind  this  is  the  rising  sun  (suggesting  the 
new  vistas  opened  to  medicine  by  the  great  French  savant) 
and  the  inscription  "Fiat  Lux." 

Scholastic  Paris. — The  "Information  Bureau,"  which 
was  organised  by  the  University  of  Paris  at  the  Sorbonne 
(Faculty  of  Sciences)  some  time  ago  for  the  "centralisation 
and  distribution  of  all  information  regarding  higher  educa- 
tion," continues  to  make  every  effort  to  assist  foreigners 
wishing  to  study  here.  Dr.  Blondel  has  been  nominated 
Director  of  the  Bureau,  which  is  open  daily  from  10  to 
12  a.m.  and  from  2  to  5  p.m.,  is  absolutely  free,  and  is  pro- 
vided with  a  staff  of  interpreters. 

For  Curing  Consumption. — At  the  Paris  Academy  of 
Sciences  last  Monday  Professor  Lannelongue  made  a  com- 
munication of  some  importance  regarding  experiments  he 
has  been  carrying  on  with  Drs.  Achard  and  Gaillard  for  the 
past  seven  years  to  discover  an  antituberculosis  serum. 
The  method  followed  is  to  inoculate  a  horse  with  tuber- 
culosis, and  afterwards  obtain  a  serum  from  its  blood. 
The  professor  then  proceeds  to  inoculate  a  hundred  guinea- 


Varna  Exposition. — On  the  occasion  of  the  fifth  congress 
of  the  medical  men  of  Bulgaria  a  medico-hygienic  exhibition 
is  to  be  organised.  The  exhibition  will  be  open  from 
July  15  to  August  15.  Goods  for  the  exhibition  are  exempt 
from  Customs-duties,  but  if  any  are  sold  the  tariff-charges 
will  need  to  be  paid.  Mr.  J.  Dimoff,  Secretary  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  Varna,  Bulgaria, 
should  be  addressed  for  further  particulars. 

German  Spirit. — The  British  Consul  for  the  Grand 
Duchy  of  Baden  points  out  in  his  annual  report  that  the 
Alcohol  Trust  raised  the  price  of  spirit  more  than  40  per 
cent,  last  year,  which  advance  appeared  justified  by  the 
failure  of  the  potato  and  beet  crops.  The  dearer  prices, 
however,  caused  serious  inconvenience  and  loss  to  the  many 
branches  of  industry  that  consume  alcohol,  and  subsequently 
the  Trust  was  obliged  to  lower  prices  again,  as  a  split  seems 
to  be  impending,  many  distillers  threatening  to  secede  from 
the  combination  altogether. 

Queen  Ena  at  the  Royal  Pharmacy. — A  few  days  ago 
King  Alfonso  profited  by  a  rainy  day,  which  prevented  an 
excursion  being  made,  to  show  Queen  Ena  and  some  members 
of  the  Court  certain  interesting  out-buildings  of  the  Royal 
Palace  at  Madrid.  Among  the  places  visited  with  special 
interest  was  the  Royal  Pharmacy  (briefly  described  recently 
in  the  C.  <£•  D .),  where  sundry  medicaments  and  accessories 
dating  from  the  time  when  the  palace  was  built  by  Philip  V. 
(about  1737)  were  shown  to  the  young  monarchs  and  their 
suite.  The  Queen  expressed  herself  as  specially  interested 
at  this  improvised  and  personally  conducted  visit. 

Russian  Items. — In  its  review  of  pharmacy  for  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year,  the  "  Pharmatzetitcheski  Journal" 
says  that  the  reason  why  the  St.  Petersburg  Town  Council 
was  refused  permission  to  open  the  fourteen  new  phar- 
macies for  which  it  made  application  to  the  Government,  was 
that  although  the  new  regulation  permits  of  such  new 
establishments,  it  also  allows  but  one  to  each  person ;  and 
for  the  purposes  of  the  law  a  corporation  is  a  person,  so 
that  the  Town  Council  must  be  content  with  what  it  has. — 
A  new  regulation  has  been  introduced  into  the  Russian 
army  requiring  that  assistant  pharmacists  who  are  judged 
physically  unfit  to  take  active  part  in  the  ranks  must  retire 
from  the  army  service.  The  order  is  in  consequence  of 
experience  gained  in  the  late  war. — "The  Voice  of  Phar- 
macy "  is  the  name  of  a  new  journal  which  began  to  appear 
in  Russia  this  year.  It  is  devoted  exclusively,  however,  to 
the  economical  interests  of  the  assistants.  Having  become 
amenable  to  the  law  in  its  third  number,  it  was  supposed  to

Meeting  at  the  House  of  Commons. 


A MEETING  of  members  of  Parliament  interested  in  the 
Poison  and  Pharmacy  Bills  now  before  the  House  of 
Commons  was  held  in  Committee-room  No.  12  at  the  House 
on  Tuesday.  June  27.  at  5.30  p.m.  The  meeting  was  convened 
by  circular  to  hear  a  statement  by  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  circular 
bore  the  signatures  of  the  following  members  of  Parliament  : 
E.  B.  Barnard,  Herbert  Beaumont,  H.  C.  Brodie,  J.  W. 
Cleland,  J.  S.  Fletcher,  G.  A.  Hardy,  J.  Henniker  Heaton, 
A.  P.  Hedges,  J.  F.  Remnant,  Thomas  Wiles,  R.  Winfrey, 
and  T.  McKinnon  Wood. 

Mr.  Winfrey  presided,  and  there  were  also  present  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson.  L.C.C..  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain ;  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge, 
Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Society ;  and  Mr.  A.  J. 
Chater.  The  following  twenty-three  members  of  Parliament 
attended  :  Mr.  J.  Hastings  Duncan  (Yorkshire.  Otley),  Mr. 
R.  Duncan  (Govan),  Mr.  J.  H.  Seaverns  (Brixton),  Mr.  H. 
•Staveley  Hill  (Staffs,  Kingswinford),  Mr.  John  W.  Gulland 
(Dumfries  Burghs),  Mr.  J.  S.  Fletcher  (Hampstead),  Sir 
George  Fardell  (South  Paddington),  Sir  E.  P.  Tennant 
(Salisbury).  Mr.  Clarendon  G.  Hyde  ( Wednesbury),  Mr. 
Harvey  du  Cros  (Hastings),  Mr.  R.  Laidlaw  (E.  Renfrew- 
shire),'Mr.  R.  Balfour  (Lanark.  Partick),  Mr.  W.  P.  Beale 
(Ayrshire,  S.),  Mr.  C.  H.  Corbett  (Sussex,  East  Grinstead), 
Mr.  H.  Y.  Stanger,  K.C.  (Kensington,  N.),  Sir  Lewis

Leominster). 

Mr.  Winfrey,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  the  meeting 
had  been  called  to  hear  a  statement  from  the  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  respect  to  the  two  Bills 
which  are  now  before  Parliament — the  one  introduced  by 
himself,  which  is  really  the  official  Bill,  and  which,  being 
a  private  member's  Bill,  is  blocked  and  does  not  stand  much 
chance  of  getting  a  second  reading.  The  other  Bill  had  been 
introduced  by  the  Government  in  the  House  of  Lords.  It  is 
a  Bill  which  he  believed  the  Department  had  had  in  hand  for 
two  or  three  years,  and  was  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Lords  by  Lord  Crewe,  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council. 
Lord  Crewe  had  received  a  deputation  from  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  which  had  expressed  the  desire  that  certain 
amendments  should  be  made  to  the  Government  Bill,  and 
his  Lordship  had  been  so  convinced  with  the  justice  of  the 
demands  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  he  had  put  down 
certain  amendments.  When  these  had  come  up  to  be  discussed 
the  one  amendment  which  gave  a  personal  title  to  chemists 
was  unfortunately  struck  out  at  the  instigation  of  Lord 
Ebury,  who  had  on  that  occasion  secured  a  majority  of  six. 
Their  desire  now  was,  if  they  could,  to  get  the  Government 
Bill  back  to  the  position  in  which  it  was  when  Lord  Crewe 
introduced  his  amendments.  Then  there  was  another  point 
which  had  come  before  them  during  the  last  day  or  two,  and 
that  was  whether  they  should  not  ask  the  Government  to 
allow  both  Bills  to  go  to  a  Select  Committee,  in  order  that 
the  questions  in  dispute  might  be  further  thrashed  out  in 
that  Committee.  However,  he  did  not  propose  to  detain 
them  with  any  remarks  of  his  own  ;  he  could  only  say  what 
Mr.  Robinson  could  say  very  much  better,  and  asked  him  to 
address  the  meeting. 

The  Presidential  Statement. 
Mr.  Robinson  said  he  was  very  glad  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  the  honour  of  putting  before  the  meeting  the 
views  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  these  Bills.  Many 
members  might  have  been  bombarded  with  petitions,  and 
there  might  be  doubt  in  the  minds  of  some  hon.  members  as  ; 
to  the  exact  meaning  of  the  two  Bills.  If  he  could  do  so 
very  shortly  he  would  be  very  glad  indeed  to  try  and  put 
the  matter  before  them.  First  of  all,  he  represented  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  had  more  than  six  thousand 
members.  Statements  which  might  have  reached  them 
might  have  led  them  to  suppose  that  its  membership  was 


much  smaller,  and  he  would  like  to  add  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  nothing  in  the  world  to  do  with  trade, 
or  prices,  or  price-lists.    Statements  had  been  heard  that  the 
Society  had  some  personal  object  to  serve,  and  he  mentioned 
the  foregoing  fact  in  order  to  refute  them.    The  Society, 
he  continued,  is  the  governing  and  examining  and  adminis- 
trative authority  established  by  Parliament  in  1868  for 
examining  chemists,  and  such  a  thing  as  trade  questions 
never  enter  into  its  debates  at  all.    It  was  quite  a  mistake 
to  suppose  that  any  action  the  Society  is  taking  is  with 
a  view  to  trade-unionism  or  differences  of  that  kind,  and 
he  mentioned  that  because  hon.  members  had  asked  him  to 
refer  to  it.    Well,  they  had  had  a  Bill  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Winfrey,  which  had  previously  been  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Lough,  but  being  a  private  member's  Bill  it  could  not  make 
much   headway   in   Parliament.     In   the   meantime  the 
Government  introduced  a  Bill  of  their  own.    Some  changes 
were,  however,  required  in  it,  and  he  had  conferred  a  good 
deal  with  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  as  to  its 
provisions.    Lord  Crewe  had  been  most  kind,  had  listened 
to  them,  and  had  adopted  some  of  the  minor  points.  But, 
in  order  that  he  should  not  weary  them,  Mr.  Robinson  said 
he  would  go  straight  to  the  question  that  the  point  they 
were  urging  was  not  that  limited  companies  should  not 
carry  on  business  if  they  liked,  but  that  they  ought  not  to 
call  themselves  "chemists."    The  law  of  1868  had  laid  it 
down  that  persons  might  not  sell  poisons  or  call  themselves 
"chemists"  unless  they  were  examined  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.    Then  it  had  come  about  that  limited  com- 
panies had  said  that  they  would  carry  on  this  business,  and 
if  action  were  taken  they  would  say  that  they  were  not  a 
"  person."    But  when  the  case  had  gone  before  Lord  Chief 
Justice  Cockburn  he  would  not  listen  to  the  argument  that 
although  no  unqualified  person  might  hold  the  title  a  collec- 
tion of  unqualified  persons  might  do  so.    But  when  the 
case  had  been  taken  to  appeal  before  the  House  of  Lords 
the  Peers  had  said  they  could  not  say  a  company  is  a 
"  person,"  and  as  the  Act  expressly  states  that  "  no  person  " 
should  hold  the  title  they  considered  a  company  is  outside 
the  law.    What  they  should  have  done  twenty  years  ago 
was  to  go  to  Parliament  then.    That,  however,  was  not 
done,  and  companies  had  consequently  carried  on  the  busi- 
ness, and  they  had  not  objected  so  long  as  the  companies 
carried  the  business  on,  but  did  not  use  the  title  of 
"chemists."    Now.  however,  the  companies  are  contending 
that  they  may  use  the  title  as  well,  and  to  that  he  objected 
very  strongly.    The  companies'  contention  is,  he  said,  that 
as  a  company  is  not  a  person  and  cannot  be  examined,  there- 
fore a  company  is  not  a  "  person  "  within  the  meaning  cf  the 
Act.    On  the  other  hand,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  con- 
tend that  since  a  company  cannot  be  examined  it  ought  not 
to  use  the  title  of  "  chemist,"  which  is  only  given  to  a  person 
who  can  be  examined.    This  is  the  great  contention  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  [Mr.  Winfrey's].    Lord  Crewe  had  said. 
"  I  think  you  are  right,"  and  therefore  he  had  given  notice 
of  an  amendment  in  the  House  of  Lords  in  this  sense.  But 
an  amendment  had  been  moved  in  the  House  of  Lords  by 
Lord  Ebury,  seconded  by  the  Earl  of  Lichfield,  that  there  is 
no  objection  to  a  company  of  unqualified  persons  calling 
themselves  "chemists"  provided   they  have   a  qualified 
person  in   their  employ.     That  is  the  whole  question — 
whether  members  think  it  advisable  in  the  public  interests 
that  this  should  be  so.    The  companies  allege  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  wish  to  prevent  them  carrying  on 
business.    That  is  not  so  ;  they  do  not  seek  to  stop  them 
doing  so,  and  it  is  therefore  incorrect  to  imagine  that  » 
company  could  not,  if  the  desired  amendment  were  adopted, 
still  carry  on  business.    The  companies'  next  contention  is 
that  the  Bill,  if  amended,  will  harass  them.     This  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  deny,  but  point  out  that  having 
usurped  the  title  of  "  chemist  '  the  companies  are  now  claim- 
ing that  they  have  a  right  to  it.    Another  misrepresentation 
of  their  claims  is  the  assertion  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  urge  that  all  the  companies'  assistants  should  be 
qualified.    That  is  not  so,  their  contention  being  that  the 
man  who  serves  the  poisons  should  himself  be  qualified. 
There  is  one  gentleman  who  has  made  himself  very  pro- 
minent in  connection  with  the  usurpation  of  the  title  of 
"  chemist,"  but  what  they  had  to  deal  with  are  the  cases  of 
men  all  over  the  country  who  are  not  qualified,  and  cannot 
qualify,  who  acquire  the  title  by  merely  turning  themselves 
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into  a  limited  company.  Here,  he  continued,  is  the  report 
of  the  Departmental  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  in  1895,  containing  a  statement  regarding  the  evasion 
of  the  law  : 

This  course  is  adopted  by  unqualified  persons  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  them  to  carry  on  the  business  of  chemists 
and  druggists,  or  some  branch  of  the  medical  professions, 
which  they  could  not  do  as  individuals. 
That,  said  Mr.  Robinson,  is  exactly  what  these  men  are 
doing.    There  was  a  case  in  Cardiff  recently  in  which  an 
unqualified  man  had  been  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist,  holding  295  shares  out  of  the  300  in  the  limited 
company  into  which  he  had  converted  himself.    The  same 
thing  is  happening  all  over  England,  affording  no  protection 
at  all  to  the  public.    The  people  dealing  at  this  man's  shop 
had  been  under  the  impression  that  he  was  a  qualified 
chemist.    In  reply  to  an  hon.  member,  Mr.  Robinson  stated 
that  in  this  case  the  chemist  did  not  employ  a  qualified  assis- 
tant, which  is  not  a  breach  of  the  law  as  it  at  present  stands. 
It  was  thought  that  a  company  is  bound  to  employ  a  quali- 
fied assistant,  but  that  is  only  so  when  poisons  are  sold.  Mr. 
Robinson  then  proceeded  to  refute  the  statement  contained 
in 

A  Circular  Hostile  to  their  Cause, 
that  Mr.  Winfrey's  Bill  represents  an  attempt  on  the  part 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  "  to  obtain  for  members  the 
exclusive  right  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist."  Of  course  that  is  not  so  in  the  least.  They  were, 
in  fact,  now  united  on  this  point  of  compromise  or  arrange- 
ment with  the  Government — though  they  had  been  willing 
to  give  way  on  other  points — that  a  limited  company  ought 
not  to  use  this  title,  and  that  to  allow  them  to  do  so  would 
constitute  an  injustice  to  the  registered  chemists  throughout 
the  country.  He  hoped  that  hon.  members  now  had  this 
fully  before  them — that  they  were  not  seeking  to  stop  com- 
panies from  doing  the  business.  They  had,  however,  seized 
upon  this  name,  which  is  a  patent  name,  which  in  1868 — not 
at  the  instance  of  the  Society — had  been  so  made  by  the 
Government.  As  a  result  of  a  searching  inquiry  by  a 
Select  Committee  into  poisonings  and  murders  generally, 
the  Government  had  said  :  "  We  will  not  allow  these  poisons 
to  be  sold  in  this  way  :  we  will  restrict  their  sale  and  the 
persons  who  shall  sell  them,  and  they  shall  be  examined  and 
they  only  shall  have  the  name  of  '  chemist.'  "  Bearing  in 
mind  this  which  the  Government  did,  they  would  note 
that  all  they  said  was  that  no  company  ought  to  be 
favoured  above  an  individual.  No  individual  can  call 
himself  a  chemist  unless  he  has  passed  the  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  but  a  company  can.  They 
did  not  think  this  right  or  just.  They  were  not  trying 
to  prevent  the  companies  from  carrying  on  the  business 
of  chemists,  but  were  confining  their  action  to  the  con- 
tent ion  that  they  ought  not  to  use  the  title. 

Some  Questions. 

An  hon.  member  asked  whether  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  would  object  to  the  use  of  the  title  "Boots,  Cash 
Merchants,  Limited." 

The  Chairman  :  Not  in  the  least. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Seaverns  inquired  what  actual  practical 
difference  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  private 
chemist  is  involved  in  this  question  of  the  use  of  the 
title  "chemist."  In  other  words,  he  understood  that  the 
Army  and  Navy  Stores  retail  drugs;  does  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  object  to  another  company  similarly  in- 
corporated doing  precisely  the  same  business  if  they  use 
the  word  "  chemist  "  ? 

Mr.  Robinson  replied  that  the  difference  consisted  in  the 
employment  or  non-employment  of  the  title  "chemist." 
The  name  "  chemist"  is  given  so  that  the  public  may  know 
which  is  the  chemist  and  which  is  not.  In  further  reply 
to  Mr.  Seaverns's  query.  Mr.  Robinson  pointed  out  that  if 
the  restriction  imposed  by  the  Act  of  1868  is  no  longer 
going  to  avail,  it  would  injure  very  much  the  private 
chemist.  And  if  they  asked  where  the  injustice  occurred 
it  is  clear  that  it  is  not  fair  to  the  qualified  man  who  has 
become  qualified  m  compliance  with  the  1868  Act  that 
another  man  who  has  not  passed  the  examinations  should 
be  able  to  usurp  the  title  of  "  chemist."  These  chemists 
had  spent  moreover,  some  two  and  a  half  millions  in 
getting  qualified  ;  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  a 


school,  museum,  library,  etc..  had  been  set  up  expressly 
to  examine  them.  Now,  under  Lord  Ebury's  amendment, 
all  this  is  to  be  swept  away,  and  it  is  to  be  said  that  it  does 
not  matter  whether  a  man  is  a  chemist  or  not  . so  long  as  he 
employs  a  qualified  servant.  His  own  medical  man  had 
asserted  that  it  is  very  dangerous  to  place  all  the  responsi- 
bility upon  the  qualified  assistant,  who  is  often  only  a 
man  of  straw,  and  is  sometimes  only  engaged  by  the  week. 
These  assistants  give  no  night  attendance;  they  usually 
leave  at  six,  while  on  Saturdays  they  leave  at  two.  If  this 
state  of  things  were  going  to  prevail,  and  if  the  private 
chemist  were  going  to  be  wiped  out  of  existence,  he  put  it 
very  strongly  to  the  meeting  that  the  facilities  for  the  public 
|  would  not  be  nearly  so  great  as  they  at  present  are.  More- 
over, these  companies  really  make  the  actual  work  of  chemists 
quite  a  subsidiary  part  of  their  business — selling  expensive 
portmanteaux  and  fountain-pens ;  so  that  he  feared  that 
if  the  business  were  to  be  ruined  in  this  way  men  would 
no  longer  be  disposed  to  enter  it.  He  thought  it  better 
that  the  proprietors  of  chemists'  shops  should  be  men  of  some 
standing  and  repute,  who  make  a  living  strictly  out  of  their 
own  business.  If,  however,  the  chemist's  business  is  to 
be  merely  an  adjunct  to  other  businesses,  then  they  con- 
tended that  nobody  could  compete  with  that  sort  of  thing, 
and  the  end  could  not  be  very  far  off. 

An  hon.  member  inquired  whether  the  public  are  really 
|  involved  in  the  question. 

Mr.  Robinson  replied  that  that  is  clearly  the  case,  since, 
for  instance,  the  companies'  assistant,  with  whom  responsi- 
bility rests,  might  only  be  a  broken-down  assistant,  who  has 
been  only  too  willing  to  take  a  situation.  In  reply  to  a 
further  question,  he  added  that  at  present  the  Society  has 
no  means  of  finding  out  whether  the  assistants  in  companies' 
shops  are  qualified  or  not.  If  the  Bill  were  passed,  how- 
ever, they  would  be  able  to  ascertain  whether  they  were 
so  or  not,  since  the  name  of  the  duly  qualified  man  in  charge 
of  each  shop  would  have  to  be  exhibited  publicly.  At 
present,  if  an  unqualified  man  in  a  companies'  shop  sells 
a  poison,  they  are  only  able  to  proceed  against  the  particular 
individual  himself,  whereas  in  the  case  of  a  duly  qualified 
chemist  the  responsibility  for  any  errors  committed  by  an 
assistant  is  borne  by  the  qualified  proprietor  himself.  In 
the  case  of  a  companies'  shop  the  qualified  man  might  not 
actually  be  in  constant  attendance  in  the  drug  department, 
but  might  merely  be  on  the  premises,  which  clearly  is  not 
like  having  a  man  who  takes  a  personal  interest  in  the  shop 
and  in  everything  which  he  does  in  it.  It  is  well,  continued 
Mr.  Robinson,  that  members  of  Parliament  should  know 
that  these  companies  regard  the  business  of  chemist  not 
from  any  desire  to  maintain  the  credit  of  the  business,  but 
as  merely  an  adjunct  to  their  other  business. 

Some  "  Sunlight." 
Mr.  W.  H.  Lever  then  proceeded  to  give  the  meeting 
what  he  conceived  to  be  the  position  and  the  various  points 
at  issue.  Not  being  a  qualified  chemist,  he  presumed  he 
could  not  trade  as  "  Lever,  Chemist  and  Druggist."  But  if 
he  converted  himself  into  a  limited  company  he  could  then 
write  after  his  name  in  small  letters— as  small  as  the  law 
would  allow,  for  he  believed  there  was  a  limit  set  to  the 
smallness  of  the  letters — "Lever.  Limited,  Chemist  and 
Druggist."  But,  if  the  desire  was  to  prevent  his  doing  this, 
he  presumed  there  would  be  no  objection  to  his  writing  up 
over  his  shop  "  Lever ;  Drug  Stores."  Well,  then,  if  he°had 
a  drug-store  of  that  kind,  he  could  carry  on  business  as 
if  it  were  a  tied  public-house  under  a  brewery.  He  could 
put  oyer  the  department  for  dispensing  "  Thomas  Jones, 
Chemist  and  Druggist,"  because  that,  say,  was  the  name 
of  the  assistant  he  had  engaged  as  manager  over  the  depart- 
ment and  who  was  responsible  for  the  department.  And 
therefore,  his  own  name  being  outside  the  department,  he 
could  say  "  Thomas  Jones,  Chemist  and  Druggist."  and 
Thomas  Jones  being  duly  qualified,  he,  as  the  proprietor  of 
the  shop,  would  be  quite  within  the  law.  Therefore  it 
seemed  to  him  (Mr.  Lever)  that  this  being  the  case  there 
would  be  no  hardship  at  all  imposed  on  the  limited  com- 
pany, because  the  public,  who  saw  him  trading  as  "Lever. 
Limited,  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  would  not  distinguish  at 
all  between  him  and  his  next-door  neighbour,  who,  for  the 
sake  of  argument,  he  would  assume  to  be  a  duly  qualified 
chemist.    They  would  not  know,  indeed,  but  that  the  foods 
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being  sold  to  them  were  not  being  sold  by  a  duly  qualified 
chemist.  He  gathered  that  the  sole  desire  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  that  there  should  be  no  confusion, 
and  he  therefore  desired  that  there  should  be  some  distinc- 
tion, so  that  the  public  might  know  when  they  go  into  a 
shop  whether  it  is  being  conducted  under  the  limited- 
liability  laws,  as  a  business  which  could  not  otherwise  be 
carried  on. 

Mr.  Robinson  intimated  that  Mr.  Lever's  epitome  of  the 
position  exactly  expressed  the  point  for  which  they  were 
contending 

Mr.  Goddard  Clarke,  adverting  to  Mr.  Robinson's  remark 
that  he  had  no  objection  to  companies  calling  themselves 
"Drug-stores,"  asked  whether  that  would  not  imply  to  the 
public  that  they  were  druggists. 

Mr.  Robinson  pointed  out  in  reply  that  the  word  "  drug- 
store "  is  not  protected,  whereas  the  word  "druggist"  is. 
The  whole  essence  of  their  case  was  that  in  this  Act  of  1868 
the  names  of  "chemist"  and  "druggist"  are  both  of  them 
protected,  but  the  word  "  drug-store  "  is  not. 

Mr.  Goddard  Clarke,  resuming,  said  the  proposed  com- 
promise was  that  they  would  allow  the  companies  calling 
themselves  "cash  chemists  "  who  are  to-day  in  business  to 
use  the  title  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  but  that  from  the 
passing  of  the  Act  no  other  company  should  be  allowed  to 
use  the  title.  In  this  they  would  be  following  the  preecdent 
set  when  the  1868  Act  was  passed,  which  allowed  all  who 
were  in  business  as  chemists  to  be  registered. 

Mr.  Robinson  interposed  that  what  Lord  Crewe  had  said 
was  that  in  future  no  company  might  assume  the  name  of 
"  chemist,"  hut  the  existing  companies  might  continue  the 
use  of  the  title  for  seven  years.  This  the  Lord  President 
had  done  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  these  companies,  but 
it  would  never  do  to  place  them  in  the  position  of  being 
able  to  open  fresh  branches  all  over  the  country. 

Sir  Howard  Vincent  inquired  whether  the  intention  was 
to  follow  the  practice  adopted  in  Germany,  and  allow 
drug-stores  to  continue  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  while  the 
compounding  of  prescriptions  was  invariably  reserved  to 
properly  certificated  men. 

Mr.  Robinson  replied  in  the  negative,  and,  in  responding 
to  Sir  Howard  Vincent's  request  for 

A  Brief  Recapitulation 
of  the  main  points  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  conten- 
tion, said  that  their  object  is  not  to  prevent  unqualified 
persons  who  are  limited  companies  from  carrying  on  busi- 
ness as  drug-stores,  but  to  preclude  them  from  the  use  of 
the  titles  of  "chemist"  and  "druggist,"  because  those 
titles  are  reserved  to  persons  who  have  passed  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  precisely  in  the  same 
manner,  for  instance,  as  barristers.  They  had,  in  fact, 
received  warm  letters  of  support  in  the  effort  they  were 
making  from  the  Law  Society.  Mr.  Robinson  further  in- 
formed Sir  H.  Vincent  that  limited-liability  companies 
calling  themselves  "dental  institutes"  are  similarly  an 
evasion  of  the  law.  On  the  subject  of  the  effort  that  they 
were  making,  they  had  the  support  of  stringent  resolutions 
from  the  General  Medical  Council,  which  had  been  duly 
transmitted  to  the  Government. 

At  this  point  a  member  said  he  supposed  there  could  be 
no  objection  to  a  chemist  carrying  on  business  with  the  aid 
of  a  financier;  and  Mr.  Robinson  replied  that  it  was  not 
the  intention  of  the  Bill  to  stop  what  is  a  well-recognised 
practice. 

Mr.  R.  Duncan  inquired  whether  analytical  chemists  can 
use  the  title  "  chemist,"  as  it  seemed  to  be  reserved  to  those 
who  had  qualified  by  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Another  member  endeavoured  to  elucidate  this  by  stating 
that  the  reserved  title  was  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  but 

Mr.  Robinson  made  it  clear  by  quoting  the  Act  that 
"chemist,"  "druggist,"  and  "chemist  and  druggist"  may 
only  be  used  by  those  who  have  qualified  under  the  Act  of 
1868,  but  he  added  analytical  and  other  chemists  using  the 
title  in  a  professional  sense  are  not  interfered  with  so  long 
as  they  do  not  keep  open  shop.  It  is  the  use  of  the  title 
in  conjunction  with  an  open  shop  for  the  retailing  and  dis- 
pensing of  poisons  that  is  a  contravention  of  the  Act.  The 
objection  to  the  assumption  of  personal  titles  by  companies 
equally  applies  to  physicians,  surgeons,  solicitors,  and 
barristers. 


Mr.  J.  H.  Seaverns  said  he  did  not  ask  the  question  in 
a  hostile  way,  because,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  desired  to 
support  the  chemists  if  possible,  but  does  Clause  4  imply 
that  one  registered  qualified  assistant  would  conduct  the 
business  of  the  shop,  and  be  assisted  by  as  many  unqualified 
chemists  as  he  liked  ? 

Mr.  Robinson  intimated  that  that  is  the  case. 

Mr.  Seaverns  further  inquired  what  practical  working 
difference  there  is  between  the  two  systems  so  far  as  the 
public  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Winfrey  replied  that  not  only  had  these  companies 
entered  into  their  business  without  passing  the  requisite 
examinations,  but  had  gone  one  step  further  and  usurped 
the  name  "  chemist." 

Mr.  Seaverns  inquired  what  is  the  practical  effect  upon 
the  public  interest. 

Mr.  Winfrey  said  that  the  Act  of  1868  stated  that  the 
person  in  charge  of  a  shop  must  be  a  qualified  person,  and 
therefore  it  is  often  the  case  that  a  qualified  man  may  have 
under  him  unqualified  men  who  are  going  through  their 
training.  It  is,  however,  a  very  hard  case  if  none  of  the 
company  or  the  directors  are  qualified ;  and  that,  as  com- 
pared with  the  case  of  a  duly  qualified  man  as  proprietor, 
is  surely  a  worse  case  for  the  public.  He  thought,  too,  that 
there  is  another  point.  Under  the  Government's  Bill  a 
company  might  have  a  department  inside  its  shop  which 
was  indeed  managed  by  a  qualified  and  examined  man, 
but  this  man  might  be  changed  every  three  months,  and 
how,  in  these  circumstances,  could  he  efficiently  train  his 
assistants?  In  the  case  of  qualified  chemists,  a  man  had 
to  serve  three  years'  apprenticeship.  Under  the  company 
system  it  must  prevent  the  proper  training  of  assistants. 

Sir  Lewis  Maclver,  taking  up  this  point  in  regard  to  the 
effect  of  the  question  on  the  public,  said  that  he  had  letters 
and  petitions  from  the  leading  members  of  the  medical 
profession,  who  surely  are  the  people  who  must  know 
what  are  the  essentials  of  the  position,  in  favour  of  the 
change  proposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Some  of 
the  most  famous  medical  practitioners  had  written  to  him, 
and  he  had  recently  presented  a  petition  to  Parliament 
signed  by  medical  practitioners  protesting  against  the 
Government's  Bill  in  its  present  form,  and  reflecting  un- 
questionably the  interests  of  the  public.  That  considera- 
tion, he  thought,  ought  to  weigh  with  them  even  more 
than  the  obvious  injustice  to  the  men  who  have  devoted 
their  money  to  the  study  of  pharmacy  and  have  become 
qualified,  and  who  feel  from  their  point  of  view  that  they 
are  being  injured  by  the  usurpation  of  a  title  that  ought 
to  be  protected  in  their  interests,  as  well  as  in  the  interests 
of  the  public. 

Mr.  Robinson  said  that  the  point  before  the  meeting  was 
as  to  whether  the  Government  were  going  to  restore  Clause  4, 
or  whether  they  would,  if  not  disposed  to  do  this,  refer  the 
two  Bills  to  a  Select  Committee.  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Home  Office,  had  promised 
to  confer  with  him  shortly  upon  the  subject,  and  he  was 
going  to  ask  Mr.  Samuel  to  restore  the  proposed  clause  which 
Lord  Crewe,  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  had  virtu- 
ally admitted  was  fair. 

An  hon.  member  inquired  whether  it  is  not  the  fact  that 
Lord  Ebury  is  the  chairman  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores. 

Mr.  Robinson  replied  in  the  affirmative,  adding  that  it 
had  subsequently  transpired  that  Lord  Ebury  had  misunder- 
stood what  the  effect  of  the  clause  would  be,  several  noble 
lords,  indeed,  being  under  the  impression  that  it  would 
interfere  with  the  right  of  companies  to  conduct  chemists' 
businesses.  The  Stores,  as  he  pointed  out,  have  never 
claimed  the  title  of  "  chemists." 

Mr.  Winfrey  pointed  out  that  the  Government  Bill  had 
not  yet  received  a  second  reading.  He  had  put  down  his 
motion  for  the  rejection  of  the  Bill,  moving  that  it  should 
be  read  a  second  time  "  on  this  day  three  months,"  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  from  the  Government  an  assurance  that 
the  amendments  which  Lord  Crewe  had  intended  to  have 
inserted  in  the  House  of  Lords  would  be  restored.  If  the 
Government  Bill  receive  a  second  reading  in  its  present 
form,  he  would  immediately  put  down  his  amendments  in 
this  sense.  They  thought  that  if  the  re-insertion  of  the 
amendments  is  not  agreed  to,  the  least  the  Government 
could  do  is  to  appoint  a  Select  Committee  to  inquire  into  the 
two  Bills. 
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The  meeting  then  dispersed,  having  lasted  forty-five 
minutes,  members  awaiting  the  result  of  Mr.  Robinson's 
interview  with  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel. 

It  was  also  arranged  that  a  copy  of  the  amended  clause 
should  be  circulated  among  members  of  Parliament.

The  Pharmacy  Bills. 

The  Government's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which 
came  up  on  its  second  reading  stage  on  Monday,  has  been 
deferred  until  Monday  next,  July  2.  Mr.  Winfrey,  as 
already  intimated  in  this  column,  has  himself  put  down  a 
motion  for  the  rejection  of  the  Bill,  proposing  "That  it  be 
read  a  second  time  upon  this  day  three  months."  At  first 
the  only  member  imitating  him  in  proposing  this  course  was 
Mr.  P.  A.  Meehan,  the  member  for  the  Leix  division  of 
Queen's  County.  Now,  however,  four  other  members — all 
drawn  from  the  Irish  Nationalist  party — have  given  notice 
of  their  intention  to  move  the  rejection  of  the  Bill,  bringing 
these  motions  up  to  the  full  complement  of  six,  to  which 
number  notices  for  the  rejection  of  Bills  are  by  the  rules 
of  the  House  restricted.  These  four  additional  members 
are  Mr.  Jeremiah  MacVeagh,  the  member  for  South  Down ; 
Mr.  Nolan,  the  member  for  South  Louth ;  Mr.  O'Mara,  the 
member  for  South  Kilkenny ;  and  Mr.  Kilbride,  the  member 
for  South  Kildare. 

Mr.  R.  Winfrey  put  down  among  the  "  unstarred  "  ques- 
tions on  Tuesday  one  in  which  he  desired  to  ask  the  Prime 
Minister  "  whether,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that,  in 
addition  to  the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill, 
there  is  in  the  House  another  Bill  for  amending  the  Phar- 
macy Acts,  and  that  both  Bills  are  objected  to  in  their 
present  form,  he  will  arrange  for  the  two  Bills  to  be  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee,  so  that  a  full  investigation  of  the 
subject-matter  of  the  Bills  may  be  assured."  In  the  ordi- 
nary course,  this  question  would  have  received  a  printed 
reply  from  Sir  Henry  Campbell-Bannerman  on  Wednesday, 
but  the  Prime  Minister  is  not  at  present  in  a  position  to 
return  a  definite  answer  to  the  hon.  member's  question,  and 
consequently  requested  Mr.  Winfrey  to  defer  putting  it  for 
two  or  three  days  longer. 

With  Thursday's  papers  the  following  reply  to  the 
question  was  circulated  : 

Mr.  Secretary  Gladstone :  My  right  honourable  friend 
has  asked  me  to  answer  this  question.  I  do  not  think  there 
is  any  need  to  refer  the  two  Bills  to  a  Select  Committee. 
The  points  needing  detailed  investigation  have  already  been 
fully  considered  by  a  Departmental  Committee,  and  the 
facts  relating  to  the  questions  arising  on  Clause  4  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  are  already  fully  known,  and  do 
not  require  further  investigation  by  a  committee. 

An  important  interview  is  taking  place  between  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Robinson,  and 
Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Home  Office,  at  which  the  particular  point  specifically 
raised  by  Mr.  Winfrey's  question  will  be  discussed. 

Mr.  Winfrey  has  explained  to  me  in  the  Lobby  that  his 
object  in  meeting  the  Government's  Bill  with  a  direct 
negative  is  to  obtain  from  the  Ministry  an  assurance  that 
they  will  reinstated  the  Bill  the  amendments  which  Lord 
Crewe  desired  to  insert  when  the  measure  was  before  the 
House  of  Lords,  and  which  he  was  prevented  from  doing 
by  the  action  of  Lord  Ebury  and  the  noble  lords  who  sup- 
ported him.  "  We  would  rather  not  have  the  Bill  at  all," 
said  Mr.  Winfrey  with  emphasis,  "  than  have  it  with  Lord 
Ebury 's  emasculation.  Were  I  able  to  obtain  from  the 
Government  the  assurance  which  I  seek,  I  should  imme- 
diately withdraw  from  the  paper  my  motion  for  its  rejec- 
tion." 

Petitions  praying  for  alteration  of  the  Bill  are  coming  in 
more  slowly.  Up  to  Wednesday,  June  27.  only  the  following 
additional  places  had  sent  in  petitions  for  alteration  which 
were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  :

Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  the  parliamentarian  who  has  been  so 
closely  identified  with  the  agricultural  poisons  movement, 
has  taken  little  part  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  but 
last  week  he  presented  to  the  House  a  petition,  the  prayer 
of  which  he  read  out.   It  was  from  2,500  gardeners,  farmers, 
and  horticulturists  of  various  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom 
in  favour  of  the  Government's  Bill.    The  petitioners  were 
especially  in  favour  of  the  provisions  under  which  the  sale 
of  substances  essential  to  their  business  should  be  relieved, 
from  the  hampering  restraints  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
Pharmacy  Bill. 
Since  last  week  petitions  against  the  Bill  have  been  re- 
ceived from  Leek,  Loughborough,  Newark,  and  Sheffield. 

The  Co-operative  Union  has  issued  a  circular  to  the 
various  co-operative  societies  urging  them  to  ask  their  Par- 
liamentary representatives  to  oppose  the  second  reading  ot 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons 
by  Mr.  Winfrey.  If  this  Bill  is  passed,  says  the  circular, 
it  will  prevent  co-operative  societies  from  carrying  on  a 
drug  department  unless  it  has  on  its  committee  a  person  who 
is  a  qualified  chemist. 

Mr.  Cross  and  the  Bills. 
Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  M.P.,  has  sent  the  following  letter 
to  one  of  his  constituents  :

George  A.  Mitchell,  Esq., 

350a  Duke  Street,  Glasgow. 
My  Dear  Sir,— 

I  acknowledge  your  favour  of  the  12th  inst.,  and' 
will  on  Monday  present  your  petition,  which,  however,  I 
am  sorry  to  see  is  generally  against  the  new  proposals  for 
the-  public  protection.  The  Bill  is  really  the  Bill  of  the 
Privy  Council,  on  whose  Committee  I  sat  for  a  whole  winter. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  Bill,  while  aiming  at  the  public  ad- 
vantage, really  strengthens  the  position  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  for  it  introduces  and  compels,  for  the  first  timeT 
that  all  chemists'  shops,  even  the  shops  of  companies,  shall' 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical', 
chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist — and  that  the  name  of 
such  person  shall  be  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the  shop. 
This  is  surely,  from  your  point  of  view,  a  great  advantage 
over  the  present  position. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  proper  protection  of  the 
public,  I  do  not  see  how  this  can  be  reasonably  objected  to 
or  opposed.  And,  after  all,  you  will  admit  that  the  sole 
object  of  these  Pharmacy  Acts  is  public  protection. 

To  insist  that  the  shop,  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  shall  also  of  necessity  be  his 
property,  would  seem  to  be  a  contention  Parliament  is  not 
likely  to  agree  to. 

The  principle  of  companies  is  one  adopted  in  all  phases 
of  trade— it  has  advantages,  and  it  has  drawbacks  in  your 
trade,  just  as  in  mine — but  it  has  come  to  stay,  I  am  afraid. 
We  have  apothecary  companies  in  Glasgow  held  in  shares, 
and  in  most  other  towns,  and  there  is  little  real  distinction 
between  holdings  in  shares  and  private  co-partner  arrange- 
ments. 

What  we  can  insist  upon  is  that  all  concerns  in  the 
chemist  and  druggist  trade  shall  complv  with  stringent  con- 
ditions to  insure  that  the  business  shall  be  conducted  bona 
fide  by  a  ■properly  qualified  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

That  is  not  so  at  the  present  time.  I  send  you  a  copy  (cut 
out)  of  Clause  4. 

If  you  will  look  at  it  again,  I  think  you  will  be  inclined 
to  believe  this  is  as  far  as  Parliament  can  be  expected  to  go.

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Workmen's  Compensation  Bill. 
This  measure  came  down  from  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Law,  etc.,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  will  be  considered  on 
Monday  next. 

Medicines  for  Russia. 
Mr.  Goddard  Clarke  is  interesting  himself  in  this  ques- 
tion, and  has  submitted  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  a  statement  epitomising  the  conditions  which  regu- 
late the  importation  of  foreign  drugs  into  the  Russian 
Empire.  These  are  interpreted  in  so  stringent  a  manner 
as  to  make  the  cost  of  getting  authority  for  importing 
permitted  medicines  so  great,  and  the  trouble  so  onerous, 
as  to  be  really  prohibitive.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  in  acknow- 
ledging Mr.  Clarke's  statement  says  that  "inquiries  are 
being  made  into  the  matter." 

Industrial  Alcohol. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  now  issued  his 
reply — and  a  very  satisfactory  reply  it  is,  from  the  hon. 
member's  point  of  view — to  the  question  put  to  him  by 
Mr.  Mond,  and  given  in  this  column  last  week.  The 
member  for  Chester,  it  will  be  remembered,  asked  Mr. 
Asquith  whether  his  attention  had  been  called  to  the  fact 
that  a  Bill  allowing  the  use  of  denatured  alcohol,  free  from 
revenue  tax,  in  the  arts  and  manufactures  was  recently 
passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate 
House  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  whether  he 
would  take  steps  to  expedite  the  passing  of  the  Bill  intro- 
duced by  him  on  this  subject.  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  in  his  reply  stated  :  "  My  attention  has  been 
called  to  the  United  States  legislation  referred  to.  I  re-  I 
cognise  the  desirablity  of  making  the  changes  in  the  law 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  which  are  proposed  in  the  Revenue 
Bill,  as  soon  as  possible,  and  I  will  do  what  I  can  to  secure 
the  passing  of  the  Bill  this  year." 

Personalia. 

Sir  F.  Banbury,  who  has  succeeded  Sir  Edward  Clarke  in  I 
the  representation  of  the  City  of  London,  was  formerly  , 
member  for  Peckham,  but  Mr.  Goddard  Clarke  defeated  him 
at  the  General  Election. 

Mr.  Winfrey  was  relieved  from  a  somewhat  embarrassing 
position  by  the  Home  Office's  request  that  it  should  take 
charge  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  instead  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture.  Mr.  Winfrey  is  a  private  secretary  to  the 
President  of  the  Board,  and  he  would  not  in  that  position 
have  been  so  free  to  act  in  opposition  to  the  Bill.  Officially, 
Mr.  Winfrey  is  interested  in  the  Dogs  Bill,  and  on  June  20 
got  the  following  new  clause  added  to  the  Bill  : 

Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  and  without  reason- 
able excuse  permit  the  carcase  of  a  sheep  belonging  to  him 
to  remain  unburied  in  a  field  or  other  place  to  which  dogs 
can  gain  access  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings. 

It  was  reported  to  the  House  on  Tuesday  by  the  Chairman 
of  Ways  and  Means  that  the  promoters  of  a  Local  Govern- 
ment Bill  (Wanstead  and  Woodford)  consider  the  evidence 
of  Dr.  John  C.  Thresh,  medical  officer  for  Essex,  essential 
to  their  case,  and  the  House  accordingly  ordered  that  Dr. 
Thresh  should  attend  the  Committee  on  Thursday. 


Of  Brain-wearing  Competitions  for  "  grown-ups  "  we  have 
of  recent  years  had  enough  and  to  spare,  but  of  really  sensible  ' 
and  interesting  competitions  arranged  specially  for  nursery 
folk  there  has  been  a  surprising  dearth.

In  the  work  he  refers  to  the  merits  of 
his  own  'patent  improved  flesh-glove,'  known  as  the  '  horse- 
hair renovator,'  which  was  used  by  distinguished  soldiers 
three— the  Duke  of  Wellington,  the  Marquess  of  Anglesey, 
and  General  Lord  Hill.  The  Iron  Duke,  says  Mr.  Dinneford, 
had  '  for  unwards  of  forty  years  been  in  the  dailv  practice  of 
Brooming  himself  with  coarse  cotton  gloves,  but  which  his 
Grace  has  now  thrown  aside,  substituting  horsehair  renovators

PRIZE  DISTRIBUTION. 

THE  distribution  of  prizes  to  the  students  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  took  place  in  the  lecture-theatre  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  June  27.  The  President 
(Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson)  was  in  the  chair,  supported  by 
Professors  Greenish,  Green,  and  Crossley,  and  Mr.  Richard 
Bremridge  (the  Secretary).  The  front  chairs  were  occupied 
by  Messrs.  Allen,  Carteighe,  Gibson,  Wootton,  Dinwoodie, 
and  White,  about  fifty  persons — students  and  their  friends — 
making  up  the  audience. 

The  President,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  welcomed 
Mr.  Dinwoodie  (President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  the 
Transvaal),  and  called  on  Professor  Crossley  (Dean  of  the 
school)  to  read  his  report. 

The  Annual  Report 
stated  that  a  steady  and  uninterrupted  school  session  had 
brought  results  that  are  highly  satisfactory.  Although 
there  had  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  students 
in  the  elementary  course,  the  number  of  students  in  the 
advanced  course  was  at  the  same  high  level  as  in  the  previous 
year.  Twenty-two  students  presented  themselves  for  the 
Major  examination,  and  fifteen  passed.  The  percentage  of 
passes  was  lower  than  the  previous  year,  but  above  the 
average.  Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  successful  students 
at  the  April  Major  examination  were  from  the  Society's 
school.  The  results  of  the  Minor  will  not  be  known  till 
after  the  July  examinations,  but  judging  from  the  prize 
examinations  there  is  nothing  to  fear.  In  the  prize  examina- 
tions it  had  often  been  difficult  to  decide  as  to  the  merits  of 
the  winners  of  certificates  of  honour,  but  in  such  cases  the 
course  had  been  taken  of  noting  the  conduct  of  the  student 
in  his  scholastic  career.  The  school  had  had  during  the 
past  session  an  unusually  large  number  of  women  students.

The  Dean  then  referred  to  the  successes  during  the  year  of 
past  students  of  the  school.  Mr.  Garsed  had  passed  the 
Intermediate  examination  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry, 
and  Miss  E.  S.  Hooper,  Mr.  J.  T.  Cart,  Mr.  A.  G.  Hol- 
borough,  and  Mr.  T.  Stenhouse  the  Final.  Mr.  A.  Wade 
has  received  a  pharmaceutical  appointment  at  Fiji  under  the 
Colonial  Office.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  jun.,  has  been  called 
to  the  Bar,  and  Professor  Greenish  has  been  elected  a  corre- 
sponding member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Aus- 
tralia. There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  school  staff. 
Mr.  G.  M.  J.  Cole  has  relinquished  his  position  as  demon- 
strator of  pharmaceutics  to  apply  himself  to  the  business 
side  of  pharmacy,  his  place  having  been  filled  by  Mr.  H.  W. 
Harvey.  From  the  large  number  of  inquiries  that  have  been 
received  about  the  school  another  prosperous  year  is  ex- 
pected, showing  that  the  efforts  of  the  Society  to  provide 
efficient  training  for  pharmacists  are  widely  appreciated. 

Prize  Distribution. 
The  President  then  gave  the  medals  and  certificates  to 
the  successful  students,  a  little  variation  being  introduced 
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this  year  by  the  professors  introducing  the  students  to  the 
President,  who  said  a  few  kindly  words  to  each.  Professor 
Crossley,  in  his  brilliant  scarlet  and  canary  robes  of  doctor 
of  science,  introduced  the  chemistry  students,  Professors 
Greenish  and  Green  the  students  in  the  subjects  they  teach. 
The  Dean  at  one  of  the  intervals  mentioned  that  Messrs. 
Hampshire  and  Furnival  were  head  and  shoulders  above 
the  other  students  in  the  elementary  course.  The  silver 
medallists  also  received  the  Hanbury  books. 

The  distribution  over,  the  President,  after  quoting  an 
aphorism,  "  The  hotter  the  day  the  shorter  the  speech,"  said 
a  few  words  to  the  students,  wishing  them  first  prosperity 
in  their  future  career.  The  Council,  he  said,  much  appre- 
ciate the  way  the  students  have  worked,  and  hope  the 
successes  will  be  continued  in  after-life.  In  the  near  future 
a  curriculum  will  probably  be  required  from  those  entering 
for  the  Minor.  There  have  been  differences  of  opinion 
upon  some  points  of  pharmacy  legislation,  but  there  could 
be  no  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  advantage  that 
will  accrue  to  students  from  a  curriculum.  A  curriculum 
would  be  no  hardship  or  detriment  to  students,  but  would 
be  to  their  great  benefit,  as  those  who  go  through  the  pre- 
scribed course  will  be  the  most  expert  in  future  life.  The 
Council  have  no  wish  that  theirs  shall  be  the  only  school 
of  pharmacy,  but  no  other  school  can  compete  with  it  in 
the  education  given  in  pharmacy  and  allied  subjects.  While 
not  desiring  to  reflect  on  other  schools,  he  would  like  to 
state  that  parents  and  guardians  would  be  well  advised 
to  place  their  charges  at  the  Society's  school,  upon  which 
so  much  care  and  money  have  been  lavished,  for  there  the 
student  will  receive  the  best  of  possible  training  for  the  curri- 
culum. The  professors  spare  no  pains  to  impart  instruction, 
and  the  best  possible  conditions  prevail.  In  the  keen  com- 
petition in  business  those  will  be  best  equipped  in  the 
struggle  who  have  personal  learning — which  no  Act  of  Par- 
liament can  take  away.  The  President  again  referred  to 
the  presence  of  "  my  brother,"  Mr.  Dinwoodie,  and  said  how 
pleased  he  (the  President)  was  of  the  opportunity  of  showing 
him  the  machinery  and  working  of  the  school. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie  thanked  the  President  for  his 
complimentary  remarks,  and  referred  to  the  number  of 
women  pharmacists  there  were  in  the  room.  There  is,  he 
added  amid  laughter,  a  scarcity  of  women  in  the  Transvaal 

Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President, 
which  was  carried  unanimously  ;  and  on  the  invitation  of 
the  President  all  adjourned  to  the  Examination-hall  for  tea 
and  light  refreshments. 


NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 
The  new  Executive  met  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
June  22,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  presiding.    There  was  a  compro- 
mise, the  Selection  Committee  being  enlarged  by  two,  this 
securing  representation  of  the  objectors  upon  it. 

Elections. 

For  the  chairmanship  Mr.  William  Doig  (Dundee)  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Russell  (Greenock)  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  W.  E.  Glass  (Edinburgh).  The  re-election  of  Mr. 
Dott  was  moved  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Fisher  (Dunfermline)  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  W.  P.  Wilson  (Haddington). — The  Assis- 
tant-Secretary (Mr.  J.  R.  Hill)  expressed  surprise  at  the 
proposed  change,  and  explained  that  the  duties  of  the  chair- 
manship practically  require  a  chairman  resident  in  the 
Edinburgh  district. — Mr.  Glass  disclaimed  any  feeling 
against  Mr.  Dott,  but  he  thought  Mr.  Doig's  good  services 
merited  recognition. — Mr.  Doig  said  he  had  not  been  aware 
that  he  was  to  be  proposed,  and  his  own  opinion  was  that  the 
Chairman  should  be  resident  in  Edinburgh.  He  hoped  Mr. 
Dott  would  take  the  position  for  another  year. — Mr.  Dott 
was  then  unanimously  re-elected  and  was  heartily  thanked 
for  his  services.  In  acknowledging  this  vote  Mr.  Dott 
suggested  that  next  year  another  chairman  should  be  chosen. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (Glasgow)  was,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
John  Tocher  (Dumfries),  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Giles  (Aber- 
deen), re-elected  Vice-Chairman. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  (Glasgow),  the  only  new  member 
of  the  Executive,  was  welcomed  by  the  Chairman. 

Business  Rules. 
Mr.  J.  A.  Russell  moved  that  a  small  committee  should 
be  appointed  to  draft  a  few  rules  for  conducting  the  business, 


whereupon  the  Assistant-Secretary  said  each  member  had 
received  copies  of  the  existing  rules.— Mr.  Russell  objected 
r  that  these  are  not  authoritative;  the  Assistant-Secretary 
replied  that  they  are.  and  the  Chairman  stopped  the  argu- 
ment  as  irregular.  [  Mi-.  Russell  brought  the  matter  up  later, 
as  noted  below.] 

Committees. 

The  old  General  Purposes  Committee  was  reappointed. 
The  Committee  for  nomination  of  examiners  consisted 
last  year  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Messrs.  C. 
Kerr,  D.  Storrar,  and  J  .Tocher. — Mr.  A.  Spence  (Linlith- 
I  gow)  now  moved  that  the  whole  Executive  should  do  the 
|  business. — Mr.  W.  Giles  seconded. — Mr.  J.   H.  Fisher 
moved  the  reappointment  of  the  old  committee,  and  Mr.  A. 
Naysmith  (Arbroath)  seconded  this  amendment.  There- 
j  upon  a  long  and  somewhat  heated  discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Glass  supported  the  motion,  feeling  that  the 
Executive  was  denied  information  it  desired  regarding  the 
j  nominees  and  nominations.    The  examiners  are  not,  he  said, 
appointed  by  the  Executive. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  here  remarked  that  they  can 
take  or  refuse  the  names  submitted,  but  several  members 
dissented  from  this  observation. 

Mr.  Glass,  continuing,  said  they  were  not  in  a  position  to 
reject  them.    On  the  last  occasion  a  compromise  was  come  to 
that  the  thing  would  be  altered  this  year,  but,  as  far  as  he 
I  could  see,  the  thing  was  to  go  on  as  before. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  suggested  that  Mr.  Fisher  should 
;  simply  move  that  a  committee  be  appointed.    He  thought  it 
might  be  better  if  it  were  a  larger  committee. 
Mr.  Fisher  agreed. 

Mr.  W.  Doig  was  in  favour  of  a  small  committee,  as  being 
better  for  dealing  with  character  and  qualifications  than  a 
large  one. 

The  discussion  proceeded  as  follows  : 

Mr.  J.  A.  Russell  asked  if  it  was  not  the  case  that  before 
the  committee  submitted  the  names  to  the  Executive  they  had 
secured  from  the  gentlemen  named  intimation  that  they  were 
prepared  to  accept  office  if  elected. 

The  Assistant- Secretary  :  Yes.  _ 

Mr.  Russell  pointed  out  that  in  the  event  of  any  other 
gentleman  being  proposed  they  were  placed  at  a  disadvan- 
tage in  that  particular,  and  the  only  way  to  get  over  it  would 
|  be  to  receive  the  report  and  send  it  back  to  the  committeer 
j  which  would  entail  another  meeting. 

The  Assistant-Secretary:  That  happens  in  all  bodies.  If 
j  the  report  of  the  committee  is  refused,  it  entails  another 
meeting. 

Mr.  W.  Giles  said  the  person  nominating  might  be  pre- 
pared to  say  whether  the  gentleman  nominated  would  accept 
office. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  said  that  the  refusal  of  the  com- 
mittee's report  was  a  very  improbable  event.  The  com- 
mittee exhausted  all  its  information,  and  came  forward  with* 
a  recommendation,  and  it  would  be  very  unusual  for  the 
Executive  to  refuse  a  report  after  that. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Russell  said  that  no  member  of  the  Executive 
was  likely  to  put  forward  a  recommendation  when  he  knew 
the  disadvantages  he  had  to  contend  against. 

The  Chairman  said  the  information  brought  forward  by 
any  member  was  carefully  considered. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  asked  what  was  the  number  of 
members  on  the  committee. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  :  Five  just  now. 

The  Chairman  said  the  reason  why  this  committee  was- 
limited  was  because  it  had  to  go  very  fully  into  the  matter 
and  make  private  confidential  inquiries.  He  appealed  to 
them  whether  it  was  a  wise  thing  to  ask  twenty-one  men  to 
consider  these  private  confidential  matters  regarding-  their  own 
colleagues.  As  to  tying  the  hands  of  the  Executive,  that  was 
utterly  impossible.    The  committee  had  no  power  whatever. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  said  he  would  be  quite  willing  to  accept 
the  amendment  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  provided  that 
when  it  had  finished  its  work  it  presented  a  full  report  to  the 
Executive.  They  found  a  difficulty  at  last  meeting  in  getting- 
inquiries  properly  answered.  He  did  not  think  it  was  be- 
fitting that  a  public  body  like_  the  Executive  should  be 
refused  any  information — he  did  not  care  what  it  was. 

Mr.  J.  Tocher  said  that  candidates  would  not  allow  their 
names  to  be  put  forward  if  they  found  they  were  to  be 
submitted  to  a  body  like  the  Executive. 

The  Chairman  said  there  would  be  no  use  for  a  committee 
if  that  were  done. 

Mr.  Giles  held  that  the  recommendation  was  accepted  last 
year  on  the  suggestion  that  the  Executive  would  keep  it  in 
their  own  hands  in  future. 
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The  Assistant-Secretary  :  There  was  no  agreement  come  to. 

Mr.  Doig  said  there  was  no  reason  why  Mr.  Sutherland's 
suggestion  should  not  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Giles  said  he  would  have  no  objection  to  the  amend- 
ment if  Mr.  Currie's  proposal  were  added  as  a  rider. 

Mr.  Glass  :  And  to  put  forward  a  larger  number  than  was 
wanted. 

Mr.  DoiG  saw  no  reason  why  the  committee  should  not 
submit  five  or  six  names.  In  that  case  the  Executive  would 
really  have  the  thing  in  their  own  hands,  and  the  whole 
difficulty  would  be  obviated. 

Mr.  James  Nesbit  thought  a  small  committee  was  the  better 
way  of  doing  it,  but  ho  did  not  like  the  way  the  Executive 
was  treated  by  the  committee.  He  could  not  get  any  informa- 
tion at  all. 

The  Chairman  :  I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  Nesbit  :  I  certainly  felt  very  dissatisfied  with  them  at 
the  last  election. 

The  Chairman:  You  did  not  give  any  reason  for  dissatis- 
faction. 

Mr.  Nesbit  :  I  could  get  nothing  at  all.   They  put  us  off. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  said  it  would  not  do  to  cross- 
question  the  committee. 

Mr.  Nesbit  agreed  with  what  had  been  said  about  a  small 
committee. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  :  I  understand  the  motion  is  not 
pressed. 

Mr.  Spence:  I  am  the  mover  of  the  motion.    It  is  pressed. 
Mr.  Doig  did  not  think  they  should  divide  on  this  question. 
The  Chairman  said  they  must  come  to  a  vote  if  the  motion 
•was  to  be  pressed. 

On  a  vote  being  taken  six  supported  Mr.  Spence's  motion 
and  eleven  the  amendment.  It  was  agreed,  on  the  sugges- 
tion of  Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland,  that  the  Committee  should 
consist  of  seven  members. — The  Assistant-Secretary  said 
the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  were  ex  officio  members 
of  all  committees.  The  names  of  Messrs.  Kerr,  Storrar, 
Tocher,  Nesbit,  Giles,  Sutherland,  and  Russell  were  then 
proposed,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  the  first  five  were 
declared  elected. 

Mr.  Sutherland  asked  what  were  the  powers  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  :  To  consider  any  names  that 
may  be  submitted  to  them  and  to  report  to  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  to  be  held  before  the  meeting  of  Council  in 
November. 

Mr.  DoiG  hoped  two  or  three  names  more  than  the  number 
required  would  be  submitted.  That  would  meet  the  whole 
case. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  said  there  was  a  very  practical 
difficulty.  They  had  to  give  the  Executive  some  kind  of 
idea  that  the  men  who  were  to  be  appointed  would  act,  and 
it  was  difficult  to  get  men  to  say  what  they  would  do  if  they 
were  to  be  voted  upon  or  canvassed  in  any  way. 

Mr.  Doig  said  canvassing  would  be  undesirable. 

Mr.  CuRRiE  moved  that  Standing  Order  No.  10  of  the 
■Council  be  adopted  as  regarded  this  matter.  [This  requires 
that  the  report  of  a  committee  shall  be  sent  to  each  member.] 
Mr.  Russell  seconded,  and  this  was  agreed  to. 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Assistant-Secretary  reported  that  the  instructions 
given  at  the  annual  meeting  regarding  this  Bill  had  been 
carried  out.  Replies  had  been  received  from  Sir  H.  Camp- 
bell-Bannerman,  Mr.  Asquith,  Mr.  Bryce,  the  Lord  Advo- 
cate, the  Secretary  for  Scotland,  Lord  Dalmeny,  and  others. 
He  understood  that  it  was  absolutely  certain  the  Bill  will 
be  deiaved  Unuil  the  autumn  Session,  as  no  farther  conten- 
tious business  is  to  be  done  except  the  Education  Bill  and 
Finance  Bills. 

Other  Business. 

The  forms  in  connection  with  the  inquiries  as  to  dis- 
pensing in  public  institutions  then  came  up  for  considera- 
tion.— Mr.  Spence  said  he  thought  it  would  be  unwise  to  go 
on  with  it  in  the  meantime,  or  until  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill  is  disposed  of. — It  was  agreed  to  remit  the  matter 
to  the  committee. 

The  committee  was  instructed  to  arrange  for  evening 
meetings  during  the  ensuing  winter. 

The  Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman,  Messrs.  Nesbit, 
Wilson,  Glass,  Giles,  and  Tocher  were  appointed  delegates 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Birmingham. 

Mr.  Russell  moved  that  it  be  remitted  to  the  Chairman, 
Vice- Chairman,  and  Assistant-Secretary  to  draw  up  a  few 


simple  rules  for  the  conduct  of  their  business,  to  be  sub- 
mitted at  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Sutherland  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  agreed 
to. — This  was  all  the  business.

41  These  Petitions," 

in  Mr.  Winfrey's  opinion,  are  "not  much 
good."  This  from  a  member  of  Parliament  who  thinks 
before  he  speaks,  who  makes  the  comment  in  reference  to 
petitions  drafted  expressly  to  back  his  action,  and  who  sees 
how  little  effect  they  have  in  moulding  the  minds  of  his 
indifferent  colleagues.  It  is  not  necessary  to  be  a  member 
of  Parliament  to  come  to  a  similar  conclusion.  Once  now 
and  then  a  monster  petition,  measuring  a  mile,  or  weighing 
a  hundredweight,  or  exceptional  in  some  other  respect, 
attracts  momentary  attention,  but  the  presentation  of  the 
average  petition  is  about  the  most  perfunctory  performance 
known  to  the  House  of  Commons.  It  is  true  that  the 
precious  documents,  composed  with  such  care,  and  com- 
pleted with  so  much  labour,  are  not  quite  done  with  when 
they  have  been  dropped  into  the  bag.  A  Special  Committee 
is  appointed  to  examine  them,  a  clerk  classifies  them  and 
counts  the  signatures,  and  the  details  are  embodied  in 
reports  which  are  supplied  to  all  the  members.  They,  as 
a  rule,  do  not  read  them;  if  by  chance  anyone  does,  and 
notices  that  ten  thousand  persons  want  something  and  nine 
thousand  five  hundred  do  not  want  it,  he  is  not  greatly 
influenced,  nor  indeed  ought  he  to  be.  All  the  same,  how- 
ever, members  of  Parliament 

Like  Petitions. 

They  serve  so  well  for  exhausting  the  energy 
of  constituents  which  might  otherwise  be  manifested  in 
letters  to  answer,  or  deputations  to  receive.  But  if  peti- 
tions are  so  ineffective  how  is  it  that  intelligent  people 
continue  to  send  them  ?  The  number  presented  averages 
well  over  ten  thousand  every  Session,  and  pharmaceutical 
divisional  secretaries  can  estimate  what  a  vast  amount  of 
toil  and  enthusiasm  these  must  represent.  A  very  frequent 
stimulus  to  petitioning  is  the  fact  that  the  other  side  is 
doing  it  or  is  likely  to  do  it.  But  the  more  powerful  motive 
is  perhaps  that  it  is  recognised  as  a  part  of  our  Constitution. 
It  is  the  old-established  method  of  communicating  with 
Parliament,  adopted,  and  its  humble  language  stereotyped, 
at  the  time  when  the  member  was  the  representative  of  a 
few  landowners  only,  and  when  it  was  an  impertinence  for 
ordinary  persons  to  approach  him  directly.  This  was  before 
the  days  of  trade  associations  or  Press  agitation,  before  the 
era  of  passive  resistance  or  the  policy  of  demonstrations 
with  banners.  Miss  Billington,  it  is  understood,  does  not 
rely  much  upon  petitions. 
Boots'  Eastern  Company, 

which  is  the  shop-window  company 
of  the  group  of  Mr.  Boot's  several  enterprises,  need  not 
have  refused  the  C.  db  D.  representative  admission  to  its 
annual  meeting  if  the  published  reports  of  the  speeches 
fairly  indicate  what  took  place.  Still,  there  may  be  a  cup- 
board with  a  skeleton  in  it  even  among  the  good  cash 
chemists,  and  you  can  never  be  quite  sure  that  some  indis- 
creet shareholder  may  not  open  the  door.  From  what  I 
have  read  it  appears  that  the  few  directors  and  shareholders 
who  spoke  were  all  very  complimentary  to  each  other,  and 
anxious  to  continue  their  services  to  the  public.  But  some 
of  them  seemed  rather  urgent  to  sell  shares.  The  managing 
director  and  the  auditor  spread  the  net  adroitly ;  but  the 
M.P.  director,  Mr.  Duckworth,  can  hardly  be  congratulated 
on  his  advocacy.  He  had  heard  of  some  people  who  objected 
that  this  was  a  one-man  company,  and  who  fancied  that  they 
had  put  their  finger  on  its  weak  spot.    That  was  not  so. 


If  they  lost  Mr.  Boot,  he  said,  it  would  only  be  a  temporary 
shock,  for  he  had  so  organised  the  business  that  it  would 
go  on  as  before.  The  delicacy  of  this  allusion  is  matched 
by  its  diplomacy.  The  eventuality  suggested  might  or 
might  not  reduce  the  dividends,  but  investors  who  heard  or 
|  read  Mr.  Duckworth's  observations  will  not  fail  to  take  it 
into  account. 

The  Cascara  Letters 

from  Messrs.  D.  B.  Dott  and  J.  C. 
|  Umney  present  most  instructively  the  post-trial  argu- 
ments for  and  against  Sheriff  Orphoot's  judgment.  The 
two  letters  taken  together  confirm  the  impression  made  by 
the  judgment  itself  that  the  Sheriff  was  a  little  too  lenient 
towards  pharmacy.  If  he  had  been  content  to  accept  the 
defence  that  the  distinctive  character  of  the  fluid  extract 
was  sufficiently  disclosed  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  justice 
would  have  been  done,  and  no  risky  precedent  would  have 
been  established.  If  we  were  all  D.  B.  Dotts,  we  might  be 
trusted  to  judge  how  far  we  might  use  the  latitude  the 
Sheriff  offers  us  in  improving  processes  for  the  public 
benefit ;  but  for  everyday  pharmacy  retail  chemists  are 
better  off  with  Mr.  Umney's  doctrine  of  the  "highly 
desirable "  acceptance  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  general 
standard  for  medicines.  This  will  not  exclude  the  intro- 
duction of  improvements  in  processes,  as  the  Sheriff  assumed.

Preserve  the  paragraph  on  standards  for 
flavouring-extracts.    There  is  money  in  it  (p.  957) . 

The  Word  "Menstruum" 

was  the  subject  of  a  paragraph  on 
this  page  some  two  months  since,  based  on  the  explanation 
of  its  etymology  given  in  the  Historical  English  Dictionary. 
The  paragraph  travelled  to  America,  and,  in  reply  to  the 
Oxford  view,  a  note  of  great  philological  interest  is  pub- 
lished in  the  "American  Druggist"  of  May  28  from  Mr. 
Charles  S.  Carrington,  of  Brooklyn.  No  doubt  the  word 
was  a  common  term  in  alchemy  for  a  solvent,  but  there  is 
no  direct  evidence  of  its  origin.  The  general  guess  is  that 
the  alchemists  believed  that  a  month  was  required  for  a 
solvent  to  act  perfectly.  The  new  Dictionary,  however, 
is  more  precise.  It  says,  "  Menstruum  was  a  mediaeval 
Latin  term  used  in  alchemy  to  express  the  belief  that  the 
base  metal  undergoing  transformation  into  gold  corre- 
sponded with  the  seed  within  the  womb  which  was  being 
acted  upon  by  the  agency  of  a  menstrual  fluid."  Mr. 
Carrington's  theory  looks  like  an  improvement  on  this.  He 
has  found  in  an  old  French  narrative  of  the  conquest  and 
conversion  of  the  natives  of  the  Canary  Islands,  reproduced 
in  one  of  the  volumes  of  the  Hakluyt  Society,  evidence  of 
an  old  belief  in  the  extraordinary  solvent  powers  of  the 
menstrual  fluid.  The  French  history  quotes  an  Introduc- 
tion to  Christianity  drawn  up  by  Pierre  Bontier,  a  monk, 
and  Jean  de  Verrier,  a  priest,  who  are  described  as  "  assez 
bons  clercs,"  in  the  course  of  which  an  account  of  the 
Flood  and  of  Noah's  Ark  is  given.  The  Ark,  it  is  said, 
was  to  be  smeared  inside  and  out  with  Betun  (which  might  be 
mortar  or  might  be  bitumen),  and  the  writer  adds  :  "  Betun 
est  un  glu  si  fort  et  si  tenant  que  quand  deux  pieces  de  fait 
en  sont  assemblies  et  joinctes,  on  ne  les  peut  par  nul  art 
desassembler  sinon  par  sang  naturel  de  fleurs  de  femmes." 
\  Any  other  evidence  of  this  belief  in  the  solvent  property 
of  this  fluid  would  be  interesting,  as  it  shows  the  way  to  a 
simple  derivation  of  the  puzzling  term  "menstruum."

EMtodat  Comments. 


Pharmacy  Legislation 

is  where  it  was  a  week  ago,  but  two  prominent  and  signifi- 
cant things  have  to  be  recorded.  First,  the  promoters  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  have  adopted  the  Select  Committee  sugges- 
tion. On  Monday  evening  Mr.  Winfrey  gave  notice  of  the 
following  question  : 

To  ask  the  Prime  Minister,  whether,  having  regard  to 
the  fact  that,  in  addition  to  the  Government  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  there  is  in  the  House  another  Bill  for 
amending  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  that  both  Bills  are 
objected  to  in  their  present  form,  he  will  arrange  for  the 
two  Bills  to  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  so  that  a 
full  investigation  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  Bills  may 
be  assured. 

This  should  have  been  answered  in  print  with  Wednesday's 
papers,  but  it  was  not  until  Thursday  that  a  reply  was  given  ; 
then  it  came  from  Mr.  Secretary  Gladstone,  instead  of 
Sir  H.  Campbell-Bannerman.  It  was  an  emphatic  negative 
on  the  agricultural  poisons  and  company  questions.  This 
is  a  momentary  rebuff,  but  no  doubt  Mr.  Winfrey  will  find 
an  opportunity  to  mention  the  striking  coincidence  that  in 
the  Session  of  1865  two  Bills  of  a  similar  nature  were  before 
the  House  of  Commons  and  were  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee.  The  matter  is  one  eminently  suited  for 
keeping  alive.  The  second  thing  of  the  week  is  that  edu- 
cation of  members  of  Parliament  on  the  subjects  of 
the  Bills  is  improving.  Irish  members  now  quite 
understand  that  Clause  7  is  bad  for  Ireland,  and  the 
majority  of  them  will  vote  for  its  deletion.  The  company 
question  presents  great  difficulties  to  members.  They  are 
generally  approached  with  the  statement  that  the  use  of 
titles  by  companies  is  unfair  to  individual  chemists,  and  they 
fail  to  see  the  unfairness,  because,  they  say.  under  the 
Government  Bill  companies  may  not  use  the  titles  unless 
they  have  individual  chemists  in  their  shops.  Further,  that 
it  is  immaterial  to  the  public  who  owns  the  shop  so  long  as 
the  qualified  man  is  there.  The  process  of  education  has 
been  going  on  steadily  under  Mr.  Winfrey's  direction,  and 
t  may  be  said  to  have  reached  a  point  on  Tuesday,  when 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  addressed  a 
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meeting  of  twenty-three  members  in  a  Committee-room  of 
the  House.  The  meeting  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as  a 
success  numerically,  but  if  every  one  of  the  members  who 
attended  had  obtained  such  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the 
position  as  Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  it  would  have  been,  in  results, 
a  splendid  achievement.  Mr.  Winfrey  could  do  with  a  score 
of  members  like  Mr.  Lever  to  help  in  the  missionary  work. 
A  significant  feature  of  the  meeting  was  that  the  President 
had  none  of  his  colleagues  on  the  Council  with  him.  This, 
we  think,  was  a  mistake.  Questions  were  put  pertinently 
and  rapidly,  and  a  few  were  left  not  fully  answered.  This 
might  not  have  occurred  if  Mr.  Robinson  had  had  one  or 
two  of  his  colleagues  from  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
to  catch  the  crumbs.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  one-man 
principle  is  not  to  be  the  rule  in  this  matter. 


Accidents  in  Shops. 

The  proposed  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Bill  to  retail  shops  of  all  kinds 
has  caused  alarm  in  the  grocery-trade,  but  other  trades 
have  on  the  whole  received  the  proposal  with  equanimity, 
if  not  indifference.  The  Act  of  1897  does  not  extend  to 
retail  shops  as  such,  so  that  assistants  in  shops  who  meet 
with  accidents  in  the  course  of  their  employment  have  (when 
necessary,  which  is  rare)  to  seek  their  remedy  against  their 
employers  by  the  common  law  that  compels  a  man  to  repair 
any  damage  that  he  has  wilfully  or  negligently  done  to 
another.  The  Bill  has  just  been  passed  by  the  House  of 
Commons'  Standing  Committee  on  Law,  etc.,  and  the  part 
of  it  which  covers  shops  is  a  paragraph  in  the  definitions 
clause  (14),  as  follows  : 

"  Workman  "  does  not  include  any  person  remunerated 
by  salary  at  a  rate  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
a  year  or  a  person  whose  employment  is  of  a  casual  nature, 
and  who  is  employed  otherwise  than  for  the  purposes  of  the 
employer's  trade  or  business,  or  a  member  of  a  police  force, 
or  an  outworker,  or  a  domestic  servant,  or  a  member  of  the 
employer's  family  dwelling  in  his  house,  but,  save  as  afore- 
said, means  any  person  who  has  entered  into  or  works  under 
a  contract  of  service  or  apprenticeship  with  an  employer 
whether  by  way  of  manual  labour,  clerical  work  or  other- 
wise, and  whether  the  contract  is  expressed  or  implied  is 
oral  or  in  writing.  ' 

This,  it  will  be  seen,  covers  practically  every  form  of  em- 
ployment remunerated  at  the  rate  of  2501.  a  year  or  less; 
but  the  Home  Secretary  (Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone)  proposed 
to  exclude,  inter  alios,  from  the  definition  shop-assistants 
m  places  where  fewer  than  three  shop-assistants  are  engaged 
by  the  employer.  This  amendment  was  defeated  by  the 
Committee,  and  the  definition  at  present  stands  as  above 
Substantially  the  proposals  of  the  Bill  are  to  fix  liability 
for  personal  injury  to  "workmen"  by  accident  caused  by 
the  personal  negligence  or  wilful  act  of  the  employer  (or 
some  person  for  whom  he  is  responsible)  if  the  injury  dis- 
ables the  workman  for  at  least  three  days,  except  where 
the  injury  is  attributable  to  the  serious  and  wilful  misconduct 
of  the  workman.  The  greater  part  of  the  Bill  deals  with 
procedure,  and  provides  for  contracting  out.  Clause  9  is 
a  lengthy  one,  devoted  to  disablement,  suspension,  or  death 
from  diseases  due  to  the  nature  of  the  employment  of  the 
workmen,  in  respect  to  which  compensation  would  be  pay- 
able as  !f  the  diseases  were  accidents.  Provisions  are  made 
for  limiting  the  liability  of  employers  when  there  is  con- 
tributory negligence  on  the  part  of  employes,  and  the 
Home  Secretary  is  given  considerable  powers  in  respect  to 
regulations,  especially  for  instituting  insurance  schemes 
ihe  rates  of  compensation  proposed  are  (1)  in  case  of  death 
three  years'  wages  with  a  minimum  of  150Z.  and  maximum 
of  5001.  for  a  workman  with  dependants,  and  where  there 
are  no  dependants  a  maximum  of  101.  for  medical  expenses 


and  burial ;  (2)  in  case  of  total  or  partial  incapacity  from 
injury  or  disease,  a  weekly  payment  of  half  the  average 
weekly  earnings  for  those  above  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
with  a  maximum  of  11.,  and  for  those  under  twenty-one  the 
whole  wages  if  not  exceeding  10.-1.  a  week.  Provisions  are 
made  for  arbitration,  revision,  and  the  like.  It  is  thus 
clear  that  the  Bill  is  not  creating  for  shopkeepers  a  new 
liability,  but  is  a  new  way  of  treating  an  existing  liability, 
bringing  shopkeepers  within  the  law  applicable  to  other 
employers,  and  definitely  limiting  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion. Speaking  to  a  deputation  from  the  Grocers'  Federation 
on  June  22,  the  Home  Secretary  said  : 

The  re  is  no  doubt  the  tendency  is  to  bring  all  those  who 
are  employed  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and 
the  movement  is  towards  a  sort  of  national  system  of  com- 
pulsory assurance,  although  that  time  has  not  yet  arrived. 
It  was  not  proposed  by  the  Government  when  the  Bill  was 
introduced  to  include  shop-assistants  within  its  provisions, 
but  there  has  been  an  active  movement  all  over  the  country 
for  the  inclusion  of  shop-assistants.  The  Government  con- 
sidered that  it  is  not  desirable  to  put  upon  a  large  number 
of  employers  in  a  humble  way  of  business  the  Bill's  liabili- 
ties, so  they  proposed  to  bring  in  only  employers  who  have 
more  than  three  assistants.  This  would  mean  that  every 
workman  employed  in  the  shop  would  rank ;  for  example, 
two  shopmen  and  a  porter  or  two  shopmen  and  an  errand- 
boy  would  under  his  proposal  be  three  shop-assistants,  so 
that  the  employer  would  come  under  the  Act.  Since  the 
defeat  of  his  proposal  shops  would  come  under  the  provi- 
sions. The  Government  are  conscious  of  the  dangers  with 
regard  to  those  small  shops,  and  those  who  are  concerned 
should  consider  the  position  and  settle  on  any  action  thev 
think  fit,  so  as  to  place  their  views  before  Parliament 
It  is  desirable  that  members  of  Parliament  should  be  placed 
in  possession  of  the  facts  before  the  Bill  comes  up  to  the 
House  to  be  settled. 

It  is  certainly  a  question  for  consideration  by  chemists 
whether  they  should  do  so  or  not.  The  grocers  think  that 
those  employing  only  one  or  two  persons  in  their  shops  will 
get  rid  of  them  rather  than  be  liable  to  the  proposed  pro- 
visions. This  is  not  superior  wisdom  :  they  are  just  as 
liable  at  present,  only  they  pay  out  of  their  good  nature, 
or  are  forced  to  pay  by  the  county  court  judge.  Our 
experience  is  that  when  accidents  happen  in  chemists'  shops 
so  that  assistants  are  injured,  employers  pay  in  full  unless 
the  assistants  have  been  grossly  negligent.  The  Bill  would 
limit  such  payments,  and  this  limitation  would  be  taken 
advantage  of  by  employers,  so  that,  on  the  whole,  chemists' 
assistants  are  not  likely  to  be  benefited  by  such  statutory 
enforcement  of  the  existing  system. 


Byron  Gloss. 

We  feel  compelled  to  speak  out  more  plainly  than  we  have 
hitherto  done  regarding  the  methods  of  the  Byron  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  108  Strand,  London,  of  which  "  W  W  Jhon- 
son"  is  manager.  The  concern  professes  to  sell  to  chemists 
a  linen-gloss  which  is  "  a  product  of  the  Australian  soil  " 
and  by  means  of  cleverly  written  letters  has  succeeded  in 
getting  individuals  and  firms  to  forward  cheques  for  the 
gloss  before  it  is  delivered.  The  company  promises  to  ad- 
vertise extensively  in  the  districts  in  which  agents  are 
appointed,  and  to  sell  the  goods  by  what  it  calls  a  Boy  and 
Girl  Scheme.  In  our  last  issue  we  pointed  out  that  the 
company  was  making  use  of  the  name  of  Messrs.  Henrv 
Hodder  &  Co..  Ltd.,  Bristol,  and  this  use  we  have  since 
ascertained  is  not  sanctioned.  Moreover,  that  company  has 
placed  the  whole  matter  in  the  hands  of  its  solicitors  for 
the  purpose  of  recovering  the  money  it  paid  to  the  Byron 
Co.  The  following  epitome  of  the  correspondence  may  serve 
to  show  how  the  Byron  Co.  does  business  and  respects  its 
promises  : 

April  6,-Byron  Co   send  to  Hodder  &  Co.  their  form 
letter  offering  agency  for  the  district.  torm 
April  9. -Hodder  Co.  wrote  saying  that  they  were  disposed 
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to  accept  the  offer  provided  they  were  assured  of  the  Byron 
Co.'s  bona  fides,  but  did  not  definitely  accept. 

April  10.— Byron  Co.  wrote  granting  the  agency  for 
"Bristol  and  all  surrounding  districts,"  asked  for  10/. 
cheque  by  return  mail,  and  sent  "  some  hundred  or  2  signa- 
tures "  of  American  firms  to  "positively  prove  that  the 
article  has  been  thoroughly  tested  in  America." 

April  10.— Contract-form  sent  by  the  Byron  Co. 

April  11.  Hodder  &  Co.  promise  to  send  cheque  for  10/. 

on  understanding  that  a  sample  packet  is  mailed  to  every 
house  in  the  district,  with  their  name  on  each  packet,  and 
other  conditions. 

April  12.— Byron  Co.  acknowledge  saying,  "We  note  you 
will  accept  our  agency  on  the  terms  of  our  letter."  [Hodder 
:  &  Co.  did  nothing  of  the  sort,  but  stipulated  their  terms.] 

April  17.— Byron  Co.  acknowledge  receipt  of  cheque  for 
10/. 

April  23.— Hodder  &  Co.  ask  when  they  may  expect  the 
goods. 

April  24.— Byron  Co.  say  they  will  send  the  goods  within 
a  week. 

April  26.— Hodder  &  Co.'s  representative  had  called  on 
the  25th  at  the  Byron  Co.'s  place  without  satisfaction.  They 
complain  of  the  delay  in  supplying  the  goods  and  that 
firms  had  written  to  them  as  reference. 

April  27.— Byron  Co.  say  goods  are  ready  for  shipment, 
but  lithographic  wrappers'are  not  ready,  adding,  "  We  are 
not  using  your  name  as  reference"  ;  it  merely  figures  in  a 
list  of  chemists  who  had  accepted  agency. 

April  28. — Hodder  &  Co.  complain  about  cash  being  asked 
for  before  the  Byron  Co.  was  in  a  position  to  supply  the 
goods,  and  that  chemists  write  to  them  about  the  bona  fides 
of  the  Byron  Co. 

April  30. — Byron  Co.  say  two  gross  of  the  five  are  being 
sent  and  add,  "We  are  extremely  sorry  you  are  rushing 
us  "  ! 

May  5.— Hodder  &  Co.  acknowledge  receiving  a  portion 
of  the  goods,  but  they  are  "  of  no  use  without  the  adver- 
tising."   When  will  that  be  arranged  for  ? 

May  7. — Byron  Co.  say  when  the  balance  of  goods  is  de- 
livered they  will  "  immediately  communicate  with  you 
regarding  the  advertising." 

May  10. — Hodder  &  Co.,  owing  to  the  unreasonable  time 
taken  by  the  Byron  Co.  in  dealing  with  the  matter,  refuse 
to  go  on  with  the  agency  and  request  the  cheque  for  10/.  to 
be  returned,  otherwise  they  will  be  compelled  to  place  the 
matter  in  their  solicitors'  hands. 

May  11. — Byron  Co.  explain  that  the  balance  of  the  order 
is  to  be  delivered  on  May  12  in  the  lithographic  wrappers, 
and  sample  packets  are  ready  to  be  sent  at  any  time.  Refuse 
to  return  the  cheque  as  they  only  agree  to  do  this  "  ninety 
days  after  the  Boy  and  Girl  Scheme  has  been  started." 

May  12. — Hodder  &  Co.  again  ask  that  their  cheque  be 
returned  and  another  agent  for  the  district  appointed. 

Same  date. — Byron  Co.  send  a  sample  package  "  which 
will  be  mailed  to  residents  in  your  district." 

May  15. — Byron  Co.  acknowledge  Hodder  &  Co.'s  letter  of 
May  12,  saying  balance  of  order  is  being  sent,  with  printed 
matter,  advertising-matter,  free  samples,  etc.,  and  promise 
to  appoint  another  agent  after  Hodder  <£■  Co.  have  given  the 
goods  a  thorough  trial  "  as  per  our  previous  letter." 

May  16. — Hodder  &  Co.  ask  that  another  agent  should  be 
appointed  and  their  cheque  returned. 

May  17. — Byron  Co.  say  if  they  succeed  in  arranging  the 
agency  in  Bristol  they  will  mail  the  cheque.  Otherwise 
Hodder  &  Co.  will  be  asked  to  go  on  with  the  agency. 

May  21. — Hodder  &  Co.  again  ask  for  their  10/.,  else  they 
will  have  to  take  steps  to  recover  it. 

May  22. — Byron  Co.  again  say,  "  We  are  not  liable  for  the 
amount  until  ninety  days  after  the  Boy  and  Girl  Scheme  has 
been  put  into  operation.    This  ivas  our  guarantee." 

May  23.— Hodder  &  Co.  write  saying,  "It  is  now  about 
six  weeks  since  this  arrangement  was  made,  and  all  we  have 
received  is  a  portion  of  the  article  sold,  and  a  batch  of 
letters  worth  nothing."    Cheque  again  asked  for. 

May  24.— Byron  Co.  say  manager  is  out  of  town.  On  his 
return  Messrs.  Hoddor's  communication  will  be  placed 
before  him. 

May  29.— Hodder  &  Co.  ask  if  manager  has  returned. 
As  stated,  Messrs.  Hodder  &  Co.'s  solicitors  are  now  en- 
deavouring to  get  back  the  money.  Two  points  arising  from 
the  foregoing  may  be  noted.  First,  the  free  sample.  We 
reproduce  the  wording  of  an  envelope  sent  by  the  Byron  Co. 
to  a  chemist  on  June  18  :

When  the  articles  have  been  starched  as  usual  and  laid  about 
an  hour,  mix  a  teaspoonful  of  the  Gloss  in  a  saucer  to  the  thick- 
ness of  cream,  using  cold  water,  then  rub  each  piece  just  before 
you  iron  it  evenly  with  this  cream,  using  a  piece  of  white 
flannel  which  has  first  been  rinsed  with  cold  water;  this  piece 
of  flannel  should  be  kept  for  the  purpose.

Why,  after  the  above  correspondence,  do  the  Byron  Co. 
continue  to  use  Messrs.  Hodder's  name?  The  second  point 
is  about  the  refunding  of  the  money.  It  is  quite  true  that 
the  Byron  Co.  make  a  condition  as  to  this.  We  quote 
the  following  from  the  letter  dated  June  18  : 

On  May  7  Messrs.  Needhams,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists, 
of  Huddersfield,  mailed  us  their  cheque  for  10/.  in  payment 
of  five  gross  of  Byron  Silver  Gloss.  On  May  19  the  same 
firm  mailed  us  their  cheque  for  20/.  in  payment  of  a  further 
ten  gross  of  Byron  Silver  Gloss. 

We  ask  you  to  send  us  a  cheque  for  4/.,  conditionally,  that 
at  the  end  of  ninety  days  after  the  Boy  and  Girl  Scheme 
is  started  the  goods  are  to  be  sold,  or  else  we  will  refund 
the  money. 

Our  Boy  and  Girl  Scheme  will  sell  the  initial  order  of 
goods  within  the  first  month  after  the  scheme  is  started. 
This  scheme  will  be  operated  from  this  office,  and  we  will 
accept  all  responsibility.  Thus,  a  chemist  is  not  in  any  way 
compromised. 

In  respect  to  this  we  have  to  state  that  up  to  Tuesday, 
June  26,  Messrs.  Needhams  (whose  name  is  used  without 
their  authority)  had  not  received  the  goods  and  are 
now  endeavouring  to  get  their  money  back.  We  ask 
chemists  particularly  to  note  the  condition  in  the  second 
paragraph  of  the  quotation.  If  they  part  with  their 
cheques  in  face  of  that  vague  proposal,  they  must  be  con- 
tent to  wait  until  the  scheme  is  started  by  the  Byron  Co., 
who  have  admitted  that  there  are  legal  difficulties  in  the 
way.  The  difficulty  is  that  pedlars'  licences  are  not  granted 
to  boys  and  girls  of  tender  years.  How,  then,  can  the  com- 
pany start  the  scheme?  While  the  correspondence  with 
Messrs.  Hodder  &  Co.  is  before  us  we  extract  from  it 
and  letters  received  by  a  chemist  elsewhere  parallel  state- 
ments :

— To  prove  abso- 
lutely to  your  firm  that  the 
Byron  Silver  Gloss  and  the 
agency  for  it  has  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  best  firms  and 
druggists  in  America,  we 
have  taken  the  liberty  of 
sending  you  some  hundred  or 
2  signatures  which  will  posi- 
tively prove  to  you  that  the 
article  has  been  thoroughly 
tested  in  America. 


the  matter. 

The  Byron  Co.  also  sent  the  signatures  to  us  some  weeks  ago 
when  we  asked  them  to  prove  their  bona  fides.  They  were 
simply  orders  from  druggists  and  storekeepers  in  California 
and  other  western  parts  of  America,  about  a  hundred  in 
number,  and  proved  no  more  than  what  is  contained  in  the 
form  issued  by  the  Byron  Co.  here.

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Question  and  Answer. 

"  Xrayser  "  gives  us  a  conundrum  this  week  in  the  shape 
of  the  following  question  : 

If  Schedule  A  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  be  repealed  in  1906,  is 
it  not  reasonable  to  read  the  repeal  as  applicable  to  the 
schedule  as  it  exists  in  1906  ? 

We  daresay  it  would  be  reasonable,  but  we  question  if  it 
would  be  legal,  and  we  do  not  think  it  desirable  that  there 
should  be  ground  for  such  questions  as  "  Xrayser's  "  after 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  becomes  law.  So  we  suggest 
that  the  clause  should  be  amended  before  to  make  its 
meaning  clear  and  comprehensive.

Armour's  Factory. — The  "  Tribune  "  sent  one  of  its  staff 
to  examine  Messrs.  Armour's  factory  at  Chicago,  and  he 
reports  as  follows  : 

So  far  as  a  superficial  examination  of  these  vast  premises 
by  a  non-expert  witness  can  go,  I  must  test  ify  to  having  found 
the  establishment  in  a  remarkably  clean  condition.  I  am 
personally  satisfied  that  practically  none  of  the  charges  in 
the  Neil-Reynolds  report  apply  to  the  Armour  plant  as  I 
have  seen  it  to-day.  The  only  dark  and  unsanitary  rooms 
I  saw  are  those  in  the  basements  used  for  storage,  pickling, 
etc.  ;  and  only  few  men  are  employed  there.  My  visit  to  the 
rooms  occupied  by  the  canners,  male  and  female,  showed 
them  to  be  large,  light,  and  airy  apartments.  The  employes 
were  seated  and  were  apparently  not  overworked.  The 
toilet  and  other  arrangements  are  in  good  sanitary  condi- 
tion. 

The  "Standard"  this  week  also  publishes  an  account  of  a 
visit  paid  by  one  of  that  journal's  representatives,  which 
confirms  the  opinion  we  have  expressed  that  the  arrange- 
ments in  Armour's  factory  are  unimpeachable. 

Billing  and  Adding  Machine. — An  ingenious  and  useful 
development  of  the  Elliott-Fisher  Billing-machine,  recently 
!  referred  to  in  this  column,  consists  in  an  adding  attach- 
j  ment.  The  typist  can  now  type  out  a  priced  invoice,  and 
at  the  end  find  the  amounts  mechanically  added  up.  The 
ordinary  billing-machines  can  be  fitted  with  the  adding 
attachment,  or  the  complete  machine  can  be  obtained.  The 
attachments  are  obtainable  for  British  money,  dollars,  and 
francs,  and  also  for  weights.  The  essential  part  of  the 
attachment  is  contained  in  a  small  metal  box,  which  is 
clamped  on  to  a  bar  at  the  back  of  the  machine.  If  desired 
;  a  weight-adder  and  one  or  more  money-adders  can  be  placed 
side  by  side.  The  machines,  with  adding  attachment,  we 
are  informed,  have  been  in  actual  use  for  some  time,  and 
have  been  found,  not  only  to  save  time,  but  act  as  a  useful 
check  on  ordinary  calculations.  The  Elliott-Fisher  Co., 
75  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.,  have  a  booklet  describing 
the  new  machine,  which  those  of  our  readers  who  are 
interested  in  the  matter  should  send  for.

High  Court  Cases. 

Saccharin  Patents. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  June  23, 
Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  had  before  him  a  motion  for 
judgment  in  an  action  brought  by  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  1 
Ltd.,  against  Watt  &  Fergusson,  Montiose  Works,  Rother-  ; 
ham,  for  infringement  of  certain  of  plaintiffs'  Letters  Patent. 
Defendants  had  put  in  no  defence.     An  inquiry  as  tc 
damages,  an  order  for  delivery  up.  and  a  certificate  of 
breaches  were  also  asked  for  by  the  plaintiffs.    His  Lordship 
made  an  order  in  the  terms  asked,  and  gave  liberty  to  apply 
as  to  the  costs  of  the  inquiry. 

A  similar  order  was  made  in  an  action  by  the  Saccharin 
Corporation.  Ltd.,  v.  Preston,  Walson  &  Co.,  North  Street, 
Havant,  Hampshire 

The  Bile  Beans  Appeal. 
The  argument  in  this  case  was  concluded  before  the  Judges 
of  the  Second  Division  in  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh, 
on  Tuesday.  June  26.  Mr.  T.  B.  Morison,  counsel  for  the  ! 
respondent  (Mr.  Davidson),  occupied  the  greater  part  of  the 
day  in  replying  to  the  speech  of  the  Dean  of  Faculty  for 
the  complainers.  The  main  points  of  his  reply  were  directed 
to  prove  that  the  business  carried  on  by  the  Bile  Beans 
Manufacturing  Co.  was  fraudulent  in  the  name,  in  the  place 
of  manufacture,  and  in  the  nature  and  substance  of  the 
article,  that  the  label  on  the  boxes  contained  a  misrepresen- 
tation in  respect  that  it  bore  the  name  "  Charles  Forde's  "  ! 
and  under  it  the  words  "Trade  Mark,"  and  that  inquirj 
showed  that  they  had  no  registered  trade-mark  either  in  this 
country  or  in  Australia,  and  that  the  name  "Bile  Beans" 
was  descriptive  of  the  article  sold,  and  that  the  respondent 
had  a  perfect  right  to  use  the  words.  Mr.  Morison  also 
replied  to  the  statements  made  by  the  Dean  of  Faculty  to 
the  effect  that  the  respondent  fraudulently  represented  to  the 
public  that  the  bile  beans  he  sold  were  those  of  the  com- 
plainers. In  the  course  of  the  debate  Lord  Kyllachy  ex- 
pressed doubt  as  to  whether  any  substantial  proportion  of 
the  public  read  or  were  taken  in  by  the  advertisements  of 
these  drugs.  He  thought  the  appearance  of  the  advertise- 
ment was  sufficient.  The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  :  Especially 
where  the  price  of  the  article  is  Is.  V2d.  But  these  articles, 
although  they  might  be  only  worth  id.  or  4fZ.,  seemed  to  be, 
all  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  if  they  were  stamped  and 
sold  at  Is.  l^d.  (Laughter.)  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
case  their  Lordships  reserved  judgment.  Daring  the  five 
days  which  the  case  occupied  it  attracted  a  good  deal  of 
attention,  and  occasionally  the  court  was  well  filled. 


Finance  and  Revenue  Acts. 

What  is  "  Manufacture"  of  Saccharin? 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  Friday,  June  22,  the  case  of  McNicol  and  another  v. 
Pinch  came  before  a  Divisional  Court  consisting  of  Justices 
Ridley,  Darling,  and  Bray.  Mr.  Langdon,  K.C.,  and  Mr. 
Ambrose  Innes  appeared  for  the  appellants ;  the  Attorney- 
General  (Sir  J.  Lawson  Walton,  K.C.)  and  Mr.  Finlay  repre- 
sented the  Crown. 

Mr.  Langdon,  K.C.  said  this  was  an  appeal  from  the 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  at  Manchester,  the  point  being 
whether  under  the  facts  disclosed  in  the  special  case  which 
set  out  that  in  July  1905  an  information  was  preferred 
by  Luke  Pinch,  an  officer  of  Inland  Revenue,  under  the 
Finance  Act,  1901,  and  Revenue  Act,  1905,  against  Joseph 
McNicol  and  John  McNicol,  of  Hanover  Court,  Man- 
chester, charging  them  with  having  between  May  20  and 
June  4,  1905,  manufactured  saccharin  without  having  an 
Excise-licence.  A  second  information  charged  the  appellants 
with  failing  to  obtain  from  the  Excise  Department  a  certain 
book  prescribed  by  the  statutory  rules  of  the  year  1904. 
The  informations  were  heard  together  by  the  Magistrate, 
with  the  result  that  he  convicted  the  appellants,  ordering 
John  McNicol  to  pay  a  fine  of  10?.  for  the  offence  charged  in 
the  first  information  and  21.  for  that  charged  in  the  second, 
and  thirty  guineas  for  costs.  Joseph  McNicol  was  ordered 
to  pay  costs  on  each  information.    The  appellants  being  dis- 


satisfied, the  Magistrate  agreed  to  state  the  present  case. 
It  appeared  from  this  that  it  was  admitted  or  proved  in 
evidence — 

(a)  That  saccharin  is  a  sweet  substance  produced  from 
toluene  sulphonamide. 

(6)  That  the  appellants  had  not  manufactured  saccharin 
from  toluene  sulphonamide. 

(c)  That  in  the  production  of  saccharin  certain  compounds 
are  produced  called  "para"  compounds.  If  these  are  not 
eliminated  in  the  early  stages  of  production,  "para" 
saccharin,  which  has  no  sweetness,  is  produced  as  well  as 
"ortho"  saccharin,  or  true  saccharin.  Where  no  elimina- 
tion of  para  compounds  takes  place  in  the  early  stages  of 
production,  the  product  is  a  mixture  of  approximately  60 
per  cent,  ortho  saccharin  with  40  per  cent,  para  saccharin. 
This  mixture  is  known  commercially  as  "  330  saccharin," 
and  is  estimated  to  be  330  times  as  sweet  as  sugar.  If  the 
para  compounds  are  practically  eliminated  in  the  early 
stages  of  production,  the  product  is  a  mixture  of  95  per- 
cent, or  more  of  the  ortho  saccharin  with  a  very  small 
percentage  of  para  saccharin.  Such  a  mixture  is  known 
commercially  as  "550  saccharin,"  and  is  estimated  to  be 
550  times  as  sweet  as  sugar.  If  "  330  saccharin"  is  pro- 
duced, the  para  can  afterwards  be  eliminated  by  a  subse- 
quent chemical  process,  and  "550  saccharin"  obtained. 
The  appellants  subjected  5  lb.  of  "330  saccharin"  to  a 
chemical  process.  This  was  part  of  2  cwt.  imported  into 
Manchester,  upon  all  of  which  duty  had  been  paid.  This 
amount  of  "  330  saccharin  "  was  not  treated  in  one  bulk, 
but  in  separate  quantities.  The  result  of  the  treatment  was 
that  in  some  cases  "550  saccharin"  was  produced,  and  in 
other  cases  a  mixture  sweeter  than  "330  saccharin,"  but 
not  so  sweet  as  "550."  Some  of  the  saccharin  which  had 
undergone  the  process  was  sold  by  appellants  in  the  course 
of  their  business  as  dealers  in  saccharin.  At  the  time  the 
appellants  subjected  the  "330  saccharin"  to  the  process 
they  had  no  licence  for  the  manufacture  of  saccharin,  as 
required  by  the  sections  referred  to,  nor  had  they  obtained 
a  book  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  entries  required. 

It  was  contended,  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution,  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Finance  Act  and  the  Revenue  Act  as  to 
saccharin,  and  the  regulations  made  under  these  Acts  as  to 
the  licence  and  entry  of  premises,  are  primarily  provisions 
to  enable  the  Revenue  authorities  to  ascertain  who  manu- 
factures saccharin,  and  to  confer  on  them  the  right  to  in- 
spect the  premises  while  the  manufacture  is  carried  on. 
with  a  view  to  preventing  frauds  upon  the  Revenue  ;  and 
that  the  licence  to  manufacture  saccharin  is  not  only  re- 
quired for  a  process  of  deriving  saccharin  from  toluene 
sulphonamide  by  adding  certain  chemical  substances  to 
toluene,  but  that  it  is  also  required  for  such  a  chemical 
process  as  was  conducted  by  the  appellants. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  was  contended,  on  behalf  of  the 
appellants,  that  on  the  facts  admitted  or  proved  there  was 
no  evidence  that  they  had  manufactured  saccharin  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statutes  and  regulations,  that  the  process 
of  converting  "  330  saccharin  "  into  "  550  saccharin  "  is  not 
a  manufacture  of  saccharin  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statutes,  that  the  true  construction  of  the  term  "manu- 
facture "  in  the  statutes  and  regulations  implies  the 
assembling  together  of  the  constituent  elements  necessary 
to  make  saccharin,  and  the  employment  of  some  process  to 
combine  them ;  and  as  it  was  proved  that  the  appellants  had 
not  brought  the  constituent  elements  of  saccharin  together, 
but  had  merely  operated  upon  saccharin  already  in  exist- 
ence, their  process  of  converting  "  330  saccharin  "  into  "  550 
saccharin"  is  not  a  "manufacture"  of  saccharin. 

The  learned  Stipendiary  Magistrate  was  of  opinion  that 
the  appellants,  by  treating  "330  saccharin  "  by  the  process 
described,  had  manufactured  saccharin  within  the  meaning 
of  the  statutes  and  regulations  made  thereunder,  and  con- 
victed the  appellants,  as  already  stated,  of  the  offences 
charged. 

Mr.  Langdon  went  on  to  contend  that  the  appellants  could 
no  more  be  said  to  be  manufacturers  of  saccharin  than  a 
person  who  takes  a  new  whisky  and  eliminates  the  fusel  oil 
from  it  could  be  said  to  be  a  manufacturer  of  whisky- 
refining  a  thing  is  not  manufacturing  it.  The  appellants 
started  with  saccharin  on  which  duty  had  been  paid,  and 
they  ended  with  saccharin  in  a  modified  form,  but  on  all 
the  saccharin  the  duty  had  been  paid. 

The  Attorney-General  contended  that  the  process  con- 
ducted by  the  appellants  was  a  process  of  manufacture,  since 
its  effect  was  to  produce  practically  a  new  article  though 
called  by  the  same  name,  and  an  article  the  commercial  value 
of  which  had  been  altered.  The  question  was  a  very  im- 
I  portant  one,  as,  owing  to  the  small  bulk  occupied  by 
saccharin,  it  passes  the  wit  of  man  to  invent  a  scheme  by 
which  its  importaacn  in  a  contraband  form  could  be  pre- 
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vented  and  thereby  a  fraud  upon  the  Revenue  committed. 
As  to  the  objection  that  duty  had  been  already  paid  upon 
this  saccharin,  he  pointed  out  that  this  fact  only  placed  the 
appellants  in  the  same  category  as  brewers  who  use  sugar 
and  distillers  who  use  molasses.  In  both  cases  duty  had  been 
paid  upon  the  article  used,  and  duty  was  also  paid  upon  the 
beer  and  spirits  manufactured,  so  that  the  manufacturer  was 
subject  to  a  double  duty ;  but  to  meet  the  hardship  the 
Inland  Revenue  .authorities  allow  a  drawback,  and  no  doubt 
a  similar  arrangement  would  be  made  in  the  case  of  saccharin. 
It  is,  he  contended,  a  misuse  of  words  to  say  that  a  man  who 
imports  into  this  country  a  substance  which  contains  a  useless 
product  in  the  proportion  of  40  to  60,  and  by  a  process  gets 
rid  of  the  useless  product,  is  not  employing  a  process  of 
manufacture. 

Mr.  Justice  Bray  asked  if  a  person  could  be  said  to  manu- 
facture when  he  turned  one  kind  of  saccharin  into  another 
kind  of  saccharin.  That  was  the  difficulty  ;  it  was  saccharin 
to  begin  with,  and  it  remained  saccharin  at  the  end. 

The  Attorney-General  said  that  the  subject  of  the  process 
kept  the  same  name,  but  to  say  that  it  was  the  same  substance 
involved  the  closing  of  one's  eyes  to  the  different  chemical 
constitution  of  the  two  bodies.  He  submitted  for  these 
reasons  the  appeal  should  be  dismissed. 

Their  Lordships  consulted,  and,  in  consequence  of  their 
not  being  agreed,  the  first  judgment  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Justice  Bray,  the  junior  Judge. 

Mr.  Justice  Bray  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  appellants 
were  not  manufacturers  of  saccharin.  He  said  they  were 
dealing  with  a  substance  which  was  saccharin  before  it  came 
into  their  possession,  and  after  it  had  been  subjected  to  their 
treatment  it  still  remained  saccharin.  He  was  therefore  of 
opinion  that  the  appeal  must  be  allowed  and  the  conviction 
quashed. 

Mr.  Justice  Darling  concurred. 

Mr.  Justice  Ridley  said  he  was  of  a  different  opinion.  The 
fact  of  the  article  being  called  by  the  same  name  after  the 
appellants'  process  was  not,  he  thought,  material,  and  in  his 
view  the  pi*ocess  was  in  reality  one  of  manufacture;  but  as 
the  majority  of  the  Court  were  of  a  different  opinion  the  con- 
viction must  be  quashed. 

The  appeal  was  accordingly  allowed,  and  the  conviction 
quashed,  with  costs. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Penalties  Paid,  Costs  Claimed. 
At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  Wednesday,  before 
Judge  Edge,  K.C.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  sued  Mr.  H.  G.  Judge,  of  the  Angel  Pharmacy, 
428  St.  John  Street,  Clerkenwell,  under  Section  15,  for  a  57. 
penalty  for  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poison — to  wit, 
"laudanum,  contained  in  and  forming  part  of  an  ingredient 
of  a  liniment.  A  second  summons  was  also  down  for  hearing 
in  respect  of  Mr.  W.  G.  Gibson,  the  assistant  in  the  shop, 
for  a  51.  penalty  for  selling  the  same.  The  case  had  been 
before  the  Court  previously,  when  the  defendants  admitted 
the  offences  and  actually  on  the  day  prior  to  the  hearing 
paid  the  penalties,  but  the  hearing  had  been  adjourned  for 
analyses  to  be  made,  and  the  Society  now  wanted  costs. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister,  now  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  Society.  At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  Mr. 
Wheatley,  the  Chief  Clerk,  said  that  a  letter  addressed  to 
Mr.  Gibson  had  been  returned  to  the  Court  marked  "  Gone 
away." 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  that  was  not  material,  as  on 
the  occasion  of  the  last  hearing  the  defendants  were  repre- 
sented by  a  solicitor,  who  had  been  communicated  with  in 
connection  with  the  present  proceedings.  The  case  was  a 
very  serious  one,  and  was  taken  in  the  public  interest.  The 
defendant  Judge  carried  on  what  was  called  the  Angel 
Pharmacy,  and  had  been  twice  penalised  for  carrying  this 
on,  he  being  an  unqualified  chemist,  and  the  assistant  was 
also  unqualified.  The  sale  complained  of  was  that  of  soap 
liniment  with  which  had  been  mixed  laudanum.  Defendant 
had  been  asked  to  admit  that  the  mixture  contained 
laudanum,  and  had  done  so. 

Mr.  Geo.  Waldo  was  called,  and  said  that  on  February  26. 
acting  on  instructions,  he  went  to  the  Angel  Pharmacy  and 
asked  for  two-pennyworth  of  soap  liniment  and  two-penny- 


worth of  laudanum  mixed.  He  was  served  with  the  mixture 
by  Gibson. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Was  there  anyone  else  in  the  shop  at  the 
'  time  of  the  sale  ? 

Witness  :  There  was  not. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  I  mean,  there  was  no  person  present 
directing  the  sale? 

Witness:  No;  nobody  that  I  saw.  Continuing,  witness 
said  that  after  being  served  he  went  outside  the  shop,  where 
he  was  given  a  circular,  which  he  handed  up.  This  adver- 
tised the  nature  of  the  business  carried  on  by  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  I  need  comment  no  further  upon  this 
than  that'  I  hope  there  are  not  many  chemists  who  do  the 
same  thing. 

Judge  Edge  :  I  see  that  the  defendant  is  asked  to  admit 
that  the  fact  that  the  liniment  contained  laudanum  was  not 
on  the  label.  So  far  as  I  can  see.  there  is  nothing  on  the 
label,  but  I  suppose  that  does  not  matter  in  the  least.  I 
should  like  to  know  if  you  are  suggesting  that  this  man 
called  himself  a  chemist. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  He  calls  himself  an  English  and  foreign 
dispensing  chemist,  and  has  already  paid  two  penalties  in 
respect  of  that.  In  this  case  he  paid  the  penalties,  but  I 
am  now  asking  for  the  costs. 

Judge  Edge  :  But  I  find  from  the  Court  papers  that  the 
amount  is  paid. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Yes,  so  far  as  the  10/.  penalties  are 
concerned  and  the  19s.  Court  costs,  but  no  other  costs  are 
included  in  that  sum.  I  am  instructed  to  ask  for  counsel's 
fee  in  this  case,  as  it  is  a  matter  of  public  importance  and 
it  is  a  statutory  body  that  is  undertaking  the  proceedings. 

Judge  Edge  :  I  will  allow  counsel,  but  I  cannot  allow 
the  solicitor,  because  the  money  was  paid. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Yes ;  but  we  were  forced  to  come  here 
|  to  the  hearing  of  the  summons,  as  the  money  was  paid  the 
day  before. 

Judge  Edge  :  Oh,  if  that  is  so  you  are  entitled  to  your 
costs. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  May  I  ask  for  them  also  against  Gibson  ? 

Judge  Edge  :  I  think  you  have  done  very  well,  so  that 
will  do.  Judgment  will  be  entered  for  the  plaintiffs  with 
costs. 

Judgment  accordingly. 



County  Court  Cases. 

Mr.  Tasker  Spencer  Keys  Wins. 
I  In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  Tuesday.  June  26, 
before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  H.  Ward  &  Co.,  drug- 
gists' sundriesmen,  4  Churchill  Road.  Homerton.  sued  Mr. 
Tasker  Spencer  Keys,  487  High  Road,  Tottenham,  de- 
scribed as  a  chemist,  for  5s.,  being  the  expenses  incurred 
in  taking  out  a  summons  for  the  recovery  of  a  sum  of 
3/.  18s.  4(7.  for  goods  supplied.  Mr.  Keys  attended  the 
court  and  strongly  protested  against  the  plaintiffs'  action. 
He  said  he  had  been  a  chemist,  trading  in  Tottenham  for 
some  time,  and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  the 
plaintiffs  supplied  him  with  goods.  In  May  he  had  goods 
to  the  amount  of  1/.  9s.  Id.,  and  when  the  traveller  called 
round  he  said,  "All  right,  I'll  give  you  1/.  9s.  ;  your  firm 
won't  ask  for  the  Id."  and  the  traveller  thereupon  signed 
a  receipt  for  the  amount  in  full.  Shortly  after  the  business 
was  turned  into  a  company  (C.  <£■  D.,  July  22.  1905,  p.  131), 
and  he  was  appointed  the  secretary,  which  position  he  now 
holds,  although  he  has  no  shares  in  it.  In  July,  and  after  the 
company  had  been  formed,  the  traveller  again  came  round 
and  said  that  the  firm  would  not  knock  off  the  Id.,  so  he 
immediately  paid  it,  and  now  produced  the  receipt.  Mean- 
while the  company  ordered  from  the  plaintiffs  goods  to 
the  amount  of  Zl.  17$.  9d.,  and  in  his  capacity  as  secretary 
he  forwarded  a  cheque  for  that  amount,  and  was  astonished 
to  receive  a  day  or  two  afterwards  a  personal  summons  for 
the  amount.  Judge  Smyly  :  I  see  the  summons  was  issued 
before  the  cheque  was  sent.  Defendant  :  Yes ;  but  they  had 
no  right  to  sue  me  personally.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  ordering  of  the  goods,  and  they  were  not  for  me  per- 
sonally but  for  the  company.  Then,  again,  you  will  see 
that  they  have  added  on  the  Id.  which  I  had  already  paid, 
and  which  I  have  produced  the  receipt  for.  Plaintiffs' 
Representative  :  We  never  knew  when  we  supplied  the 
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goods  that  they  were  otherwise  than  they  had  always  been 
for  the  defendant.  The  assistant  gave  the  order  over 
the  counter  in  the  usual  way.  Judge  Smyly  :  If  you  are 
prepared  to  take  orders  given  over  the  counter  by  an  assis- 
tant that  is  your  look-out,  but  you  should  anyway  mako 
sure  as  to  whom  the  goods  are  being  supplied  to.  Plain- 
tiffs :  It  was  not  until  afterwards  that  we  saw  the  notices  in 
the  trade  papers  that  the  business  had  been  turned  into  a 
company.  Judge  Smyly  in  giving  judgment  for  the  de- 
fendant remarked  that  if  the  plaintiffs  had  sued  the  right 
party  he  would  have  decided  for  defendant  without  costs. 

Claim  for  Drugs. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  June  26, 
Judge  Smyly  had  before  him  the  case  of  Messrs.  C.  J. 
Hewlett  &  Son,  40  Charlotte  Street,  E.C.,  v.  Dr.  Austin 
Joseph  Mo-'an,  12  Cambridge  Gardens,  Kilburn,  N.W., 
which  was  a  claim  under  a  judgment  summons  for  81.  18s.  5d. 
for  drugs  supplied.  The  plaintiffs'  representative  said  that 
the  defendant  was  well  able  to  pay,  as  he  had  a  practice 
which  brought  him  in  at  least  400/.  or  5C0/.  a  year.  Judge 
Smyly  :  These  doctors  are  remarkable.  Why  do  they  not 
pay  their  debts  in  a  proper  manner  ?  Plaintiffs'  represen- 
tative :  He  is  always  promising  to  pay  us,  but  that  is  as 
far  as  it  has  got  at  present.  Judge  Smyly  :  I  see  that  the 
last  time  he  paid  before  the  matter  came  before  the  Court. 
Plaintiffs'  representative  :  Yes ;  and  he  would  pay  the  whole 
amount  quick  enough  now  if  you  would  make  a  committal 
order.  Judge  Smyly  made  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the 
whole  sum  in  three  monthly  instalments,  or  in  default  ten 
days'  imprisonment. 

Disinfecting  Sewage. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Monday,  June  25,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  and  a  jury,  Mr.  John  C.  Stead, 
F.C.S.,  consulting  chemist,  1  Finsbury  Circus,  E.C.,  sued 
Mr.  James  Boyce,  Queen's  Parade,  Scarborough,  to  recover 
25/.,  being  balance  of  50/.  for  professional  services  ren- 
dered.— Mr.  Warren  appeared  for  the  paintiff  and  Mr. 
Herbert  L.  Tebbs  for  the  defendant.  According  to  the 
plaintiff,  the  defendant  and  one  Hope  contemplated  going 
into  business  together  with  the  object  of  disinfecting  sewage 
or  breaking  it  up  by  means  of  a  chemical  process.  The  de- 
fendant engaged  the  plaintiff  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  starting  the  business,  and  it  was  agreed  that 
the  plaintiff  was  to  have  50/.  for  his  preliminary  services, 
but  only  25/.  had  been  paid. — The  defendant  said  that  the 
plaintiff  was  employed  to  start  a  business  on  the  lines  that 
1,000/.  capital  would  be  put  into  it.  Instead  of  that  he  had 
planned  it  at  a  cost  of  2,400/.,  which  was  useless.  The 
plaintiff  had  been  paid  25/.,  whereas  all  his  services  entitled 
him  to  was  15/.  The  defendant  counterclaimed  for  the 
balance  of  10/.— Mr.  H.  Hope,  chemist,  Mr.  Edwd.  F. 
Harrison,  F.I.C.,  and  Mr.  Frank  Stephens,  F.C.S.,  of 
Uxbridge,  gave  evidence  in  support  of  the  plaintiff's  case. 
The  defendant  having  given  his  version  of  the  transaction, 
the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  25/.  on  the  claim, 
and  on  the  counterclaim. 

A  SroNGE  Order. 

At  Newark,  on  June  25,  Messrs.  John  Goldhill  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  sponge-merchants,  of  17  Houndsditch,  London,  sued 
Hannah  Plyer,  of  Barnby  Gate,  Newark,  for  9/.  13s.  10c/., 
due  for  goods  supplied.  Defendant,  it  was  stated,  ordered 
sponges  to  the  value  of  14/.  13s.  10d.,  and  5/.  was  paid  on 
account.  Defendant  said  she  only  ordered  51.  worth,  but 
the_  plaintiffs  exceeded  the  order.  Judgment  was  given  for 
plaintiffs  for  the  sum  claimed  and  costs. 

A  Chemist's  Bet. 

At  the  Porth  (Rhondda  Valley)  County  Court,  on  June  22, 
Mr.  Edgar  Dukes,  retired  chemist,  Porth,  sued  Evan  Evans, 
Porth,  for  4/.,  due  in  respect  of  a  bet  made  on  the  occasion 
of  the  recent  district  council  election. — The  defendant 
denied  having  made  a  bet,  and  pleaded  the  Gaming  Act. — ■ 
The  judge  at  once  gave  judgment  for  defendant  without 
hearing  any  evidence. 


Martinique  Vanilla. — The  exports  of  vanilla  from  the 
French  Colony  of  Martinique  during-  1905  amounted  to  662  lb. 
(232/.),  against  102  lb.  (204/.)  in  1904. 


Bankruptcies  ano  failures. 


Re  Wm.  Wesson,  late  of  117  Hesslc  Road,  Kingston-on- 
Hull.— This  debtor,  who  traded  as  a  druggist,  and  has  un- 
secured liabilities  108/.  17s.  9cZ.  and  assets  17/.  10*.,  now  lives  at 
10  Dronfield  Street,  Leicester,  where  he  manages  a  small 
drug-business  carried  on  by  his  wife.  The  Leicester  Official 
Receiver  has  issued  a  summary  of  the  debtor's  statement  of 
affairs,  and  says  he  is  not  a  qualified  practitioner.

Re  Bertram  Simpson,  19  Chesterfield  Road  and  558  Abbey- 
dale  Road,  Sheffield,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  public 
examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  Sheffield  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  June  21,  before  the  Registrar,  Mr.  Joseph  Binney. 
The  accounts  show  gross  liabilities,  1,275/.  2s.  Id.  ;  secured 
liabilities,  85/.  ;  preferential  claims,  23/.  0s.  6d. ;  estimated 
assets,  684/.  2s.  Sd. — Debtor  stated  that  he  commenced  business 
without  capital,  but  borrowed  money  from  his  father-in-law 
and  other  friends.  His  wife  also  lent  him  509/.  His  creditors 
began  to  press  him  about  two  months  ago.  He  spent  about 
200/.  in  fitting  up  a  new  shop  in  Abbeydale  Road,  and  a  good 
portion  of  that  sum  was  still  owing.

wife  for  the  business,  and  on  the  security  of  which  he  had 
raised  a  loan  of  64/.  for  refurnishing  the  house. — The  examina- 
tion was  closed.

— Mr.  W.  A.  Rublee,  United  States  Consul- 
General  at  Vienna,  reports  to  the  Washington  Bureau  of 
Manufacturers  that  a  Hungarian  chemist  has  invented  a  pro- 
cess for  producing  large  and  cheap  lenses.  It  consists  essen- 
tially in  enclosing  a  fluid  substance  between  glass  surfaces,  the 
quality  of  the  glass  and  the  enclosed  liquid  being  such  as  to 
yield  pure  transmission  of  light.  Air  is  excluded  and  evapora- 
tion prevented,  and  it  is  asserted  that  the  fluid  will  not  suffer 
by  lanse  of  time  or  changes  of  temperature.

— but  perhaps  a  technical  description  will  be  available  before 
long  in  which  some  new  points  will  be  shown.

Zhc  Mcefc's  poisonings. 


TWELVE  cases  of  poisoning,  resulting  in  fourteen  deaths, 
have  been  reported  since  our  last  issue.  Four  of  the 
deaths  were  due  to  misadventure,  seven  were  suicides,  and 
three  deaths  are  said  to  have  been  due  to  an  Uxbridge  travel- 
ler (E.  M.  Williams)  killing  his  wife  and  two  children  with 
chloroform.  With  carbolic  acid  there  were  three  suicides. 
A  navvy  bought  a  bottle  of  the  poison  from  a  chemist  at 
Haslingden  on  June  22,  and  drank  a  large  portion  of  it, 
dying  the  same  night.  The  other  cases  were  a  young  woman 
at  Brentwood,  and  a  jealous  man  (55)  at  Kilkerry. — "  Death 
from  misadventure"  was  the  verdict  of  the  Holborn 
Coroner's  jury  in  the  case  of  Arthur  H.  A.  Currie  (31),  a 
barrister,  the  son  of  Colonel  Arthur  Currie,  who  had  suf- 
fered from  a  certain  aberration  of  intellect,  and  had  been 
staying  with  Dr.  Greenwood.  Leaving  his  house  he  sold 
his  bicycle  in  Camden  Town  for  21.  10s.,  then  visited  two 
chemists'  shops,  where  he  had  cocaine  made  up  in  large 
quantities  and  took  equivalent  to  72  grains  of  it  on  June  22, 
and  died. — An  unknown  man  was  found  dead  at  Fence 
House,  near  Sunderland,  and  the  Coroner's  jury  decided 
that  he  had  committed  suicide  with  laudanum. — Oxalic  acid 
was  the  cause  of  two  deaths.  Mrs.  dynes,  the  mother  of 
Mr.  J.  R.  Clynes,  M.P..  drank  a  solution  of  the  acid  in 
mistake  for  health-salts  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  died  on 
June  20.  At  Burton  a  picture- framer  named  Somers  com- 
mitted suicide  with  the  acid,  which  he  had  bought  from 
Messrs.  Hallam's.  Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Thomas 
ISewbold,  22  High  Street,  who  sold  it  as  prescribed  by  law. 
He  was  described  as  a  chemist,  but  his  name  is  not  on  the 
register.— Marie  Allingham  (35),  wife  of  Mr.  Walter 
Alhngham.  physician  and  surgeon,  of  Weymouth  Street 
Portland  Place,  W..  died  at  Gower  Street,  W.C.,  on  June  18. 
from  the  effects  of  potassium  cyanide,  self-administered' 
That  morning  she  bought  2  oz.  of  cvanide  of  potassium  at 
an  Oxford  Street  chemist's  "for  photographic  purposes." 


She  said  she  was  aware  of  the  deadly  nature  of  the  poison, 
which  was  properly  labelled. — Three  deaths  have  occurred 
from  spirit  of  salt.  Two  were  suicides  (at  Deptford  and 
Lambeth)  and  one  misadventure.  At  Norden,  Lanes,  John 
Crosby,  blacksmith,  during  the  temporary  absence  of  his 
wife,  took  a  drink  of  the  acid  by  mistake,  and  died  the  same 
afternoon. — At  Nottingham  on  June  21,  the  Coroner  held 
an  inquiry  regarding  the  death  of  Leslie  Whitby  (3)  from 
eating  "  Pharaoh's  Serpent  Eggs."  The  Coroner,  in  ad- 
journing the  matter,  intimated  that  he  would  communicate 
with  the  Chief  Constable  to  see  whether  the  shopkeeper  who 
sold  the  pills  had  net  contravened  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act. — The  newspapers  report  that  Dr.  Danford 
Thomas  stated  at  an  inquest  at  Islington  on  Monday  that 
once  while  "tasting"  the  bottle  of  a  suicide  by  the  tip  of 
his  finger  he  proved  the  contents  to  be  what  had  not  pre- 
viously been  suspected — namely,  prussic  acid.  In  a  few 
moments,  while  continuing  to  question  the  witnesses,  he 
found  the  acid  tingling  all  over  his  body,  right  to  his  finger- 
tips.

Cape  Colony 

Insolvencies. — The  general  depression  throughout  the 
Colony  is  illustrated  by  the  number  of  insolvencies  during 
the  past  three  years.  In  1903  the  bankruptcies  in  the  Colony 
numbered  299^  in  1904  813,  and  in  1905  740.  In  addition 
there  has  been  a  considerable  number  of  assignments  and 
compromises  with  creditors.  The  number  of  insolvencies 
recorded  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year  is  just 
on  200. 

The  New  Tariff  was  further  discussed  by  the  House  of 
Assembly  on  June  1,  when,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Oosthuisen, 
Mr.  Walton  stated  that  if  patent  medicines  are  made  up  of 
spirits — that  is,  if  they  are  called  tinctures  with  a  little 
tincture  in  them — they  will  come  under  the  spirit-duty, 
but  if  they  are  ordinary  medicines  they  will  come  under 
Class  3.  Replying  to  Mr.  Sauer,  he  said  that  the  Cape 
Government  would  have  their  own  regulations  to  deal  with 
methylated  spirits.  It  had  been  stated  that  methylated 
spirits  under  the  new  Convention  would  come  in  free,  and 
in  Cape  Town  now  the  spirits  are  sold  at  3s.  per  gal., 
against  the  old  price  7s.  6d.  to  7s.  Qd.  The  Treasurer, 
however,  explained  that  methylated  spirits  are  not  touched 
at  all,  and  stand  precisely  where  they  did  under  the  old 
Convention. 

Natal. 

Mr.  Astell  J.  Willson,  the  South  African  representative 
of  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  London,  was  in  Durban 
when  the  mail  left,  and  was  not  the  least  interested  of  those 
who  were  discussing  the  tariff  proposals.  His  cheerful  view 
sufficiently  indicates  that  he  is  not  of  opinion  that  his 
occupation  is  gone. 

The  New  Tariff. — A  correspondent  writing  on  June  2 
says  : 

I  find  that  retail  chemists  take  quite  a  philosophic  view 
of  the  new  tariff  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  tinctures :  quite 
a  number  of  them  have  already  ordered  presses  and  per- 
colates, and  are  looking  out  their  burettes  for  standardisa- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  every  chemist  is  indignant  about 
the  new  duty  of  £1  per  lb.  on  pills.  The  duty  is  prohibitive, 
and  the  reason  of  it  being  imposed  cannot  be  accounted  for, 
especially  on  Pharmacopoeia  pills,  there  being  no  pill- 
manufacturer  in  the  Colony.  A  meeting  of  Durban  chemists 
was  held  on  Monday.  May  28,  under  the  regis  of  the  Natal 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Millar 
(President),  Champion,  Forth,  Firth,  Hamlin.  Johnston, 
Lacombe,  Ryan,  Read,  and  the  Secretary.   A  full  discussion

took  place  regarding  the  retail  price  of  patents,  and  it 
appeared  unanimous  that  a  rise  in  price  of  certain  lines  was 
highly  desirable.  With  this  in  view  a  small  committee  was 
appointed  to  draw  up  such  price-list,  to  be  laid  before  a 
meeting  at  an  early  date.  The  President,  the  Secretary, 
and  Messrs.  Ryan,  Forth,  and  Johnston  were  nominated  on 
the  committee. 

A  rather  interesting  exchange  of  views  has  appeared  in  the 
Durban  Press.  Mr.  G.  A.  Champion,  in  the  course  of  an 
interview,  said  with  regard  to  tinctures 

that  he  gave  evidence  before  the  Industries  Commission, 
and  urged  that  they,  as  British  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions, should  be  admitted  at  the  same  rate  as  other  medi- 
cines, and  the  Commission  recommended  to  that  effect.  The 
duty  was  doubtless  imposed  at  the  demands  of  the  Cape 
delegates,  who  required  further  markets  for  their  spirits. 
As  a  result  of  this  duty,  the  price  of  medicine  would  be 
increased,  or  else  these  tinctures  would  have  to  be  made 
in  Natal  from  local  spirit,  which  had  to  pay  a  comparatively 
small  Excise.  These  tinctures  would  never  be  as  good  as 
those  made  in  England,  and  where  they  were  made  in  largo 
quantities  from  the  fresh  ingredients  probably  would  not 
be  standardised  as  they  should  be;  while,  even  if  they  were 
standardised,  the  South  African  spirit  was  not  as  good  as 
that  obtained  at  home,  and  the  roots,  barks,  etc.,  from 
which  they  were  made  would  deteriorate  much  in  this 
climate.  A  number  of  medical  men  to  whom  he  had  spoken 
disapproved  of  tinctures  made  from  local  spirits. 

This  brought  a  rejoinder  from  Mr.  J.  H.  Millar,  President 
of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  is  connected 
with  the  Meridian  Drug  and  Essence  Co.  He  said  that 
there  is  not  a  chemist  in  Natal  who  would  not  repudiate 
such  statements  as  Mr.  Champion's,  which  he  severely 
criticised,  adding  : 

It  is  a  fallacy  that  Natal  spirit  cannot  be  obtained  pure. 
There  are  at  least  two  distilleries  producing  pure  rectified 
spirit  for  chemists'  use,  which  cannot  be  distinguished  from 
the  finest  grain  spirit  in  Great  Britain,  and  it  certainly  is 
purer  than  some  of  the  German  potato  spirit,  which  is  used 
to  manufacture  the  great  bulk  of  the  British  tinctures  that 
are  exported  to  South  Africa. 

In  his  reply  Mr.  Champion  dubbed  Mr.  Millar's  remarks 
"  impertinent,"  and  said,  inter  alia  : 

Even  the  Cape  spirit,  which  is  said  to  be  better  than  that 
of  Natal,  is  not  pure  enough  to  make  some  preparations. 
Mr.  Millar  is  no  doubt  aware,  if  he  reads  his  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  that  only  a  short  time  ago  complaints  were  made 
that  the  Cape  spirit  could  not  be  used  for  making  the 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine. 

The  "Natal  Advertiser"  interviewed  Mr.  H.  J.  Brereton 
and  Messrs.  Stranack  &  Williams  in  regard  to  the  grounds 
for  "the  considerable  flutter"  in  the  local  drug-trade,  pills 
and  tinctures  being  the  topics  of  the  conversations. 

Transvaal. 

The  Chemical  and  Technical  Trading  Co.,  Ltd..  have 
removed  from  34  Loveday  Street  to  126  Market  Street, 
Johannesburg. 

The  Pharmacy  conducted  by  Mr.  D.  Donaldson  in  Com- 
missioner Street,  Johannesburg,  for  a  number  of  years  has 
been  closed. 

Mr.  Charles  Thomson,  Roodepoort,  is  building  hand- 
some new  business  premises,  into  which  he  expects  to 
remove  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks. 

The  Imperial  Pharmacy,  132  Commissioner  Street, 
Johannesburg,  conducted  for  several  years  by  Mr.  A.  Harris, 
has  been  taken  over  by  Messrs.  Branded  Righthouse,  who 
have  engaged  Mr.  E.  S.  Corke  as  manager. 

The  Year's  Trade. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Johannesburg  Chamber  of  Trade  on  May  22,  the  President 
said  there  had  been  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  general 
commercial  business  of  the  Transvaal  during  the  past  year. 


Not  Quite  What  he  Meant. — An  advertiser  in  a  lay  paper 
recently  inquired  for  a  "  competent  chemist  to  undertake  the 
sale  of  a  new  patent  medicine  which  will  prove  highly  lucra- 
tive to  the  undertaker." 

Among  the  Imports  into  Porto  Rico  from  the  United  States 
last  year  were  43,566/.  worth  of  drugs  and  chemicals  and  8,004/. 
worth  of  perfumery  and  cosmetics.  The  United  Kingdom 
shipped  chemicals  valued  at  759/.,  compared  with  1,090/. 
in  1904. 


CanaMan  IRews. 


The  Proprietary-medicine  Manufacturers  are  much 
alarmed  and  up  in  arms  at  the  proposal  of  the  Dominion 
Government  to  tax  all  proprietary  and  patent  medicines  to 
the  extent  of  1  or  2  per  cent.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Government  also  to  make  these  manufacturers  pay  a  licence 
of  $20.  Should  the  proposal  become  law,  it  will  mean  an 
additional  revenue  of  some  $300,000. 

Overcrowding. — Another  proof  of  the  overcrowding  in 
the  drug-trade  in  Canada  is  the  number  of  assignments  taking 
place.  Last  week  the  Lyman  Knox  Co.,  of  Montreal, 
asked  Mr.  Valmore  Ledoux,  of  Ontario  Street,  to  make  an 
assignment  of  his  assets  in  their  favour,  which  amounted  to 
$1,550.00  in  cash  obtained  from  the  sale  of  stock-in-trade, 
book-debts,  and  fixtures.  The  liabilities  amount  to  nearly 
$7,000.00. 

Smuggled  Opium. — It  is  reported  from  Vancouver,  B.C., 
that  70  lb.  of  opium  packed  in  140  half-pound  cans  and 
carefully  wrapped  in  old  newspapers  and  concealed  in  a 
trunk  consigned  to  Portland,  Oregon,  was  seized  recently 
by  United  States  Inspector  George  Hubbard,  of  Belling- 
ham.  When  the  Vancouver  train  pulled  up  shortly  before 
six  o'clock  Inspector  Hubbard  became  suspicious  of  a  small 
trunk  put  on  the  train  at  the  Great  Northern  depot.  Search 
revealed  contents  worth  about  $700.  The  opium  was  pro- 
bably brought  from  British  Columbia  and  re-shipped. 

Wants  Preference  Extending. — Mr.  Henry  Miles, 
Editor  of  the  "  Montreal  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  Presi- 
dent of  the  Leeming  Miles  Co.  and  of  the  Montreal  Business 
Men's  League,  has  returned  from  a  trip  to  England  and 
France.  Mr.  Miles  was  especially  pleased  with  the  wide- 
spread interest  noticeable  everywhere  in  regard  to  Canada. 
This  interest  was  almost  as  much  in  evidence  in  France  as  in 
the  Mother  Country.  Mr.  Miles  thinks  the  list  of  prefer  en- 
tial articles  could  be  greatly  extended  to  the  benefit  of  both 
England  and  Canada.  He  finds  that  Canada  is  becoming 
much  better  known,  and  that  increased  confidence  in  the 
premier  Colony  is  being  established,  which  will  bring  a  large 
population  from  the  British  Isles  to  Canada. 

Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  annual  meet- 
ing of  this  Association  was  held  in  Laval  University,  Quebec, 
on  June  12.  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble,  of  Montreal,  occupied  the 
chair,  and  Mr.  E.  Muir  acted  as  Secretary.  The  President 
nominated  as  scrutineers  Messrs.  Henry  Willis  and  J.  E. 
Dube,  of  Quebec,  who,  after  having  counted  197  ballot- 
papers,  declared  the  followed  six  gentlemen  duly  elected  as 
members  of  the  Council  for  the  years  1906-8  :  Messrs.  A.  E. 
Du  Berger,  Waterloo;  H.  R.  Gray,  Montreal;  Alf.  L.  Jolli- 
coeur,  Quebec;  E.  C.  Fraser,  Sherbrooke ;  J.  A.  Goyer  and 
F.  L.  Woolley,  Montreal.  These,  with  the  following  gentle- 
men, who  remain  in  office,  will  compose  the  Council  for  the 
year  1906-7  :  Messrs.  J.  E.  Tremble,  Edmond  Giroux,  jun.. 
R.  W.  Williams,  A.  J.  Laurence,  W.  H.  Chapman,  and 
Joseph  E.  Morrison. 

Anti-cutting  Agreements. — Much  interest  has  been 
shown  by  the  Canadian  drug-trade  in  the  judgment 
recently  delivered  at  Toronto  by  Mr.  Justice  Clute  in  the 
case  of  Wampole  &  Co.  v.  Karn  &  Co.,  and  referred  to  in 
the  C.  db  D.  a  few  weeks  ago.  This  judgment  appears  to 
have  the  effect  of  declaring  that  anti-price-cutting  schemes 
are  illegal  in  the  Dominion.  The  plaintiffs  in  the  case  are 
manufacturing  chemists,  and  the  defendants,  retail  drug- 
gists, purchased  proprietary  articles  made  by  the  plaintiffs 
on  anti-cutting  terms.  They  sold  these  goods  20  per  cent, 
below  the  stipulated  minimum  price,  and  the  plaintiffs 
brought  an  action  against  them.  Mr.  Justice  Clute  decided 
for  the  defendants,  on  the  ground  that  an  anti-cutting 
agreement  is  a  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade,  and  is  there- 
fore not  binding.  He  held  that  the  agreement  was  pro- 
cured by  an  unlawful  conspiracy  between  the  plaintiffs  and 
other  manufacturing  chemists  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
Association  of  Wholesale  and  Retail  Druggists  on  the  other, 
for  the  purpose  of  unduly  preventing  or  lessening  competi- 
tion in  the  purchase,  barter,  and  sale  of  articles  of  com- 
merce, and  for  the  purpose  of  unreasonably  enhancing  the 
prices  of  the  said  commodities.  As  such  the  agreement  was 
null  and  void,  being  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the 
criminal  code. 
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Chemical  Society. 

THE  meeting  of  the  Fellows  at  Burlington  House  on 
Thursday  evening,  June  21,  was  unusual,  in  respeci 
to  the  fact  that  it  was  an  ordinary  meeting  preceded  by  a 
memorial  lecture  on 

Per  Theodor  Cleve, 
the  Swedish  chemist,  who  was  an  honorary  Fellow  of  the 
Society,  and  died  a  year  ago.  The  formalities  of  procedure 
differed  from  the  usual  routine.  Professor  Meldola,  the 
President,  was  alone  on  the  platform  at  8.30 — the  Secre- 
taries, Dr.  Martin  Forster  and  Professor  Crossley,  taking 
seats  in  the  body  of  the  room  until  the  lecture  was  over. 
The  room  was  well  filled  with  Fellows,  on  the  front  bench 
being  Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong,  Professor  W.  H.  Perkin, 
Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  sen.,  Dr.  Alexander  Scott,  Sir  H.  E. 
Roscoe,  Sir  William  Ramsay,  Dr.  E.  Divers,  and  Professor 
W.  A.  Tilden.  There  was  a  fair  pharmaceutical  contin- 
gent at  the  meeting,  among  those  whom  we  observed  being 
Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Dr.  T.  A.  Henry,  Dr.  E.  Goulding,  Mr. 
F.  H.  Carr,  Mr.  C.  T.  Bennett,  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie 
(Johannesburg),  and  Mr.  J.  Stuart  Hills — the  last-named 
afterwards  being  admitted  a  Fellow.  The  lecturer  was 
Professor  T.  E.  Thorpe,  who  enjoyed  the  friendship  of 
Cleve  (Klay-va),  and  was  thus  able  to  speak  of  him  from 
personal  knowledge,  but  he  had  received  from  Cleve's 
daughter  a  copy  of  the  memoir  contributed  to  the 
"  Berichte."  In  the  course  of  the  lecture  Professor  Thorpe 
spoke  of  the  influence  which  Berzelius  and  other  Swedish 
chemists  had  had  upon  chemical  science,  and  said  that  Cleve 
had  worthily  upheld  the  traditions  of  his  countrymen  in 
that  respect.  Born  at  Stockholm  in  1840,  he  early  showed 
an  extraordinary  love  for  natural  history;  indeed,  it  was 
not  very  obvious  why  he  became  a  chemist.  His  first  con- 
tribution to  science,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  was  on  the 
chrome-ammonium  compounds,  and  he  followed  it  up  with 
a  study  of  the  analogous  platinum  bases,  which  occupied  him 
for  six  years,  his  results  being  put  together  in  a  paper 
written  in  English  and  published  in  1872.  Of  these  re- 
searches the  principle  of  isomerism,  in  the  widest  sense,  was 
the  dominant  motive.  A  voyage  to  the  Antilles  gave  him 
an  opportunity  to  gratify  his  taste  for  natural  history,  and 
on  his  return  he  was  appointed  to  a  post  in  the  Stockholm 
Technological  Institute,  soon  afterwards  succeeding  Svan- 
berg  in  the  chair  of  chemistry  at  Upsala.  There  he  occupied 
himself  with  a  long  study  of  the  "  rare  earths  "  in  the  light 
of  Mendeleeff's  periodic  table,  and  his  contributions  to  this 
department  of  mineral  chemistry,  which  ended  with  papers 
on  samarium  in  1883-85,  won  him  the  Davy  Medal  of  the 
Royal  Society  in  1894.  In  descriptive  mineralogy  his  name 
was  associated  with  a  mineral  which  was  of  importance  in 
the  history  of  argon  and  helium,  for  Sir  William  Ramsay 
had  recognised  that  those  gases  were  contained  in  cleveite. 
As  director  of  the  Upsala  Laboratory  he  felt  that  organic 
chemistry  should  take  its  proper  place  in  the  University, 
and  therefore  after  his  work  on  the  rare  earths  he  deter- 
mined himself  to  embark  on  the  ocean  of  organic  research. 
Again  he  was  attracted  by  problems  of  isomerism,  and  found 
ample  scope  for  his  energy  in  naphthalene,  which  occupied 
the  Upsala  Laboratory  for  about  eighteen  years.  Towards 
the  close  of  his  life  he  became  more  and  more  absorbed  in 
biological  studies,  and  his  work  on  plankton  and  diatoms 
secured  him  the  honorary  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  Micro- 
scopical Society.  Cleve,  who  died  at  Upsala  in  June  of  last 
year,  highly  appreciated  his  honorary  membership  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  and  published  several  of  his  contributions 
to  chemistry  in  its  journal. 

The  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  was  moved  by  Sir 
Henry  Roscoe,  who  appreciatively  referred  to  the  charm  of 
his  "friend  Thorpe's"  style  of  doing  such  things;  and 
Professor  Tilden  followed  him,  probably  as  one  who  has 
worked  very  largely  upon  cleveite.  The  professor's  remarks 
were  directed  to  encourage  young  chemists  to  devote  more 
attention  to  inorganic  chemistry,  for,  he  said,  until  the  gaps 
in  Mendeleeff's  table  are  filled  up  the  periodic  law  will  not 
be  wholly  proved. — The  President  added  a  few  words  of 
thanks,  and  Professor  Thorpe  acknowledged  the  vote. 

It  was  now  fully  half-past  nine,  and  the  Secretaries 
mounted  the  platform  to  read  minutes  and  do  other  introduc- 
tory  formalities,   including   the   admission   of  two  new 


Fellows.  The  President  intimated,  amid  general  acclama- 
tion, that  the  Council  had  that  day  selected  Professor 
Walter  Noel  Hartley,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.,  etc.,  Dublin,  as  the 
Longstaff  Medallist,  in  appreciation  of  his  researches  in 
spectroscopic  chemistry.  Papers  were  then  called  for,  the 
first  one  being  from  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research 
Laboratories  on 

The  Constituents  of  the  Essential  Oil  from  the 
Fruit  of  Pittosforum.  Undulatum. 

By  F.  B.  Power  and  F.  Tutin. 

Pittosporum  undulatum,  Ventenat,  is  a  tree  indigenous  to 
j  South-Eastern  Australia,  where  it  is  known  under  the 
I  popular  names  of  "  native  laurel  "  and  '.'  mock  orange."  An 
;  allied  species,  P.  Tobira,  which  is  a  native  of  Japan,  is  fre- 
quently cultivated  as  a  house-plant  on  account  of  the 
fragrance  of  its  handsome  white  flowers.  Fresh  specimens 
of  both  from  Kew  were  exhibited.  It  was  observed  some 
years  ago  by  Professor  R.  Threlfall,  then  Professor  of 
Physics  in  the  University  of  Sydney,  that  the  fruit  of 
Pittosporum  undulatum,  when  bruised,  develops  a  fragrant 
odour,  resembling  that  of  the  Tangerine  orange,  which  was 
evidently  due  to  an  essential  oil.  He  distilled  a  small 
quantity  of  the  oil,  determined  its  physical  constants,  and 
!  subjected  a  portion  of  it  to  a  single  fractional  distillation, 
but  did  not  proceed  further  with  its  examination.  These 
products,  including  a  specimen  of  the  original  oil,  were 
subsequently  sent  to  Professor  W.  A.  Tilden,  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Science,  who  placed  them  at  the  disposal  of  one 
of  the  authors  for  investigation.  Although  this  specimen 
of  the  oil  served  for  some  preliminary  experiments,  it  was 
evident  that  it  had  undergone  some  change  on  keeping,  and 
the  authors  therefore  availed  themselves  of  an  opportunity 
j  of  having  a  larger  quantity  of  the  oil  freshly  distilled  in 
Australia  for  the  purpose  of  its  complete  examination. 
From  220  kilos,  of  the  nearly  ripe  fruit,  gathered  during 
December  and  January.  960  grams  of  oil  was  obtained, 
corresponding  to  a  yield  of  0.44  per  cent.  The  freshly 
distilled  pittosporum  oil  had  a  pale  yellow  colour  and  a 
pleasant  odour,  reminding  of  orange  oil.  Its  constants 
were  as  follows  :  d  15c/ 15°  =  0.8615  ;  +74°  4'  in  a  100-mm. 
tube.  It  was  insoluble  in  ten  times  its  volume  of  70-per- 
cent, alcohol.  These  characters  were  suggestive  of  the 
presence  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  limonene.  Some 
preliminary  experiments  showed  the  oil  to  contain  but  a 
trace  of  free  acids,  and  a  very  small  amount  of  esters. 
Special  tests  for  methyl  anthranilate,  and  for  an  olefinic 
terpene  and  phellandrene.  gave  negative  results.  The 
i  further  systematic  examination  of  the  oil  showed  it  to  con- 
tain the  following  substances  :  d  —  pinene  (nitrosochloride ; 
nitrolbenzylamine,  m. p.  123°),  about  4  per  cent.  ;  d  —  limonene 
(tetrabromide,  m.p.  104°),  about  75  per  cent.;  esters  of 
valeric,  formic,  and  other  acids,  a  small  amount ;  an  optically 
inactive  sesquit't  iie,  about  15  per  cent.  ;  palmitic  acid 
and  an  undeter»  ed  phenol,  in  very  small  amount;  and 
apparently  a  tra  jf  salicylic  acid.  The  sesquiterpene  con- 
tained in  this  o'  is  a  slightly  viscid  liquid,  having  a  pale 
straw  colour  an  a  delicate  rose-like  fragrance.  It  has  the 
following  constants:  B.p.  263  -  264°  corr.  ;  d  15°/15°=0.9100  ; 
»D*>3  =  1.5030 ;  molecular  refraction  66.22.  Although  it 
was  not  possible  to  obtain  from  this  sesquiterpene  any  solid 
derivative,  such  as  the  hydrochloride,  nitrosochloride, 
nitrosite,  or  nitrosate,  which  would  serve  definitely  to 
characterise  it,  it  is  evidently  not  identical  with  either  of 
1  the  previously  known  optically  inactive  sesquiterpenes, 
humulene  and  limene,  and  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  a 
compound  which  has  not  hitherto  been  described.  Its 
molecular  refraction  indicates  it  to  belong  to  the  group  of 
dicyclic  sesquiterpenes,  which  includes  humulene,  whereas 
limene  evidently  has  three  ethylenic  linkings,  and  is  there- 
fore monocyclic. 

The  President  in  thanking  Dr.  Power  for  his  paper  said 
that  Professor  Tilden  had  had  to  leave  to  catch  a  train,  but 
he  had  left  a  message  expressive  of  his  interest  in  the  re- 
search.— Other  papers  followed,  but  none  of  them  were  of 
pharmaceutical  interest. — The  last  meeting  of  the  session 
I  will  be  held  on  Thursday  evening.  July  5.

THE  end  of  the  half-year  and  stock-taking  operations  tend 
to  restrict  business  in  drugs  and  chemicals  somewhat, 
but  there  is  a  steady  undercurrent  of  trade  in  several 
directions.  There  are  no  important  fluctuations  in  values 
to  report ;  but  the  rising  tendency  in  cascara  sagrada  is 
still  apparent.  Japanese  refined  camphor  has  recovered  the 
decline  of  last  week,  as  the  result  of  a  speculator  covering 
his  wants ;  consumptive  demand,  however,  remains  poor 
owing  to  the  present  high  prices  and  the  increasing  use  of 
substitutes.  Japanese  peppermint  oil  is  also  dearer  on 
speculative  buying,  while  American  oil  is  firm  but  quiet. 
Belladonna  root  is  exceedingly  scarce  and  wanted.  Shellac 
and  soy  are  dearer.  Among  chemicals,  foreign  prussiate  of 
potash  and  refined  nitrate  of  soda  are  firmer.  Ammonia 
chloride  and  ammonia  sulphate  are  easier.  Antimony  and 
tin  salts  are  lower.  The  following  are  the  principal  changes 
of  the  week  :

Smyrna,  June  27  : — As  a  result  of  the  continued  un- 
favourable opium-crop  reports,  speculation  has  commenced 
and  prices  are  advancing. 

Hamburg,  June  28  : — Hydrastis  (golden  seal)  is  firm  at 
15fm.  per  kilo.,  H.G.H.  American  peppermint  oil  is  quoted 
14Jm.  per  lb.,  and  Japanese  dementholised  oil  is  firmer  at 
lOgm.  per  kilo. 

New  York,  June  28  : — The  drug-market  is  quiet.  Crude 
yellow  beeswax  is  scarce  and  dearer  at  34c.  per  lb.  Rio 
ipecacuanha  is  the  turn  easier  at  $1.70,  and  gamboge  is 
lower  at  85c.  per  lb.  for  Siam  pipe.  Golden  seal  (hydrastis) 
is  unsettled,  and  $1.40  will  now  buy.  Peppermint  oil  is  still 
strong  at  $2.80  per  lb.,  and  Mexican  sarsaparilla  is  firm  at 
10c.  per  lb. 

Bulgarian  Otto  of  Rose. 

Our  correspondent  in  Bulgaria,  under  date  of  June  20, 
sends  us  the  following:  "The  rose-harvest  is  almost  con- 
cluded. Only  in  villages  high  up  in  the  mountains,  such  as 
Adjar  and  Klissoura,  the  distillation  may  drag  on  a  few 
days  longed  The  harvest  lasted,  on  the  whole,  a  little 
over  the  average — say,  twenty  eight  days.  It  would 
have  probably  been  prolonged  to  fully  five  weeks, 
but  for  the  three  tropically  hot  days  we  had  on  June  1, 
2,  and  3,  when  the  harvest  was  at  its  height.  With  the 
exceptions  of  these  three  days  the  weather  was  rainy  and 
cool  during  the  whole  harvesting  season.  As  a  result,  the  new 
otto  is  of  the  richest  possible  quality.  It  is  too  early  yet  to 
state  with  certainty  what  the  total  production  of  the  crop  is. 
No  one  has  yet  had  time  to  check  and  verify  the  yield  of  every 
rose-locality.  This  will  be  known  in  about  three  weeks' 
time.  The  total  yield  will  probably  prove  (as  forecasted  in 
my  earlier  communications)  as  large  as  last  year's,  and  mav 
be  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  larger." 


Vanilla  Statistics. 

Mr.  Hermann  Mayer  Senior,  vanilla-importer,  gives  the 
following  figures,  which  approximately  represent  the  world's 
output  of  vanilla  during  the  seasons  1905-6  :  Bourbon,  70  tons  ; 
Seychelles,  45  tons;  Mauritius,  5  tons;  Comores,  Mayotte, 
Madagascar,  etc.,  120  tons;  Guadeloupe,  Java,  Ceylon,  and 
Fiji,  10  tons;  Mexico,  70  tons;  Tahiti,  100  tons — total,  about 
420  tons.  Comparing  the  above  figures  with  1904-5  it  may  bo 
noted  that  the  world's  output  was  larger  by  about  forty  tons. 
A  British  Consular  report  on  Tahiti  states  that  the  exports 
during  1905  amounted  in  value  to  12,087^.,  against  15,969/.  in 
1904,  23,424/.  in  1903,  and  47,417/.  in  1902.  _  Last  year  the 
exports  by  weight  amounted  to  122^  tons,  against  134^  tons  in 
1904.  The  U.S.A.  received  92  tons,  France  25^  tons,  New 
Zealand  3j  tons,  and  the  United  Kingdom  lg  ton.  No  steps 
have  yet  been  taken  to  conserve  this  industry  at  Tahiti, 
remarks  the  Consul,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  local  price  has 
further  fallen  from  the  equivalent  of  Is.  Ofd.  per  lb.  in  1904 
to  10£cZ,  per  lb.  in  1905. 

American  Peppermint  Crop. 

Advices  to  hand  from  various  growers  of  peppermint  in  the 
United  States  make  interesting  reading  at  the  present  stage, 
but  we  can  only  find  room  for  a  summary  of  their  remarks. 
They  one  and  all  predict  increased  crop  shortage,  but  it  cannot 
yet  be  said  that  any  adequate  response  has  been  made  either 
here  or  in  the  U.S.A.  in  the  matter  of  increased  prices,  though 
we  are  assured  that  these  are  bound  to  come  later.  One  grower 
at  Niles  states  that  he  is  turning  about  150  acres  out  of  200 
acres  planted  with  peppermint  into  corn,  potatoes,  and  millet. 
Some  growers,  he  says,  have  left  their  fields,  knowing  they 
will  not  pay  this  year,  but  hope  they  may  thicken  up  for  a 
"  stand "  next  year.  Oil  is  being  offered  for  September- 
October  shipment,  but  at  the  present  time  this  grower  would 
not  make  a  contract  below  $3.00,  and  not  then  unless  he  was 
sure  where  the  oil  was  coming  from.  Another  grower  writes 
ho  has  not  seen  a  first-class  field  of  peppermint  this  year  in  his 
locality,  and  docs  not  believe  conditions  are  any  more  favour- 
able elsewhere.  A  third  grower  writes:  "There  appears  to 
be  more  favourable  reports  of  late  regarding  the  growth  of 
peppermint.  Although  the  roots  went  in  the  ground  in  rather 
poor  condition  as  to  the  average,  there  still  remains  a  possi- 
bility for  a  fair  crop.  But  very  little  of  the  spring  setting  has 
been  abandoned.  The  growth  on  my  farm  is  fairly  good,  but 
as  to  the  estimate  of  the  quantity  it  is  too  early  in  the  season 
to  state." 

Java  Cinchona. 

The  "  Java  Bode  "  of  May  3  contains  the  following  letter 
from  Bandong :  "The  Combination  of  Cinchona-planters 
held  their  first  meeting  on  May  2  in  the  Concordia  Society 
premises,  Batavia.  Little  interest  was,  however,  shown  in 
the  proceedings,  only  ten  members  being  present,  inclusive 
of  the  management.  The  Secretary  of  the  Union,  Mr. 
L.  L.  A.  Maurenbrecher,  was  therefore  desirous  of  adjourning 
the  meeting,  but  the  President,  Mr.  P.  van  Leersum,  manager 
of  the  Government  Cinchona-plantations,  successfully  op- 
posed this  proposition.  It  will  be  remembered  this  Union 
was  called  into  existence  in  December  1905  (see  G.  <£•  D.. 
December  23,  p.  990)  with  the  object  of  limiting  the  output  of 
Java  bark  to  some  six  million  Amsterdam  pounds,  and  to 
warehousing  one-twelfth  of  the  crops.  The  limiting  of  the 
unit  was  also  abolished.  At  the  present  meeting  no  new 
planters  joined  the  LTnion.  On  the  other  hand,  two  planters 
had  withdrawn  or  signified  their  intention  to  amplify  their 
crop-returns.  It  transpired  that  the  firm  of  Koch  &  Suer- 
mondt,  commissioners  to  the  Union,  had  in  Holland  obtained 
even  less  co-operation  than  the  firms  in  the  Preanger.  The 
only  solution  of  the  business,  said  Baron  van  Heeckeren  van 
Sernarang,  is  to  be  found  in  a  large  commercial  house  setting 
up  a  trust  in  cinchona. — The  criticism  by  the  Soekaboemischo 
Landbouw-Vereeniging  on  cinchorja-culture  in  its  yearly 
report  for  1905  was  sharply  traversed  for  its  unfairness.  This 
unfairness  was  demonstrated  by  Mr.  van  Leersum  with 
figures  and  facts  which  met  with  general  approval.  The 
result  of  the  criticism  is  that  some  members  of  the  Soeka- 
boemische  Landbouw-Vereeniging  have  withdrawn  their 
membership,  and  the  proposition  was  submitted  to  reconsti- 
tute the  previous  Union  for  Cinchona-culture  as  an  indepen- 
dent body,  in  conjunction  with  the  Union  of  Cinchona- 
planters,  apart  from  the  Soekaboemische  Landbouw  Vereenig- 
ing,  with  Bandong  as  the  centre  of  the  cinchona-industry.  Tha 
proposition  was  left  over  to  be  considered  at  the  next  meeting. 
The  regulations  for  the  Union  of  Cinchona-planters  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Maurenbrecher  were  approved. — Mr.  D.  Boutmy 
van  Pangledjar  was  elected  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Mauren- 
brecher, who  has  resigned,  he  being  about  to  go  to  Europe ; 
while  Mr.  S.  Meijer,  of  the  Friesland  establishment,  is  to 
be  Treasurer.

per  lb.,  according  to  quality. 

Ammonium  Choride. — Prices  have  been  somewhat 
reduced  in  one  quarter  ;  but  we  understand  in  another  direc- 
tion makers  are  considerably  behindhand  in  their  deliveries. 

Antimony. — English  regulus  is  lower  and  unsettled  at 
from  1061.  to  1101.  on  the  spot,  but  some  holders  ask  115/. 
to  120/.  Japanese  crude  near  at  hand  is  quoted  72/.,  and 
spot  75/. 

Arrowroot. — Quiet.  At  auction  157  barrels  St.  Vincent 
sold  without  reserve  at  from  l%d.  to  l|f/.  per  lb. 

Belladonna-root. — There  is  a  good  inquiry,  but  the 
article  is  practically  unobtainable  on  the  spot ;  a  little  has 
been  sold  at  an  extreme  price. 

Bromides  are  unaltered  at  Is.  per  lb.  nominally  for 
English  potassium,  while  from  second-hands  small  lots  of 
American  can  be  had  from  lid.  to  ll^d.  per  lb.  The 
English  makers  are  now  receiving  fair  quantities  of  raw 
material  from  Germany. 

Burdock. — Cut  is  now  quoted  56s.  per  cwt. 

Camphor. — Firmer  for  Japanese  refined  tablets,  sales  of 
about  50  cases  having  been  at  from  3s.  Id.  to  as.  9d.  for 
1-oz.  sizes  on  the  spot ;  and  for  July  shipment  3s.  8rZ.  has 
been  paid,  mostly  for  small  sizes,  but  to-day  May- June 
shipment  has  been  sold  at  3s.  9^d.  It  is  understood  that  the 
business  was  on  account  of  a  speculator  covering  contracts 
which  fell  due  this  week.  English  refiners  maintain  the 
price  of  bells  at  4s.

The 
spring  fishing  is  now  at  an  end,  and  the  official  inspection  and 
reports  are  discontinued.  What  is  caught  after  this  date 
will  belong  to  the  summer  fishing  mainly  carried  on  by  the 
population  of  the  fishing  stations,  whereas  the  winter  and 
spring  fisheries  gather  men  from  all  parts  of  the  northern 
country.

Phosphor-paste  and  Photographic  Paper. 

Sir, — We  think  the  following  experience  may  be  useful 
to  photographic  dealers.  We  recently  sent  some  dozens 
of  packets' of  sensitised  postcards  to  a  customer,  and  on  some 
of  them  being  opened  they  were  found  to  be  discoloured 
round  the  edges  and  unsaleable.  We  returned  a  sample  to 
the  makers  to  ask  for  their  explanation,  and  they  informed 
us  the  goods  were  quite  fresh  when  they  left  their  works, 
and  the  papers  had  evidently  been  exposed  to  the  action 
of  some  strong  chemical.  In  our  stock  there  is  no  oppor- 
tunity for  sensitive  material  to  come  into  contact  with  any 
chemical,  and  our  customer  said  the  same  of  his  store,  but 
suggested  that  as  the  cards  had  been  packed  with  several 
pots  of  phosphor-paste,  possibly  the  phosphorus  might  be 
the  cause  of  the  deterioration.  We  accordingly  made  an  ex- 
periment by  putting  a  piece  of  fresh  P.O. P.  in  a  box  with  a 
pot  of  phosphor-paste,  and  the  following  morning  the  paper 
was  quite  discoloured  and  unfit  for  use,  although  no  smell  of 
phosphorus  could  be  detected.    Yours  faithfully,

London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Agricultural  Poisons. 

Messrs.  W.  Cooper  &  Nephews,  in  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  Assistant- Secretary  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce with  reference  to  the  absence  of  their  Mr.  Gilbert 
from  the  meeting  of  the  Chemical-trade  Section  on  May  30, 
which  was  the  subject  of  remark  at  the  time,  say  : 

Under  no  circumstances  could  Mr.  Gilbert  have  attended, 
because  of  his  absence  in  Switzerland,  where  he  had  oeen 
ordered  by  the  doctor  after  a  period  of  profound  anxiety 
which  led  up  to  the  loss  of  his  wife.  His  clerk,  into  whose 
hands  all  letters  passed  upon  subjects  in  which  Mr.  Gilbert 
was  specially  interested,  had  instructions  that  he  was  not 
to  be  troubled  with  any  business  matter  whatever,  no  matter 
how  important,  and  Mr.  Gilbert  did  not  know  that  it  was 
proposed  to  hold  such  a  meeting.  As  a  fact,  however,  we 
have  made  a  careful  search  of  all  papers  relating  to  this 
subject  which  have  come  to  hand,  and,  neither  addressed  to 
ourselves  nor  Mr.  Gilbert,  can  we  find  any  notice  convening 
this  meeting,  nor  any  letter  asking  if  the  date  in  question 
would  suit  his  convenience,  which  we  should  have  assumed 
under  the  circumstances  would  have  been  written.  Mr. 
Gilbert's  private  clerk,  who  is  an  extremely  careful  man, 
most  emphatically  asserts  that  no  such  letter  or  circular  was 
ever  received.  We  know  that  Mr.  Gilbert  will  be  greatly 
pained  when  he  hears  that  his  absence  has  been  interpreted 
as  a  lack  of  courtesy  to  the  Chamber,  because  that  is  a 
quality  of  which  he  is  incapable. 

We  feel  sure  that  all  who  know  Mr.  "Gilbert  will  join  with 
us  in  sympathy  towards  him  in  his  great  bereavement,  and 
in  the  hope  that  he  will  soon  be  fully  restored  to  health. 
Getting  Agricultural  Business. 

Mr.  James  Robertson,  chemist  and  druggist,  St.  Boswells, 
uses  the  subjoined  as  a  typewritten  letter  to  farmers  and 
others  in  his  district,  and  has  found  it  to  be  good  for  busi- 
ness, while  it  combats  well  the  present  unsatisfactory  state 
of  matters.   We  reproduce  it  so  that  others  may  do  likewise  : 

Poisons  :  Sheep-dips,  Weed-killers,  Insecticides,  &c. 
The  law  only  allows  qualified  chemists  to  sell  these,  but 

a  great  many  unqualified  traders  dabble  in  them— quite 


illegally,  of  course — and  render  themselves  liable  to  prosecu- 
tion and  heavy  fines  and  expenses,  and  buyers  the  risk  of 
appearing  as  witnesses. 

Other  and  more  reprehensible  methods  of  selling  fre- 
quently adopted  by  agents  or  their  canvassers  must  be 
patent  to  everyone. 

Interested  parties  are  urging  Parliament  to  license  un- 
qualified dealers,  through  the  local  authorities,  in  dis- 
tricts unrepresented  by  chemists  on  payment  of  an  annual 
fee,  and  with  restrictions  as  to  storing  separate  from  food, 
etc. — manifestly  unfair  when  compared  with  the  stringent 
and  expensive  examination  required  of  the  chemist  before 
he  can  sell  any  poison. 

They  claim  that  there  are  many  such  districts  in  the 
three  kingdoms,  but  the  evidence  before  the  Royal  Com- 
mission of  Chief-Constables  and  other  officials,  as  well  as 
of  buyers  and  users  themselves,  went  to  prove  the  contrary, 
and  there  is  not,  or  ever  has  been,  the  slightest  difficulty 
in  meeting  all  wants  at  the  chemists'. 

For  the  continued  safety  of  the  public  these  officials 
further  declared  themselves  in  favour  of  maintaining  the 
existing  law 

It  is  therefore  of  importance  that  buyers  be  on  their 
guard  and  keep  to  the  legalised  channels — the  chemists. 
Soliciting  your  assistance  in  the  matter, 
I  am,  yours  faithfully.

Byron  Silver  Gloss. 

Sir, — The  following  is  an  account  of  our  experiences  of 
the  Byron  Manufacturing  Co.  On  April  28  we  received  a 
four-page  typewritten  letter,  signed  "  E.  A.  Gibbons," 
describing  the  company's  starch-gloss,  offering  us  the 
agency  for  the  same,  and  requesting  a  cheque  for  4Z.  Among 
other  matters  this  letter  states  ' '  only  chemists  are  offered 
the  agency;  no  other  retailers  are  approached."  We  sent 
a  cheque,  and  on  May  3  received  an  unstamped  receipt  for 
the  same,  signed  "  W.  W.  Jhonson."  This  party  also 
endorsed  our  cheque,  which  was  cashed  with  commendable 
promptness.  On  May  9  the  company,  per  "  W.  W.  Jhon- 
son," sent  a  letter  regarding  delay  in  supplying  the  goods, 
owing  to  wrappers  not  being  forward.  They  were  also 
kind  enough  to  say  that  they  would  not  require  cash  with 
order  in  future!  They  apologised  for  their  being  "so  un- 
businesslike in  not  executing  your  order  before,"  but  they 
were  "new  to  this  country  and  its  methods  of  business." 
They  evidently  knew  sufficient,  however,  to  enable  them 
to  cash  a  cheque  promptly.  On  May  26  we  were  informed 
that  the  goods  would  be  despatched  "  in  a  few  days."  An 
envelope  for  "  free  samples"  was  enclosed,  with  a  request 
that  we  would  alter  the  lettering  to  suit  our  requirements. 
The  word  "  few  "  is  capable  of  various  interpretations,  and, 
being  of  a  generous  disposition,  we  gave  it  a  liberal  meaning, 
for  we  waited  till  June  19  before  applying  for  our  goods. 
On  June  21  we  were  told,  "per  E.  A.  Gibbons,"  that  the 
manufacturers  had  been  instructed  to  send  our  goods  at  once. 
A  testimonial  from  a  laundress  of  twenty-one  years'  ex- 
perience was  enclosed.  The  experience,  it  may  be  men- 
tioned, referred  to  the  use  of  the  gloss,  and  not  to  her  delay 
in  receiving  it.  In  a  moment  of  forgetfulness  the  company 
also  sent  another  sample  envelope  for  correction.  On 
June  23  we  wrote,  stating  that  unless  our  money  was  re- 
turned by  next  post  we  would  instruct  our  solicitors  to 
proceed  against  the  company,  and  that  we  would  also  com- 
municate with  the  Commissioner  of  the  London  police.  We 
hope  that  others  who  have  been  similarly  treated  will  assist 
in  bringing  the  matter  to  a  head.

P.S. — To-day,  June  27,  the  Byron  Co.  inform  us  that 
owing  to  derogatory  letters  in  the  C.  di-  D.  they  have  been 
put  to  "a  fearful  lot  of  trouble  and  annoyance."  They 
plead  for  more  time,  and  also  state  that  they  have  had 
several  calls  from  the  police,  but  "  up  to  the  present  we  have 
been  able  to  satisfy  the  authorities  as  regards  our  bona  fides." 
We  have  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  our  solicitors. 

Sir, — Be  Byron  Manufacturing  Co.,  the  enclosed  letter 
of  inquiry  has  been  received  by  us  from  a  Stalybridge 
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firm.  This  disposes  effectually  of  the  firm's  assertion  that 
chemists  only  are  approached.

An  Old  Tale  Retold. 

Sir, — I  have  been  waiting  amidst  all  the  correspondence 
of  the  last  few  weeks  re  pharmacy  laws  for  someone  to  state 
why  the  companies  and  stores  exist,  and  also  how,  without 
much  alteration  of  the  existing  laws,  they  might  be  checked. 
They  exist  largely  because  a  certain  number  of  qualified 
men  are  said  to  have  sold  their  birthright.  Three  reasons 
present  themselves  to  me  for  this  condition  of  things — viz. 
(1)  apprenticeship;  (2)  hours  of  business,  late  duty,  and 
pay ;  (3)  the  indoor  system.  Taking  these  in  the  order 
given,  (1)  the  apprentice  of  the  present  day  is  taken  by 
our  so-called  loyal  chemists  in  many  instances,  not  with 
the  idea  of  making  skilful  and  proficient  chemists,  but  as 
a  source  of  cheap  labour.  Again,  the  apprentices  of  the 
present  day  are  very  often  ex-errand-boys,  who  little  dream 
of  the  present  Preliminary  examination,  and  at  the  end  of 
three  years  come  on  the  market  with  a  fair  knowledge  of 
the  business,  and  fill  many  places,  even  as  branch  managers 
for  loyal  chemists,  which  ought  to  be  filled  by  Minor  or 
Major  men.  As  to  (2)  the  hours  of  business,  why  a  chemist 
should  be  practically  the  latest  shop  to  close  I  cannot  con- 
ceive. The  chemist's  business,  especially  when  one  has 
dispensing  and  counter  work  to  do,  requires  a  man's  faculties 
and  energies  to  be  at  their  very  brightest.  If  a  man  is 
engaged  from  eleven  to  fourteen  hours  a  day  this  is  impos- 
sible, and  he  becomes  even  a  danger  to  the  public.  In 
regard  to  many  places,  Sunday  and  night  duty  are  necessary  ; 
in  these  cases  they  ought  to  be  paid  for  extra,  or  time  off 
allowed.  Sunday  in  many  suburban  chemists  is  looked  upon 
as  an  ordinary  day  :  all  blinds  are  up  and  all  lights  lit. 
This  is  far  from  dignified,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  and  puts 
us  on  a  level  with  confectioners  and  tobacconists.  Salary 
or  pay  for  the  time  worked  is  very  much  lower  than  it  ought 
to  be  :  from  my  own  experience,  it  works  out  much  lower 
than  a  bricklayer  or  a  stevedore,  who  generally  get  from 
8d.  to  lOd.  an  hour.  (3)  The  indoor  system. — So  many  of 
the  present-day  chemists  must  have  been  tied  by  this  system 
during  their  training  that  it  accounts  for  the  present  low 
state  and  undignified  position  of  pharmacy.  I  am  open  to 
admit  that  many  indoor  "  cribs  "  provide  better  rooms,  food, 
and  attention  than  an  assistant  can  afford  to  pay  for  in 
rooms.  But  in  the  best  of  indoor  "cribs"  a  man  has  no 
feeling  of  natural  freedom.  He  cannot  invite  a  friend  in 
to  have  supper  and  spend  an  hour  or  two  with  him  without 
a  great  deal  of  fuss  and  trouble  ;  his  sitting-room  is  generally 
the  same  room  to  which  all  the  family  have  access.  As  to 
indoor  "  cribs  "  where  food  is  second-rate  and  inconvenience 
rife,  it  does  not  speak  well  for  the  future  chemist  that  he 
stays  there.  Now  as  to  the  improvement  of  these  bad  con- 
ditions. I  do  not  think  "our  Council"  shows  any  effort 
to  improve  them,  and  the  private  chemist  is  too  suspicious 
of  his  near  neighbour  to  help  himself  and  us.  It  remains, 
then,  for  the  assistants  to  help  themselves  and  the  trade 
to  a  higher  and  more  dignified  plane.  To  accomplish  this 
let  me  suggest  that  an  association  of  all  assistants  be  formed 
(on  a  trade-union  basis  if  necessary)  with  the  following 
objects  in  view  : 

(1)  Apprenticeship. — The  number  to  be  limited,  and  con- 
fined to  persons  who  have  obtained  the  Preliminary  ex- 
amination equivalent. 

(2)  Shortening  of  the  hours  worked.  Remuneration  for 
holiday  and  extra  duty. 

(3)  Total  abolition  of  the  indoor  system.

A  Warning. 

Sir, — I  should  like  through  the  medium  of  your  paper 
to  warn  chemists  in  the  North  of  England  against  a  man 
who  signs  himself  "A.  Thomas,"  and  who  professes  to  be 
an  agent  for  Messrs.  Ward  &  Co.,  lacquer-manufacturers, 
Kirk  Gate,  Wakefield.  This  man  travels  with  a  large 
number  of  bottles  of  transparent  crystal  lacquer  for  retain- 
ing the  polish  on  brass,  copper,  scales  and  weights,  etc. 
The  retail  price  of  these  bottles  is  Is.  each,  and  he  charges 


6s.  8d.  per  doz.,  and  offers  to  send  a  coloured  showcard  for 
window-show  with  a  large  number  of  printed  cards  for 
distribution.  The  chemist,  drysalter,  or  oilman  buys  the 
bottles  and  pays  cash,  and  never  sees  the  man  again,  nor 
the  showcard  or  the  small  cards  for  distribution.  I  find 
that  no  such  firm  as  Ward  &  Co.  exists,  and  the  "  lacquer" 
is  only  coloured  water ;  consequently,  if  this  man  calls 
on  any  of  your  readers,  they  would  be  quite  justified  in 
giving  him  into  the  hands  of  the  police.  He  gives  a 
guarantee  to  supply  only  one  person  in  a  town,  but  needless 
to  say  he  sells  to  as  many  in  a  town  as  will  buy  of  him.

A  Cigarette  Deal. 
A  provincial  subscriber  (29/90)  sends  us  particulars  of  a 
stramonium-cigarette  transaction  in  which  he  feels  that  he 
was  "had."  A  man,  representing  himself  as  "  D.  Camp- 
bell," of  "Campbell  &  Co.,  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
articles,  23  Farringdon  Street,  London,  E.G.,"  and  giving 
a  printed  bill-heading  with  that  name  and  address  thereon, 
called  upon  him  and  stated  that  he  had  quite  a  number  of 
inquiries  from  our  subscriber's  district  for  stramonium  or 
"  ozone  "  cigarettes,  the  customers  sending  orders  amounting 
to  10,s.  a  week.  The  caller  proposed  to  hand  these  customers 
over  to  our  subscriber  if  he  took  a  parcel  of  three  dozen  Is. 
and  three  dozen  2s.  boxes  of  cigarettes.  Our  subscriber  did 
so,  paying  Zl.  5s.  for  them  at  the  time.  That  was  six  weeks 
ago,  and  there  has  not  been  a  call  for  a  single  box  of  the 
cigarettes.  We  have  made  inquiries  in  Farringdon  Street, 
and  find  that  No.  23  has  been  closed  since  last  Christmas 
with  a  view  to  demolition.  A  firm  who  had  held  the  lease 
of  the  entire  premises  for  the  previous  fourteen  years  in- 
formed us  that  no  one  of  the  name  of  Campbell  had  had 
offices  in  the  building  during  that  period,  nor  had  they  ever 
heard  of  such  a  firm.  This  note  is  printed  so  that  other 
chemists  may  be  on  the  look-out.

The  quinine  must 
then  bo  powdered  finely  and  suspended  with  tragacanth,  or 
quin.  iod.  in  long  prismatic  crystals  will  eventually  bo  pro- 
duced. It  forms  a  nice  grey  mixture,  the  colour  being  of 
slightly  dirty  milk.

Viator  (80/14). — Pharmacy  in  Australia. — See  our  issue  of 
June  9.  p.  892,  for  notes  of  conversations  with  two  Australian 
pharmacists.  In  Victoria  there  is  no  such  thing  as  company 
pharmacy  :  every  chemist's  shop  has  to  belong  to  a  chemist 
and  be  managed  by  one,  not  even  a  sleeping  partner  being 
tolerated.  In  the  large  towns  cutting  has  to  be  reckoned 
with,  but  it  is  chiefly  in  proprietary  articles.  The  Minor 
examination-certificate  is  accepted  in  all  the  States  for  regis- 
tration therein.  If  you  are  young  and  unmarried,  and  arc 
convinced  that  "the  future  of  pharmacy  in  England  "is 
doubtful,  we  daresay  you  would  find  scope  for  your  energies 
in  one  or  other  of  the  Australian  States,  but  bear  in  mind  that 
out  there  "  things  arc  not  what  they  were  " — that,  indeed, 
is  a  universal  complaint  as  regards  "  pharmacy."  If  you  emi- 
grate you  must  be  prepared  to  face  and  fight  new  difficulties — 
j  perhaps  greater  difficulties  than  any  you  have  ever  met  here, 
'  or  are  likely  to  meet ;  but  there  is  in  emigration  the  immense 
I  psychical  advantage  of  a  new  start,  which  frequently  means 
exceptional  energy,  artd  consequent  greater  success.  You 
might  acquaint  yourself  further  with  what  is  going  on  in 
Australia  by  getting  a  few  recent  issues  of  the  "  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  Australasia  "  (6r?.  per  copy  from  this  office).  These 
will  not  tell  you  whither  you  can  go  to  meet  success,  but  they 
will  at  least  show  you  in  a  general  way  the  everyday  life  of 
Australian  chemists.

Lotteries  in  Madras— Several  lotteries  have  been  adver- 
tised in  the  "  Echo  of  India,"  a  weekly  publication  of  which 
Mr  J  W  Wilson,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  J.  W.  Wilson 
&  Co.,  chemists,  Rundall's  Road,  Vepery,  is  the  proprietor 
and  editor.  The  Commissioner  of  Police,  havmg_  obtained 
the  necessary  authority  from  the  Local  Government,  Mr. 
Wilson's  premises  in  Rundall's  Road  and  his  house  at 
Ootacamund  have  been  searched,  and  summonses  issued 
against  him. 

Spurious  Imitations— At  the  Calcutta  Police  Court  on 
May  31,  As  wine  Kumar  Pal  and  Hera  Lai  Pai  were  charged, 
at  the  instance  of  Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons,  proprietors  of 
a  brand  of  sulphate  of  quinine,  Messrs.  Ansar  Hartford  & 
Co.,  proprietors  of  Dr.  De  Jongh's  cod-liver  oil,  D.  Gupta  & 
Co.,  proprietors  of  the  anti-periodic  mixture,  and  R.  Chand 
Mitra,  proprietor  of  Laksmi  Bilas  Taila,  with  having 
counterfeited  the  trade-marks  and  trade  descriptions  on 
those  medicines,  and  further  with  having  these  counterfeit 
articles  in  their  possession  and  selling  them.  They  were 
found  guilty,  and  Pal  was  sentenced  in  the  quinine  case 
to  a  fine  of  Rs.  900,  in  default  nine  months'  hard  labour ; 
in  the  cod-liver  oil  case,  a  similar  sentence  was  passed ;  in 
the  cases  where  Gupta's  and  Mitra's  remedies  had  been 
counterfeited  fines  of  Rs.  800  and  Rs.  400  were  inflicted, 
or  in  default  eight  months'  and  four  months'  hard  labour. 
The  sentences  on  Pai  were  in  the  quinine  case  a  fine  of 
Rs.  300,  or  four  months'  imprisonment  ;  the  same  in  the 
cod-liver  oil  case ;  and  in  the  other  cases  the  fines  were 
Rs.  200  and  Rs.  200,  in  default  three  months'  and  two 
months'  hard  labour  respectively.

The  Commonwealth. 

Customs  Decisions. — The  following  decisions  have  been 
recently  given  by  the  Australian  Commonwealth  Customs  : 
Bottles,  combined  stopper  and  with  dropper  (as  glassware 
n.e.i.),  20  per  cent,  ad  vol.  ;  marzipan,  powdered  almonds 
with  glucose  in  paste  form  (as  nuts,  edible  n.e.i.),  2d. 
per  lb.  ;  plasmon  arrowroot — i.e.,  arrowroot,  with  casein  in 
powdered  condition  (as  oilmen's  stores  n.e.i.),  15  per  cent. 
ad  val.  ;  dog-soap,  medicated  (as  soap,  perfumed,  toilet, 
etc.),  3d.  per  lb.;  dog-soap,  not  medicated  and  of  a  soft 
description  (as  soap  n.e.i.),  \d.  per  lb. 

Commerce  Act  Regulations. — Sir  William  Lyne  has  pub- 
lished the  draft  regulations  under  the  Commerce  Act.  The 
following  is  the  import  regulation  in  regard  to  medicines 
or  medicinal  preparations  for  internal  or  external  use  : 

In  cases  where  any  such  article  contains  not  less  than 
10  per  cent,  of  ethyl  alcohol,  and  the  average  dose  recom- 
mended for  use  shall  be  greater  than  one  teaspoonful  (80 
minims),  or  when  any  such  article  contains  any  of  the 
following  ingredients — morphine,  'cocaine,  heroin,  or  the 
salts  or  derivatives  of  the  same  or  any  of  them,  or  of  chloral 
hydrate,  belladonna,  cotton-root  ergot,  or  other  aborte- 
facient — the  description  shall  contain  an  intimation  to  that 
effect. 

There  are  many  regulations  in  the  export  section,  but  they 
are  only  of  general  interest,  except,  perhaps,  the  following 
description  of  meat  extract  : 

"Meat  extract"  or  "meat  essence"  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  the  extract  or  essence  of  meat  which  has  been  ob- 
tained by  cooking  the  flesh  of  animals,  but  not  the  internal 
organs  thereof,  and  which  contains  no  extraneous  matter 
other  than  common  salt. 

Victoria. 

The  Foods  Standards  Committee  has  so  far  not  promul- 
gated any  definite  standards,  but  it  is  understood  that  before 
next  summer  all  disinfectants  will  have  to  bear  on  the  label 
a  statement  of  their  actual  disinfecting  strength.  The 
standard  to  be  observed  has  not  yet  been  decided  upon,  but 
manufacturers  will  do  well  to  bear  this  in  mind.  All  foods 
containing  a  preservative  will  in  the  same  way  have  to  bear 
upon  the  label  a  statement  of  the  preservative  used.  This 


will  apply  to  imported  preparations  as  well  as  to  those  made 
locally.  It  does  not  seem  unreasonable  that  these  statements 
should  be  required,  and  a  modification  of  the  labels  in  time 
for  next  year  will  probably  be  to  the  advantage  not  only 
of  the  Victorian  trade,  but  of  the  trade  throughout  the 
world. 

Co-operatives  and  the  P.A.T.A. 

The  "Anti-cutting  Record"  last  issued  contains  an  ex- 
posure of  the  Scottish  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society's 
methods  for  meeting  the  alleged  P.A.T.A.  "  boycott."  The 
Society,  in  a  circular  dated  "Glasgow,  10th  May,  1906," 
intimated  that  the  following  articles  had  been  withdrawn 
from  their  list  :

Water  Analysis. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  on 
June  22,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
stating  that  with  reference  to  the  combustion-process  of 
chemical  examination  of  water,  devised  by  the  late  Sir  E. 
Frankland,  the  Board  is  advised  that  the  results  obtained 
by  this  process  are  of  considerable  value,  as  they  afford 
indications  as  to  the  general  nature  of  the  organic  matter 
contained  in  the  water.  The  Board  is  therefore  of  opinion 
that  it  is  desirable  that  this  process  should  be  continued,  in 
order  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  analytical  records, 
and  to  facilitate  comparison  between  the  results  of 
the  examinations  made  by  Dr.  Houston  on  behalf  of 
the  Water  Board  and  those  made  in  the  past  by  Sir  E. 
Frankland  and  Dr.  Thorpe.  It  was  decided  that  the  Water- 
examination  Committee  be  authorised  to  carry  out  certain 
research  work  and  other  investigations,  as  well  as  Frank- 
land's  combustion-process,  for  the  purpose  of  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  25  of  the  Metropolis  Water; 
Act,  1902.  The  alterations  in  the  central  laboratory  in 
connection  with  the  foregoing  will  cost  200/..  and  the 
annual  working  expenses  are  estimated  at  750/.  The 
following  additional  assistants  are  to  be  engaged  :  one 
junior  chemical  assistant,  at  150/.  a  year;  one  junior  bac- 
teriological assistant  ,  at  150/.  a  year ;  and  two  samplers, 
at  a  salary  of  78/.  per  annum  each. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  now  try- 
ing for  the  first  time  a  popular  nomination  and  election  of 
officers  by  mail,  thus  throwing  the  franchise  open  to  every 
member,  and  not  limiting  it  to  those  who  happen  to  be  in 
attendance  at  the  annual  meeting.  This  step  was  decided 
upon  at  the  Atlantic  City  meeting  last  fall,  and  its  realisa- 
tion will  be  watched  with  considerable  interest.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  will  help  to  arouse  greater  concern  generally  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Association  on  the  part  of  the  members. 

Down  on  "Patents." — A  great  deal  has  been  heard 
during  the  last  year  in  the  United  States  concerning  patent 
medicines.  A  symposium  is  being  prepared  by  Mr.  Oldberg 
for  the  meeting  in  September  of  the  Section  on  Education 
and  Legislation  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion. One  of  the  queries  reads  as  follows  :  "  Should  not  the 
prescribing  of  secret  remedies  or  of  proprietaries,  the  com- 
position of  which  is  unknown  to  the  physician,  be  prohibited 
by  legal  enactment?  "  A  number  of  formula-on-the-package 
Bills  have  been  introduced  into  State  Legislatures  during  the 
last  few  months,  but  all  of  them  have  proved  unsuccessful.
